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T HIS Atlas, the preparation and execution of which have 
occupied eighteen years, is the first attempt, either in 
this country or on the continent, to give a complete set ot 
maps of the Ancient World on a scale corresponding in size 
to the best Atlases of modern geography. The large size of 
the present maps allows space for exhibiting the natural 
features of each country, and for adding, wherever it was 
possible, the modern names underneath the ancient ones. 
This combination of ancient and modern names, which 
is a distinctive feature in the present Atlas, is of the 
greatest assistance in understanding ancient geography, 
and ascertaining the exact sites. A comparison of maps 
of the modern world with those of antiquity, even if both 
are executed on the same scale, is always troublesome 
and often useless, since ancient geography, in many cases, 
has to take notice of insignificant modern villages and ruins, 
which are of no importance in the present day, and are 
consequently not marked in the ordinary maps. 

The only large Atlas, hitherto published, comprising the 
whole domain of ancient geography, is Spruner’s “Atlas 
Antiquus,” in thirty-one maps, improved by Menke (Gotha, 
1865). But this At]as is constructed on an entirely different 
plan from the present one, besides being on a smaller scale. 
Only a limited portion of it is devoted to the geographical 
representation of particular countries : by far the larger part 
contains maps exhibiting historical surveys at particular 
periods, and small supplementary charts of certain epochs 
of ancient history. The number of such historical maps might 
be increased indefinitely, without adding in any way to the 
scientific value of an Atlas. For on the one hand the historical 
changes in the distribution of countries are so simple that no 
special maps are needed to understand them; and, on the 
other hand, it happens only rarely that the geographical data 
concerning the political relations of certain historical periods 
have been handed down to us in sufficient completeness to 
enable us to give a correct picture of them in a map. Such 
maps, therefore, always contain much that depends upon the 
mere conjectures'of their authors, and, consequently, are often 
more misleading than, trustworthy ns guides. In the present 
Atlas each country is delineated in a separate map on a large 
scale; but we have also given in addition a sufficient number 
of Historical Maps on a smaller scale, exhibiting the limits of 
the great empires of antiquity, and illustrating the most 
important periods in Greek, Roman, and Asiatic history. The 


Atlas likewise contains plans of the chief cities of the ancient 
world. 

All the Classical Maps, with the exception of Britain and 
India, have been prepared by Du. Charles Muller, the Editor 
of Strabo and the minor Greek Geographers, under the super- 
J intendence of Dr. William Smith. The chartographical part 
! tfi e Classical Atlas is based, first, upon Strabo, the text 
of which has been much improved in the edition published at 
Paris, with a critical commentary, by Dr. Charles Muller, in 
| 1853 ; secondly, upon the improved edition of the Geographi 

j*-'- Minores, also published at Paris by the same Editor; thirdly, 

! 

upon a comparison made by Dr. Muller of the edition of the 
Tabula Peutingeriana, published by the Academy of M uni ch, 
with the original of this unique work, which is preserved 
in the Library of Vienna; and lastly, upon a collation, 

f 

; made by Dr. Muller, of more than fifty manuscripts of the 
geography of Ptolemy, scattered through the libraries of 
England, France, Germany, Spain, Italy, and Turkey, by 
means of which we have been enabled to remove a multitude 

| 

! of errors found in earlier editions, and to introduce these 
emendations into our maps. The modem authorities made 
use of are mentioned in the “Sources and Authorities ” pre¬ 
fixed to the maps. 

The Map of India, which has been prepared by Colonel 
Yule, the Editor of “ Marco Polo,” deserves special notice, 
as it differs in many important points from all preceding 
maps, and is the result of much original investigation. For 
this reason the authorities, on which this Map is based, are 
set forth at greater length in the “ Sources and Authorities ” 
than in the case of the other maps. 

What is true of the Classical Maps is no less true of the 
Biblical ones. Biblical Atlases certainly exist, but they are 
so small in size, or so imperfect in execution, or so often 
framed for the support of private theories, that no examina¬ 
tion of the topography can be obtained from them adequate 
to the present demands of Biblical study, which, in the case 
of the Holy Land, often depends for its results on the power 
of comparing very minute points. And, in addition to this, it 
is only within a recent date that any really accurate informa¬ 
tion as to the geography of the Holy Land or the Peninsula 
of Sinai—the very kernel of Biblical study—has been obtain- 
| able. Less than ten years ago, notwithstanding the labour 
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and devotion of Van de Velde and others, no systematic 
attempt had been made to survey the country and make a 
map on the same scale of size or minuteness as other 
regions. The distance, the difficulties, even the very sacred 
and fa mili ar character of the spots seemed to stand in the 
way. The impulse given to the study by the “ Biblical Re¬ 
searches” of Dr. Robinson, and by the “Sinai and Palestine” 
of Dean Stanley, led the way first to the ordnance survey of 
Jerusalem, and next to the establishment of the Palestine 
Exploration Fund, whose ordnance survey of Palestine is now 
in progress, and of the Sinai Exploration Society, whose survey 
is completed—in both cases by officers and men of the corps 
of Royal Engineers. The information acquired from these 
three sources has been as far as possible embodied in the 
present maps, which have been constructed by Mr. Trelawny 
Saunders, under the superintendence of Mr. George Grove, 
the Hon. Secretary of the Palestine Exploration Fund, and 
author of the articles on the topography of the Holy Land, 
in the “ Dictionary of the Bible.” In the construction of the

Assyrian Maps and elsewhere, use has been made, for the 
first time, of the Turco-Persian survey, as well as of the 
labours of Layard and Rawlinson, and other materials have 
been employed which are specified in detail in the “'Sources 
and Authorities.” 

The Map of Babylon and the surrounding district has 
been revised by Captain Felix Jones, the able officer who 
made the Survey of the Tigris and Euphrates valley. 

The maps are of the same size ag those in Keith Johnston's 
“ Royal Atlas of Modern Geography,” with which the present 
Atlas thus ranges. A full index of names and places, both 
ancient and modern, is appended to each of the larger maps, 
drawn up on the same plan as in Keith Johnston's Atlas, 
with figures and letters attached corresponding with the 
squares into which the maps are divided, thus affording 
instant reference to every name. The maps have been 
executed by the most eminent engravers in Paris and London. •

THE GEOGRAPHICAL SYSTEMS OF 
THE ANCIENTS. 


The World according to Homer us. 

According to tlie Homeric poems the earth i< a flat 
round disc, suirounded by the river Oeeanus which in 
the east forms the Lake of the Sun, and in the west 
(where, beyond the river, the Cimmerians live in per¬ 
petual daikness, and where the lower regions are) is 
connected with the Pontus, or the Mediterranean sea 
In the south, bordering on the Oeeanus, live thexActhiopian 
people, eoryjxroi arbpcov, (divided into two parts, the eastern 
and the western) and the Pygmaei. About the noi th, and 
the shores bounding the Mediterranean m the west, we 
learn nothing The eentie of the eaith may be imagined 
to be the Island of Oitygia (Delos), in the mciidian of 
which the poet (Od xv. 404) places the rponal rjekioio, 
the point ot separation between the rising and the setting 
sun. In fact this meridian not only indicates the eentie 
of the Giccian world, but also nearly the central point 
between Sicily and Syria, or between those countries, m 
a direction fiom east to west, beyond •which Homer’s 
geographical knowledge does not extend. It is onh in 
regard to Greece and western Asia Minor that we find 
him to possess any ac curate know ledge ; he lias a super¬ 
ficial acquaintance with the nearest neighbouring cuun- 
tnes; but whatevei lies beyond these—the scenes of 
Ulysses’ wnndcnngs—belong altogether to tlio domain of 
fiction. The name Thrinacia, the stories about Sca 11a 
and Chaiybdis the fire-spitting Planetae, and the mention 
of the Sieuh m the last books of the Odyssey, winch are 
probably of later oiigm, show a certain knowledge of Sicily, 
of the Liparean islands, and of Southern Italy, and in so 
far justify Strabo’s remark vdrra irkarTeiv ovk ‘Q/^/hkoY, 
but are mixed up with elements of a purely mythical 
geography, boi rowed partly from the older legend of the 
Argonauts and tian,stoned fiom its original locality to 
the Yvcst of the eaitli’s disc. Whether the story ot the 
wanderings of Ulysses has arisen out of the combination 
of an older and a more recent story, as Iuichhoff, and 
lately Mullenhoff {Deutsche Alterthumer, i p. 51, ff 1871) 
have endeavoured to prove, is a point which we shall 
leave undecided A more important question is whether 
the poet, to whom Ave are indebted for the description m 
its piesent form, had in his mind a distinct geographical 
pictuie of the localities wdiich he mentions. We can 
only reply that, if this was the ca^e, very little is done to 
enable us to reproduce this picture, for frequently there 
is no indication as to the direction or the duiation of the 
separate voyages, and consequently thcie is a free field 
foi speculation 

In returning from Troy, Ulysses is overtaken by a 
storm at Cape Malea, and after having been tossed about 
on the sea for nine days, he on the tenth arrives at the 
country of the Lotophagi. Thence he sails onwards to 
the country of the Cyclopes, and afterwards to the float¬ 
ing island of Aeolus * The direction of these two voyages 
must be considered noithwaids, perhaps as far as the 
latitude of Ithaca ; for, after sailing nine days with a 
west Avmd from the island of Aeolus, U lyssos was already 
in sight of Ithaca, Avhen ho is again driven back to the 
island of Aeolus by the winds being let loose upon him. 
Thence after a voyage of six days and nights, he reaches 
the country of the Laestrvgones, and then after unnum¬ 
bered days he arrives at Aeaea, the island of Circe, 
which is only one dai’s sail from the Oeeanus. These 
voyages must have been towmrds the Avest or moie pro¬ 
bably the north-west In returning to Aeaea fiom his 
excursion to the lower regions, and having obtained 
information about the return voyage as far as the island 
of Thimaeia, Ulysses leaves the island, sails past the 
island of the Sirens, and directly thereupon [amI k e-eira) 
leaves the Planetae lying to the right or to the left; 
shortly afterwards he sails between Scylla and Chaiyhdis, 
and dnectly thereupon he again arrives at the island of 
Thrinacia." Thence a south Avind drives him back to the 
Chaiyhdis, Avheie he is shipwrecked, and after floating 
about on a raft for nine days he arrives at Ogygia, the 
inland of Calypso, the 6aka<ro-r)$. Thence he 

sails for seventeen days wnth the Bear on Ins leit, theie- 
foie Avest wards, on the eighteenth day he Avas already 
in the vicinity of fcJchoria, the island of the Phaeacian% 
when Poseidon espies him from the Lycian mountains of 
tlie Solymi, and again causes him to suffer shipwreck. 
The storm must have driven him to the north, for when 
it abated, having floated onwaids AVith a north Avind he 
arrives at the island of Scheria, from which, on board of 


a marvellously quick-sailing A r essel, he reaches Ithaca in 
one night. 

In our small sketch, the route of Ulysses’ wanderings 

is given in the same A\ay as in »Spi uner’s and Menkc’s 

Atla* It might however lie more accurately adapted to 

the Homeric text, if the enhance to the lower legions 

were placed not exactly opposite to the Lake of the Sun 

and in the exact latitude of the Stiaits of Gibraltar, but 

neai Aeaea; further, tlie line of the return voyage would 

have to be drawn in a dnection almost paiallel to that 

from the island of Aeolus to Aeaea; and the island of 

the Sirens Charybdis, Thnnacia and Ogygia would ha\*e 

to be placed in closer proximity, whereas Ogygia and 

Schena would have to be remoA'ed further away fiom 

each other. The routes would be something like the

We need not here discuss the various endeavours 
which have been made to ti ace all the points visited by 
Ulysses to actually existing localities. With full justice, 
as it seems to us, E II 1>unbury, in the Diet, of Geogr, 
Vol ii. p 470, says: “ It is indeed only the natural desire 
to give to the creations of poetic fancy a local habitation 
and tangible reality, that could ever haw? led to the 
associating the scenes m the Odyssey Avith particular 
spots in Sicily and Italy, and the view of Eratosthenes, 
that tlie geogiaphy of the voyages of Ulysses was wholly 
the creation of the poet’s fancy, is certainly the only one 
tenable.” 


The World according to Ilccataeus . 

Anaximander of Miletus a disciple of Thales, ac¬ 
cording to the statements of the ancients, was the first 
to sketch a map of the world, and this is said to have 
been subsequently much improved by the Milesian IIc- 
eataeus (Agathemer. Geogi., i 1) Such a map engrailed 
on metal (r?)s yrjs irepiobos ev m'm\ i eYrerpjgeiO)), perhaps 
even the very one of Ilccataeus, was shown to the mem¬ 
bers of the Ionian Assembly by the Milesian Aristagoras 
[ITerod., v. 49). As to tlie way and manner m which 
this orbis terrarum of Ilccataeus was arranged, nothing 
is recorded; and our knowledge d confined to what may 
be gathered fiom the fragments of his geographical Avork 
There is hoAvcver no doubt that Ilecataeus is also alluded 
to, when Herodotus (iv. 30) says "many geographers 
haA'e udiculously presented the eaitli as a circular disc 
surrounded by the Oceanand m this disc represented 
Europe and Asia as equally laige ” By Asia, Herodotus 
in this passage understands the one half of the earth 
which, besides the continent properly so called, also in¬ 
cludes Libya as far as the Nile, and in the same sense 
the name Asia is used in many of the Fragments of 
Ilccataeus. From Europe, Asm was separated either 
by tlie Tanais or by the Pha*as; the latter boundaiy is 
adopted by' Herodotus, the former by Ilccataeus; foi m 
the Fragments (164 seq ) Smdice and, on the Cimmeimn 
Bosporus, Phanagoria and Apaturos, are considered as 
belonging to Asia. As at the same time the Dandarn 
and the Tipanissae (Fr. Ibl, 102) are spoken of as living 
about the Caucasus and jet as belonging to Europe, Ave 
infer from tins that Ilecataeus Avas one of those Avho, as 
Strabo informs us, believed that tlie Tanais rising m 
Mount Caucasus, first flowed lioith and then south The 
line w’hich dmded the earth into two equal halves, and 
which ran fiom the Tanais to the Pillais of Hercules, 
necessarily went from noith-eaM to south-west, and con¬ 
sequently the western extiemity of Europe and Libya 
were removed very far south. The case Avould be veiy 
much the same if, instead of the Tanais, the Plia^is 
were made the boundaiy, winch Piocopms [lh It Goth., 
iv (>) according to a map drawn m this manner, mentions 
as situated directly opposite the straits of Gades. In a 
map of this kind the south coast of the Pontus Euxinus 
fiom the soutli~we.st, Avould have to be drawn much 
farther north, and such a map Xenophon (Anal , ax 7, § 7) 
may haA'e had m Ins mmd, Avhen he said while m 
Cotyora, on the Pontian coast, that Boieas was required 
for sailing to the Bosporus and a south wind for sailing 
to the Phasis. This misplaced position of the continents 
Avhich Clausen, in his map to Ilecataeus, leaves entirely 
unnoticed, seems to liai'e been adhered to m the systems 
of earlier geographers up to the time of Dicacarebus, 
avIio, as far as we know, fu&t defined the paiallel geneially 
adopted by later geogiaphers, according to which the 
Pillars of Hercules, the straits of Sicily, and the south 
coast of Asia Minor lay m the same latitude. Corres¬ 


ponding with the more ancient idea, is the Avay in which 
Ephorus (Fr. 38), according to the statement of Cosmos 
Indieopleustes in Ins Cosmographia Christiana, distributes 
the four extreme nations of the earth (see the map). 
This very southern line of demarcation between Emopc 
and Libya is still more strongly marked in the map of 
the uorld hi/ the Anonymous Geographer of Ravenna (8th 
cent, after Christ), who divides the nations of the earth 
into tAventy-four segments of a ciicle, which are repre¬ 
sented as the twelve hours of day and the twelve hours 
of night (see the map). The form of the map resulting 
fiom this—so far as it concerns the respective positions 
of the continents—is doubtless adopted from one of tbe 
earlier geographers, as indeed, in other cases also, was 
done by the Fathers of the Church and other writers of 
later times, Allien the science of geography Avas entirely 
dead. In their geographical descriptions they very fre¬ 
quently maintained a point of \ r iew which for many cen¬ 
turies had been abandoned. Thus for example, the geo¬ 
graphical statements m Basilius (Horn/, ni. G), are nothing 
but an interpolated extract from Aristotle (Meteor, i 13). 

We haA r e theiefore placed the centre of the circle, thus 
dmded, in the country of the earliest geographers, in 
the Ionian Asia Minor, and not m Jerusalem, as Kiepcri 
has done, in his map to the “ Geographus lla\ r ennas ” 
(ed Parthev). That, moreover, the centre cannot he 
fixed, say at Ravenna, as M. d’Avezae thinks, is clear, 
e\ T en fiom the fact that in the segment of the fourth hour 
of the day, therefore from the centre to the noi th-west, 
besides the country of the Dani, are also placed Dacia, 
and Illyria, usque ad Dalmatian this no one living in 
Ravenna could say. According to this scheme of the maj? 
of Ilecataeus, we must conceive the south coast of Spam, 
fiom Cape Vincent (Sacrum pi\) to the north-east, as 
running m the direction of the great line of demai cation. 
This explains hoivit Avas that Herodorus, a contempoiary 
of Herodotus (up. Steph. Byz. s.v ’I/hjptai), in his enu¬ 
meration of the Iberian tubes bring along the coast from 
Cape Vincent to the country around Caithago Nova, 
assumes the succession of their habitations proceeding 
fiom south to north 

The connection of the Phasis with the Ocean, given in 
the map (compare Pindar, Ryth , iv. 251, Isthm n. 41), 
is based upon Schol. to Apoll. Rhod. iv. 259, Avhich 
certainly is contradicted by another scholion on Apoll. 
Rh, iv. 284, but this latter is probably corrupt. Tins 
supposition of Ilecataeus must be compaied with that 
known from the Orphic poems, and from the Scliol Apoll. 
Rh., iv. 132, according to winch the Phasis was con¬ 
nected with the Araxes; for in Ilecataeus also, that por¬ 
tion of the Phasis which falls into the Caspian and fiom 
this into the ocean, Ave must consider as the Araxes in 
the district of whose sources theie existed a Phasis (now 
Pasin) (Xenoph. An ah , iv. 6, § 4), wdiich was confounded 
Avith the Colchian Phasis, and represented as a single 
stream. The Araxes mentioned by JStephanus Byz , ,s r. 
klvKOi, from Ilecataeus, lias nothing m common Avith the 
Araxes of the Caspian The Avoids there quoted fiom 
Ilecataeus * Ik MiK'qm' els 9 Apd£rjv iroTupov, signify, from 
the Mvci in Western Carmama—the modem Mogistan 
—to the Pei Man Araxes, winch we read of m 8tiabo, p 
729, and m Cui tius, A r . 4. 

Clausen, m his map, gives an Amalchium mare m tbe 
northern ocean We have not done so, because the 
Ilecataeus, from whom the mention of that sea is taken, 
by Pliny, iv § 94, ed Siliig, is doubtless not the Milesian, 
but the Abdeiite, who ivrote a work on the Hyperboi cans 
(v. Ftagm Hist , vol n p. 388). 

The course of the Istios, Ave ha\ r e conjectuiallv trans¬ 
ferred from the map of Herodotus into that of Ilccataeus. 
The Fragments throiv no light upon it. There i^ just as 
little pi oof, although it is veiy piobable, that Ilecataeus, 
like other eaihoi geogiapheis, imagiuid a biancli of the 
Istros to flow into the Adnatic, for Htepbanus !>vz (s.r. 
KavktKot) mentions fiom Ilecataeus tlie Cauhei, naim d 
after a mountain, and dwelling north of the Ionian Gulf, 
of Avliom, bcAond this, avo know nothing, except that 
according to tlie Argouautiea (Apoll Rh, iv 324), neai 
the KavkiuKo* aKoirekos the Intros dirides itself and sends 
one arm into the Ionian Gulf 

The Nile, Ilccataeus imagined to be connected with 
the ocean, hut Avheie, according to las opinion, tins con¬ 
nection existed, and how he conceived the upper couise 
of the Nile, we aie not told 


The World according to Herodotus. 

Herodotus believes that, owing to the imperfect geo¬ 
graphical knowledge of his day, it is impossible to form 
a pictuie of the wdiole eaith, and the attempts of this 
kind pievioudy made, he ridicules as idle fancies. 
Whether the north of Euiope w r as surrounded by sea 
or not, he says, had not yet been ascertained by any one 
The south side of the eaith, on tlie other hand, accord¬ 
ing to Heiodoius, had been circumna\ r igated from the 
Indus to the Pillars of Hercules, partly by orders from 

B 
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Darius, and partly by orders from Neeho; but how 
the outlines of the coast of this southern ocean were 
to be conceived, Herodotus himself does not seem to 
have known. But to the Arabian Gulf he assigns^ a 
length of 40 days 5 sail, in a rowing vessel; and its 
greatest breadth he estimates at half a day's sail. The 
latter statement seems to have been taken from the 
northernmost corner of the gulf—-which alone was per¬ 
haps known to him—and to have been transferred to 
the whole of the gulf. To separate Libya from Asia by 
the Nile, and thus to regard Egypt as belonging half to 
Libya and half to Asia, as was done by his predecessors, 
Herodotus considers wrong; he therefore considers the 
boundary between the two continents to he the isthmus— 

I, 000 stadia in breadth—which separates the Arabian 
Gulf from the Mediterranean. As the boundary between 
Europe and Asia, he mentions the Phasis; the further 
boundary line we have probably to draw through the 
Caspian Sea, along the Araxes of Herodotus—which he 
confounds with the true Araxes and the Jaxartes—till 
the unknown land beyond renders it impossible to fix 
any definite boundary. The Caspian Sea is represented 
by Herodotus, as subsequently by Aristotle and Ptolemy, 
not as a bay of tbe ocean, but correctly as an inland 
sea or mare clausum* The longitudinal axis of this sea 
he probably imagined to run from west to east, as did 
Ptolemy, who also pretty well agrees with Herodotus, 
as to its length and breadth; for the length, according to 
Ptolemy, amounts to about 7,500 = 15 x 500 stadia, 
according to Herodotus, to 15 days’ sail in a rowing vessel; 
the breadth, however, according to Ptolemy, is about 
4,250 = 8J x 500 stadia, according to Herodotus, 8 days' 
sail in a rowing vessel. To the Pontus Euxinus—the 
length of whose shores from the Bosporus to the Phasis 
in reality only amounts to about 7,000 stadia, and ac¬ 
cording to Arrian’s Periplus to about 8,500 stadia— 
Herodotus assigns a length of 11,100 stadia, about 9 
days' sail at 700 stadia, and 8 nights' sail at 600 
stadia. According to the usual and more correct cal¬ 
culation, whereby a day-and-night's sail is, on an 
average, computed at only 1,000 stadia, Herodotus's 

II, 100 stadia would he reduced to 8,000. In con¬ 
sequence of this excessive extension of the Pontus, 
Colchis and the country of the Suspires (Ispir) are 
removed too far to the east, and thus come exactly to 
the north of Media and Persia. That Herodotus himself 
imagined the relative position of these countries in this way, 
is seen from iv. 37 *—rovricov (toov IRpcrooz;) vnepoiKiovai 
irpbs fiopioo avlpov M tjboi, MijScor §e 'Eao-'nGipes, 'Eacnrelpoov 
hi K okxpL. The Palus Maeotis is, according to Hero¬ 
dotus, not much smaller than the Pontus; nothing can 
be ascertained of the outlines of its coast except that the 
western side, from the Chersonesus Taurica as far as the 
Tanais, forms a line of 4,000 stadia, and the eastern 
side of the Scythian quadrangle. The rivers to the east 
of the Tanais, which fall into the Maeotis,—the Oarus, 
Lycus, and Syrgis,—are generally considered to he rivers 
which in reality flow into the Caspian Sea, but which 
Herodotus has erroneously assigned to the Maeotis. We 
believe that they must he considered rather as belonging 
to the western side of the Maeotis, and be classed together 
with the rivers Agarus (50° 30' lat.) and Lycus (51° 
80'Iai)—probably the modern Uk-lmlca —and the site of 
the town Hygris (55° 80 / lat.) in Ptolemy's map. In lik e 
manner, the Budini, according to Herodotus, lived to the 
east of the Tanais, hut are placed by Ptolemy, no doubt 
more correctly, west of the Maeotis. Now, if the Oarus of 
Herodotus be placed where Ptolerny has his Agarus, the 
Tanais—in the succession of the rivers given by Hero¬ 
dotus—must have emptied itself somewhere in the 
vicinity of the Cimmerian Bosporus; and we know 
that the natives living in its neighbourhood, called the 
Cimmerian Bosporus itself the Tanais (Arrian, Peripl 
Pont, §29; Anonym. Peripl Pont, § 50, in Geogr. Mm*, 
vol. i. p. 394; Procop., Belt Goth*, iv. p. 474, ed. Bonn). 
This explains the error of the so-called Scymnus Chius 
( y * 571, in Geo. Mm., i. p. 232), who (from Ephorus) 
informs us that the Tanais has two mouths, one flowing 
into the Maeotis, the other into the Bosporus. It is 
probable, therefore, that we must assume a s imil ar 
confusion in Herodotus. When the Tanais is said to 
he 4,000 stadia distant from the Taunan Chersonesus, 
and the Sarmatae are mentioned as the people inhabiting 
the hanks of the river—the real river, the Don of the 
present day, is indicated; when, however, the Tanais is 
placed west of the Oarus, the confusion arises from the 
riycr being confounded with the Tanais Bosporus. When, 
moreover, the Scythian expedition of Darius, from the 
Ister to the Oarus and baek, is said to have taken only 
60 days, this may have been the ease, provided the Oarus 
is identical with Ptolemy’s Agarus, hut impossible, if 
we are to understand by it a river lying to the east of 
the Dot, and falling into the Caspian. Of the Medi¬ 
terranean, Herodotus gives no measurement. Important 
tor the construction of the map is the statement (ii. 83) 
according to which the mouths of the Istros, Sinope! 
erroneously supposed to he an isthmus of Asia Minor 
Cilicia aspera, _ and the mouths of the Nile, he in 
the same meridian.

p. 355) sfiys m mentioning Herodotus’ conception of 
Scythia: “ However much Herodotus wishes to limit 
geography to actual enquiry, he nevertheless introduces 


into it outlines which, like those of the map of Hecataeus, 
are drawn as much according to symmetry and from 
imagination as, in other circumstances, the most exclusive 
empiric unconsciously proceeds from suppositions and 
axioms. " The sources of the Ister are placed by Hero¬ 
dotus in the southwest of Spain, where, beyond the 
Pillars of Hercules, the Celtse live beside^ the Oynetes; 
according to Ephorus, however, the river rises in north¬ 
western Gaul. We may state that, according to the Ora 
Maritima of the antiquarian Avienus, both south-western 
Spain and north-western Gaul were once called Oes- 
trymnis. This name, which in the mouth of a Greek 
sounded Istrimnis, and by others was perhaps so spelt, 
seems to determine those localisations of the sources of 
the Ister, and therefore to have been known as early as 
the time of Herodotus. In a similar way the name of 
the country Istria led to the belief that an arm of the 
Ister flowed into the Adriatic The accounts of Hero¬ 
dotus about the length of the Nile between Elephantine 
and Meroe, can be made to agree very well with those 
quoted from Eratosthenes, which therefore we have 
marked m the map. Whether, however, Herodotus was 
aware of the great windings of the river specified by 
Eratosthenes—which form the basis of these measure¬ 
ments—we do not know; and it is very possible that he 
imagined tbe course of the Nile, from Meroe to Elephan¬ 
tine, in a more or less straight line, and also that what 
he had heard about its windings, he erroneously trans¬ 
ferred to the small tract of the Dodekaschoenus, lying 
to the south of Syene. The lake also, placed near 
Tacliompso, the inhabitants of whose shores are the 
Nobades (for thus we are probably to read instead of 
Nomades , see Rawlinson's Herodotus, vol. ii. p. 41), 
is founded upon an error, and seems based upon a 
vague knowledge of Ptolemy's Nuba lake. The island 
of Cyraunis (Her., iv. 195), when it is spoken of as 
lying near the country of the Gyzantes, is the island, 
which other geographers called Cercina in the small 
Syrtis; hut when it is said to possess a lake, and that 
gold dust was there collected, the island of the Syrtis is 
confounded with the report of an island on the Atlantic 
Gold Coast, that island which, according to Hanno's 
Periplus, contained a lake, and lay near the Hesperi 
Cornu, where Diodorus (iii. 68) mentions Kepavvta oprj, 
and where he also transfers the lake Tritonis and the 
stories of Pallas-Tritogeneia, from the district of the 
Syrtis.

The World according to Timosthenes , Eratosthenes , 
jStrabo 7 Mela , and Dionysius Periegetes. 

Timosthenes, a native of Rhodes, naval commander 
under Ptolemy II. Philadelphia, and a geographical 
writer, of whom Eratosthenes made much use, determined 
the position of the different countries according to the 
twelve winds, as given in the map. The account upon 
which this is based may be found in the Geographical 
Compendium of Agathemerus, § 7 (Geogr. Min , vol. ii. 
p. 473). Alexandria is assumed as the centre of the 
circle. 

Eratosthenes, with whom begins a new era in the 
history of geography, was the first to carry out a scien¬ 
tific measurement of the earth, according to which the 
circumference of the earth, in reality amounting only to 
216,000 stadia, was computed at 252,000 stadia, so that 
each single degree would comprise, not 600, hut 700 stadia. 
A meridian line and a parallel line serve as a basis for 
the construction of this terrestrial map ; the former is 
drawn from Alexandria southwards through Syene and 
Meroe, northwards through Rhodes, Byzantium, and the 
mouth of the Borysthenes; the parallel line which divides 
the inhabited earth into two halves, runs from Fretum 
Herculeum, midway through the Mediterranean, across 
the Sicilian straits and Rhodes, and in Asia along Mount 
Taurus. The separate measurements, forming the foun¬ 
dation, are given in the map; they are taken from 
Didot's edition of Strabo. The only alteration consists 
m the drawing of the British Islands, which are now 
given more accurately according to the measurements of 
Pytheas, and the accounts of the ancients about the posi- 
tion of the islands, regarding which, compare Mulfonhoff 

Tyiheas , in the Deutsche Alterthumer, i. r>. 
377 ff. (Berlin, 1870). ‘ 1 

Strabo's map, in a reduced size, is taken from the 
same work. The differences between it and that of 
Eratosthenes only concern the west of the earth and 
show a retrogression rather than progress. 

In the geographical manuals of Pomponitjs Mela and 
Dionysius Periegetes, measurements which might serve 
as a basis fin a map, are out of the question; however 
it is very evident that Mela upon the whole gives the 
system of Eratosthenes with a more extensive knowledge 
of northern Europe and western Africa, whereas Diony¬ 
sius partially modifies this system by going back to earlier 
geographers, and especially by assuming the earth to be 
shng-shaped (a-qoevbovotifrjs), whereby, for example, the 
island of Taprobane comes to be in the parallel ol Syene 




Claudius Ptolemaeus, whose work closes i 
veiopment of the geographical systems of tlie a 
assumed for the earth a circumference of only ] 
stadia; each degree, therefore, instead of 600, co 
only 500 stadia. His map, in which for tl 
time a projection recognising the spherical form 
earth, was employed, represents the greatest am 


ancient geographical knowledge during the middle of the 
second century after Christ. It differs most strikingly 
from the earlier maps, by the Indian Ocean being repre¬ 
sented as a mare clausum. Astronomical determinations 
form much less of a basis for Ptolemy’s statements than 
might appear from the strictly scientific form of his work, 
and those actually forming the basis are for the most 
part very inaccurate. In general the positions assigned, 
according to degrees of longitude and latitude, are based 
upon the distances given in the Itineraries and the 
Peripli, which Ptolemy has formed into an erroneously 
graduated geographical net.

THE 

WOKLD AS KNOWN TO THE ANCIENTS. 


This map, drawn upon Mercator's projection, is a 
representation of all the countries known to the ancients 
at the time of Ptolemy. Those portions, of which the 
Atlas contains no special maps, are northern Asia and the 
east and west coasts of southern Africa. About these 
only, therefore, we will make a few observations. 

The most important and most ancient document con¬ 
cerning the west coast of Africa is the Periplus of Hanno, 
m the explanation of which Rennell (Examination of the 
account of the voyage of Hanno in the geographical system 
of Herodotus, p. 719,) has rendered very good service. 
Agreeing with Rennell, we fix the extreme point of 
Hanno's voyage at the island of Sim boro, near the 
coast of Sierra Leone* Our map also agrees with Rennell 
in regard to the Hesperi Cornu. The island there men¬ 
tioned, which in a klpvr\ Oakarro-dobus, contained another 
island, we have, by means of modem maritime charts, been 
able to find again in the island of Harang* Hanno’s island 
of Ceme, we do not consider to be the modem island of 
Arguin (21° 30' lat.), as Rennell and most other geogra¬ 
phers do, but the island of Herne (23° 38' lat.), in the bay 
of the Rio do ouro, which, however, was unknown to our 
predecessors. (See Geogr* Min *, vol i. Proleg. p. xxvi). Tb e 
correctness of this supposition—with which Yivien de Saint 
Martin also agrees (Le Nord de VAfrique dans Vantiqmte, 
Paris, 1863, p. 383),—is supported, independently of the 
resemblance in the name, by the statement that Cerne 
is said to lie about equi-distant from the Pillars of Her¬ 
cules and Carthage, a statement applicable to Herne, but 
not to Arguin. Tbe river Lixus, from which Hanno (§ 8) 
sails southwards, by the side of the desert (Traptirkiopev 
Trjveprjgnv) is evidently the Dr ah, the Daradus of Ptolemy, 
wliieh empties itself at the northern extremity of the 
desert From this it follows that the corrupt statement 
about the distance in the codex, according to which Ceme 
would be only two days' sail (fi fjpipas) from the Lixus, 
must not be changed into if 3' rjpipas, tuelve days’ sail 
(which would lead to Arguin), but to rj ypipas, eight days* 
sail, which can the more readily be conceded, as the letters 
ft and rj are frequently confounded in the manuscripts. 
Our principal authority for the other positions on this 
coast is Ptolemy, whose statements, however, suffer from 
an extraordinary confusion, which cannot here be dis¬ 
cussed. We shall only remark, that Ptolemy's river 
Stachir (according to Yivien, le* a tributary of the 
Drali) can be no other than the Senegal; for the lake 
which is placed in connection with the river, and in the 
editions of Ptolemy is called likovta, but in the best 
Vatican manuscript is certainly more correctly called 
Kaiovta, in all probability corresponds with the modem 
lake Kaior . 

Our best authority for the southern portion of the east 
coast of Africa, known to the ancients, is the anonymous 
author of the Periplus Maris Erythraei (Geogr. Min., 
i. p. 267, seq*). The statement referring to this has 
of late been discussed by Yivien de Saint Martin, in 
his work already referred to. We differ from him, in 
so far that we do not find the island of Menuthias 
to he Pemba, hut to he TJngudja, or, as the island is 
usually called, Zanzibar; further, in that we do not seek 
Essina emporium, on account of the similarity of names, 
in the bate d’Huassem, on the island of Pemba, but, in 
conformity with the traditions, we place it on the coast 
of the continent. According to Ptolemy, the emporium 
lay to the north of the Serapionis statio, but according to 
tbe Anonymous Geographer, in Geogr* Min., ii p. 505, it 
lay much further south on the same coast, where Rhapta 
was. The latter statement is doubtless the correct one, 
partly because at present, on the coast opposite to the 
island of Pemba, there is still a district called Wassina 
or Wessma, partly because this name is unquestionably 
to be restored to this coast, in a passage of tbe Periplus 
Mar. Er*,% 15, where the manuscript gives the following:

In the interior of Africa, in the modem country of 
Gazembe (8° lat. austr.), we have placed Agisymha 
(c. 15 lat. austr.), the southernmost land known to 
Ptolemy, which Julius Maternus is said to have reached 
after a journey of four months, having started south from 
Garama. We willingly admit that this supposition, in 
spite of the similarity of names, is very uncertain, and 
that,. as Leake thinks (Jburn* of the Roy . Geogr . Soc*, 
vol ii. p. 7, 1832), the country must perhaps he looked 
lor much further to the north, near Lake Tzad* On the 
other hand, Pesehel, in his Geschichie der JErdkunde, 
P* very justly remarks, that the country of Agisymha, 
abounding in rhinoceroses, cannot he referred to the 
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modern oriMs of Ashen, as Vivien cle Saint Martin, I.c. 

P- -- -2, would have it. ! 

In north-eastern Asia, our scanty knowledge of Scy¬ 
thia inti a and extra Imamu, is based almost solely upon 
the untiustw or thy statements of Ptolemy. The position

vi. § 26 To these belong aho the Darieum m Pliny, 
vi. § 1G: “ A. Caspns ad Orientem versus regio est 
Apavortene dicta et in ea feitilitatis inclutae locus 
Daiieum; mox gentes Tapyri, Anariaci, Staures, 
Hyrcani.” Ptolemy indeed places the district Daritis 
—-which, according to Herodotus and Plmy, we must 
seek m the neighbourhood of the Caspian Sea—at the 
southern boundary of Media; but this is the same error 
which makes him place, in the same district, the town 
Ananace, which is situated on the Caspian Sea, and the 
Parachoatras mountains, which, according to Strabo, also 
extend along the south of the Caspian. However, w^e 
have placed the Pausicae on the east side of the Caspian, 
as we find them in Strabo, Mela, and Ptolemy. But 
the order m winch the ti ibes of the eleventh satrapy 
aie given, makes it probable that the Pausicae of 
Herodotus dw r elt on the southern shore of the sea, and 
this is the less surprising, as the Anarici also are placed 
by some geographers on tlie southern shore, and by 
others on the eastern. 

XII. Bactriana as tar as the Aegli Lassen and 

Kiepert propose to read m Herodotus geypt instead 

of /Ay pi A lyXdiv, Billerheck /Ay pc ’Apeitor without suffi¬ 
cient reason, as it seems to us; w T o have placed the Aegli 
north-east of Bactriana, as a tribe of the Sacae forming 
the 15th satrapy. ThL was suggested by the Chromcon 
Paschalc, p* 171, ed Bonn, according to which the 
Alexandria situated on the Jaxartes is : ecryarz? Kara ryv 
^hvQuigv h Aiyodois (read A lyXiois or Alykois). The 
Aegli are not different from the A vya Aot, whom Ptolemy, 
vi 12, g 4, supposes to live m northern Sogdiana on 
the Jaxartes, b} r tlie side of the Tachoii, and the 
AvydaioL (thus Strabo apud Steph. Byz., ’ArrdcrioL in our 
codd of Strabo), whom Strabo mentions in the same 
district together with the Chorasimi, as a tribe of the 
Saeae and Massagetae. 

We may here observe, that wc should like to consider 
the district of modern Merit —oi the Maigiana, which 
Herodotus does not mention—as belonging to tlie twelfth 
and not to the fourteenth satrapy, as m the map For 
the connection with Baetnana is corroborated by the 
inscription of Bclushni (v. Ilawlinson’s Herodot, vol ii. 
p. 604); in which after it has "been stated that a rebel 
in Maigiana is conquered by the satrap of the province 


of Bactriana, King Darius adds: “ This is what was 
done by me in Bactna.” 

XIII. Pactytca, Armenia, and the countries 
reaching thence to the Euxine. We know as little 
about the Pactyica here spoken of, as about the Paetyica 
in or near the countiy of the Indians, where the town 
of Caspatirus was (Herod, lii. 102, iv. 44), or accord¬ 
ing to Heeataeus, the Gandarian town of Caspapyrus. 
I’osMbly the Pactyes have been transferred from the 
Indian boundary to Armenia. As late as the fourth 
century after Christ, there existed in the south of 
Armenia—between the river Mar ad and the lake Van, 
m the pi omice of Doran —a colony of Hindoos, who 
emigrated thence into Pay tala ran, the most. eastern 
province of Sassanidan Armenia. These Indians are 
indeed said not to have come from India until the end 
of the second century b e. (v. Audal, Memoir of a Hindu 
colony in ancient Armenia, in Journal of the Asiatic Soc , 
1836, p. 332); but a similar transportation may, according 
to Asiatic custom, have taken place even in eailxer times. 

XIV. Sagartians, Sarangians, Tiiamanaeans, 
TJtians, Mycians and the inhabitants of the 
Islands in the Erythrean Sea, yvhere the King 
sent those whom he banished. In the map, the 
Sagartii occupy the position assigned to them by Paw- 
lmson. They seem, however, also to have lived in 
south-western Media, where Ptolemy has placed them, 
and even west of the Zagros mountains According to 
the inscription of Bchistun , a rebel Sagartian prince, 
who traced his descent to Cyius, was executed in Arbela. 
However, as princes who had usurped the royal power 
were executed in the chief city of their territory—as may 
he inferred fiom the two other examples found m the 
inscription-—Spiegel thinks {Evan. Alterth . 1, p ; 223 ) 
that these Sagaitians, mentioned in the inscription, 
should he placed in the territory of the Upper Zab, and 
that Arbela was its capital. These western Sagartii are 
pei haps those whom Herodotus, vii. 69, classes together 
with the Pactyes (of the thirteenth satrapy). In regard 
to the Tharnanaei, Rawlmson observes: “Their name 
seems to linger in that of the modern Tymunccs, whom 
the maps place in the vicinity of Herat.” We infer 
from the Stathnn Partlnu. of Isidorus (Geogr. Min., i. 
p. 253), that they really dwelt south of Herat, as far 
a 5 the country about lake Zareh After having spoken 
of a road of thirty schoem, leading through Ana, it 
is written* ivrevOev 'Avaven x c ^p a ’Apztas* crxairoi vi * iv y 
irakis pey [cm] d?pd. (now Far rah). Xow as the Anani 
are otherwise unknown, the passage in Isidorus may, 
we think, he thus corrected: ivTtvQzv [Oop~\avavm>, 
especially as 0ag after thv might easily drop out. The 
Tharnanaei are not mentioned m the lists of the inscrip¬ 
tions, and must probably he here regarded as belonging 
to the province of Ana. “ The Utians,” says Rawlm¬ 
son, “ are perhaps the Uxn of Strabo and Arrian, who 
dwelt in the Balhtiyari mountains.” This conjecture 
has been followed m the map. It is possible that the 
Utii were the immediate neighbours of the Myci, men¬ 
tioned next, and that they occupied the border districts 
between Carmania and Persis; for the Inscription of 
Behistun gives the name of Utiya to a district m Persia, 
and Ptolemy (vi. 4) speaks of a people Ov(aioi, and of a 
town O vffa* in that part of Persia bordering upon the 
province of Carmania. 

The Myci, called Maka in the inscription, are, accord¬ 
ing to Heiodotus and Heeataeus, without doubt the 
inhabitants of modem Mogistnn . The Macao mentioned 
bv Stiaho, Plmy, and Ptolemy, as living on the opposite 
shores of Arabia, near Cape Musscndom , are probably 
a portion of the same people That tins pait of Arabia 
belonged to the Persian Kingdom as early as the time of 
Darius, and formed part of the fouiteenth satrapy—as 
Menke in his atlas has assumed—is indeed possible, but 
cannot be proved. 

XV. Sacans and Caspian 5 * —Tlie name Ca^pii seems 
here to be a corruption of Casii. 

XVI. Parthians Chorasmiaxs, Sogdians, Aiiians. 

XVII. Paricanians and Ethiopians of Asia. 

XVIII. Matienians, Saspiiies, Alirodians. — The 

Saspircs occupied the distiict called by Strabo, p. 529, 
430, tn £o-iripdris or 'Uvarmp'iTis, in the district of the 
modern Ispir, the Alarodians however, as it seems, 
inhabited tlie district of Ararat, which lay on both 
sides of the Araxes. In the biblical records also, 
Ararat is the name of a district. The mountain usually 
called Ararat w as called Masis by the ancient Armenians 
(v. Xoldeke, Cadet such an gen zur ICrifih des alien Testa - 
mods, p 150) The fact that Heiodotus places this 
district north of Media and Persis, is explained by his 
geographical system (v above p 2); there is no reason, 
on account of that passage, for placing the Alarodians 
much fin tlier to east, as is done by Wheeler, in Ins 
Geogr. of Herod, p. 285. 

XIX.* Moscur, Tibareni, Macrones, Mosyxoeci, 
Mares. —With the exception of Herodotus, Heeataeus 
L the only one who speaks of the Mares as neighbours 
of the Mosynoeci.

In tlie inscription on the tomb of Darius, the baka are

It is believed to signify, those living beyond the sea.

vicinity of the modern Khorremabad) ; Baga (Media 
Rhagiana in the district of Rei); the town Hangmatana 
(Eebatana), and Kudarus, and the fort Sikathauvatis , 
somewhere in the vicinity of Nisaya. In Assyria : 
Arlira (Arbela). In Parthia: the towns of Vispauzatis 
and Patigrabana (a Median town, Patigran is mentioned 
by Ammianus, xxiii. 6, §29). In Aracbosia two forts: 
itajnsakanis (Oapisa, Plin, vi § 92) and Arshada. Another 
place probably also in Arachosia is called Gandutava.

On account of the small compass of the Map, Ales 
ander’s campaigns could only he generally indicated, \ 
the exclusion of geographical details. For these, \ 
refer the student to the above mentioned works, an 
confine ourselves here to stating briefly in what sens 
certain controverted points are conceived in our map. 

In the campaign against the Triballi and Geta 
Alexander starts from Amphipolis, leaves Philippi an 
Mount Orbelus to the left, comes to Mount Haemus o 
the tenth day, forces his way through the defile of tli 
mountain, and then reaches the river Lyginus at a poix 
where it was three days’ march from the Danube (Ariiai 
i. 2, § 1). That defile, through which Alexander marche 
against the Triballi, who lived between the Margus an 
Oescius, is no doubt the one frequently mentioned by tt 
ancients on the road from Philippopolis to Serdica, aboi 
760 stadia from the latter town, and now called Shuh 
jJerlend or JDemir Kapm, by the ancients vvXai Ami

Clrote also admits that it must be different from he 
Pence which lies at the mouth of the Danube Deihaps 
tbe Peuce of Julius Hononus, p. 694, and of the Pseudo 
A pfhicns 713, ed. Gronov. (ad ealeem Mtiat), 
where Naissus, Viminaeium, Peuce, and Smgidunum, are 
enumerated together, belongs to this. 

In Syi’ia, the place Onchae mentioned bj Curtius, n. 
1, § 3, is doubtless to be looked for m the inodern plain 
of el Oink on the Orontes. __But ^ImtherasDropeu ad 
Putter {Erdkunde, vol. xvn. p- 1618, 1(94) think, and 
as is also assumed in the map, the place is identical with 
SSvot or 2«x a > Arrian, ii. 5, whore it is stated tlmt 
Darius had encamped, iv Ucoxot? two days march irom 
the Syrian gates, can scarcely be ascertained. 

March from Susa to Persepoiis .—Starting from Susa, 
Alexander, after four days’ march (quartis eastm, Durt., 
v. 10) reaches the Tigris or Pasitigns (re., tlie ^ 
Tigris according to Spiegel, Eran. Alterth., n. p. b-b), 
which in the middle ages was called Bujedi-Ahicaz 
(Tigris of Ahwaz), and is still called Dujeih lutclak 
(the small Tigris), generally, however, JEtfmii, and with 
the ancients bore the name of Eulaeus. The place where 
he crossed the river was probably not at the town oi 
Schuster, 300 stadia distant, as is generally assumed, but 
to the south-west of Susa, near Ahwaz, a distance ot 
about 500 stadia, where afterwaids existed the pons 
Alexandri. From this point, Alexander penetrated into 
the territory of the Uxii, and forced his way through the 
Uxian passes, which with Kinneir (cf. Groto, p. 232), we 
place to the north-west of Bebelian. After forcing the 
passes, Parmenio was sent along the high road (icara tt\v 
&ixa£ir6v, Arrian, iii. 18, §1) to Persis; this road led 
across the plain of Bebehan, and then by Ahzhter and 
Basht, to the narrow defile near Kalai Sefid or Safeil 
(the white fort). Alexander himself went further east¬ 
wards, across the mountains, to that pass Kaltu Sefid 
which Arrian, iii. 18, § 2, Diodorus, xvii. G8,, Curtius, 
v. 3, and Polyaen., iv. 3, § 27, call Ilepm'Ser iruXai, and 
thence to Persepoiis. These passes of Susa, according 
to Curtius, were in Persis, and two days’ journey from 
the borders of Susa, whence Spiegel l.c. ii. p. 526, 
believes that the name 2oo<ri8es tsv Ach in Diodorus and 
Curtius rests upon an error, whereas Miitzell derives the 
name from the road leading to Susa. In our opinion, 
it is much more probable that Sehulistan, the modern 
name of the district of the passes, in ancient times bore 
tbe name of Susis; for there the river Aid Shir, unites 
with the Sefid rud, which is, at its mouth, called the 
Granis, by bfearchus and Pliny, vi. § 99, and which, ac¬ 
cording to Pliny, flows per Susianen. By the Pseudo- 
Aethicus, p 709, ed Gronov. (of. Geogr. Mm., ii. p. 169, 
note) the river itself is called Susa. 

This itinerary of Alexander is differently constructed 
by Yon Bode ( Travels , ii. p. 47). According to him, 
Alexander, starting from Susa, went eastwards by way 
of Schuster into the mountains, as far as Mai-Amir (50° 
1 O' long., 31° 50' lat.), situated in a plain having only 
one entrance. Here he supposes the pass and the town 
of the Uxii to he. _ Thence Alexander marched south¬ 
wards, across the hills towards Bebelutn; and the defile 
Tangi-tekeb, lying to the north of the town, represents 
the Persides or Siisules Pglae; therefore they lie where 
in our Map the Uxian passes are given. According to 
this supposition, after the taking of the Uxian passes, 
Parmenio, who was sent across the plain to Persepoiis’ 
would have had to march several days westwards to 
reach the plain, which does not indeed seem very 
probable. " 

From Persepoiis to Eebatana.— From Persepoiis, Alex- 
ander marched towards Media; on the way ho subdued 
the Paraetaci, and then received the false report tint 
Darius reinforced by fresh troops, intended to march 
agamst him, whereupon Alexander, leaving his impedi¬ 
menta behmd hastened his march. lie reached Media 
on the twelfth day, and passing through Media, arrived— 
we know not m how many days-at Eebatana (Arrian, iii. 
19). It is generally supposed that Alexander marched

and thence to Ramadan. This is, however, contradicted 
by the only geographical notice about this march found 
m the otherwise very confused narrative in Curtius (id. 
ilLS Wntes ’ A iexander audit « Dareum movhso 
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that having arrived in Tabae, and hearing of the king’s 
flight, he crossed the Median frontier by forced marches 
on the eleventh day (after his departure from Persepoiis) 
and proceeded along the valley of Bizful to Eebatana 
The line of Alexander’s march is given in the map, i n 
accordance with tins opinion. Regardless of the Tabae 
mentioned by Polybius, and on the supposition that 
Alexander reached Eebatana by the usual high road from 
Persepoiis, Kiepert places Tabae in the district of the 
modern Jesdegast, and Menlce places it about 500 stadia 
south-east of Eebatana. Droysen, on the other hand 
looks for it on the road from Eebatana to Rhagae. * 

From Rhagae (Beih Alexander in one day reached the 
Caspian gates (*S mlara pass), about 4UU stadia distant. 
Thence, in four extremely forced marches, he arrived at 
the Parthian Tliara (Justin, v. 35) or Adpas- (Etjnn. M. 
p. 248, 6), where Darius had encamped the day before - 
lie then, in one night, traversed^ other 400 stadia, as far 
as the place where he found King Darius (Arrian, ifi. 
21, § 3). Those four forced marches must at least he 
computed at 1600—2000 stadia, and the village of 
Tliara or Daras must he placed much further east than 
Hecatompylus (Bamaghan), somewhere near the site of 
the modern Basgcrd, as J. Ii Fraser {Afarrative of a 
journey into Khornssan, p. 291) and Miitzell (on Curtius, y, 
25, p. 488} justly remark, while Droysen, Menke, and 
Mordtmann (Sifz u ng she rich t e d. Bayer. AtmL, 1869, i 
p. 524; give it an indefinite position between the Caspian 
gates and Bamaghan. Thence, Alexander must again 
have returned westwards in the direction of Hccatompylus. 
This town must be identified with the modem Bamaghan , 
This site for the ancient town—the most suitable for 
explaining Alexander’s lino of march—is clear from 
Apollodoru* Artemitenus (up, Strabo, p. 515), who in 
his Parthian Histories reckoned the distance between the 
Caspian gates and Heeatompylus at 1260 stadia. This 
statement agrees with the Tabula Peufingeriana, accor¬ 
ding to which the length at the road from Darathe 
(/.c., Avpabi? in Ptolemy, now Arndhi) to Heeatompylus 
amounts to 39 schoeni or 1170 stadia. When Erato¬ 
sthenes ap. fcJtrabon ; p. 514, instead of 1260 stadia, 
mentions 1960 (a dPtunee which would reach as far as 
Jay inn, where WiPon places Heeatompylus), and Pliny, 
vi. § 44, only gives 133 imp., or 1064 stadia, there is 
probably some mistake. That the number 1960 in Strabo 
is not corrupt, is clear from the context; but in Pliny, 
the number exxxiii. might have arisen out of eexliii. 
(=1944 stadia), because Pliny generally agrees with 
Eratosthenes down to the smallest deviations in the data 
relating to the distances of these Asiatic countries. 

From Heeatompylus the army marched by three 
different roads towards Hyrcania, The shortest road, 
taken by Alexander himself, is the one leading direct 
north by Zaire and Shower, to Adembad; Engyius went 
by a longer but more convenient road, according to our 
Map, tlie one leading by Sharrnl to Asferabad; lastly, 
Craterus who was sent against the Tapyri, in modern 
Tahumtitn, nm>t have gone in a north-western direction. 
After subjugating the Tapyri, he went to Zadracarta, 
the modern Sari, as Droysen and Hitter believe, or to a 
place in the neighbourhood of Sari. Alexander, who 
after crossing the passes on the northern slopes of the 
mountains, had pitched his camp in the neighbourhood 
of the modern Ask rahad, set out likewise in the direction 
of Zadracarta, and thence undertook a five days’ cam¬ 
paign against the Mardi. Then haring returned to his 
camp, he marched to the chief city of the IIjTcaniaus, 
called Ztvbpdsagra. Ptolemy calls the capital Hyrcania; 
can this be the same, and is Zevbpa based upon a form 
mure closely allied to the modem Bfmljan ? If not, the 
position of tlie town cannot be determined* 

The line of the further march through Parthyaea, 
Aria, Drungiana, AraehuMu, Bactriana, and Sogdiana, 
in most prints follows ilutzelFs investigations, who, in 
hi& commentary to Curtius, lias must carefully discussed 
the geographic al quotums. 

Alexandria ad Caucasian, in Pliny (vi. §61)* 500 mill 
paj»s. distant from Cabum or OUo.spamnn, is according to 
this measurement, referred to the ruins found near Char- 
knr and tin* \ ill ige of Jfoupiau on the Goorband, not far 
from its eonfim-nee with the Pnnjdtevr . Alexandria es- 
ehata, on the luxuries, is identified with Khodjend, and 
Cyropolis with Kokand. The re^peetive posithm of these 
two towns is not clear from Arrian; that, however, 
Uyrupulis lay more to the east than Alexandria, and not 
rice mvri, may perhaps be guthued from Ptolemy, who, 
according to the best M8S,, places Cyroehate el25° long.,

Attica and the Peloponnesus were, it is 
tuie, dedaied fiee, but even heie Cassander contrived 
to acquire influence; in tlie year 292 Athens was taken 
possession of by the Macedonian king Demetrius. In 
S\ ostein Gieeee, the Acfohan league was formed 
Lifsunaehus, besides his possessions m Tin ace, had the 
Hellespont]an Phrygia, Lydia, Cana, and Pamphylia 
Only Ephesus and a few other unnamed towns on the 
weM coast of Asia Minor wmie for some time maintained 
by Demetrius Polioicetes, son of Antigonus, but these 
also eventually fell into the hands of imsimaclms, who 
destroyed Cardia m the Thracian Clieisonesiis,' and 
founded Lysimaclna He gave the name of Alexandna 
Troas to Antigoma on the coast of Troas; and he also 
extended New-Ilion, restored bimina, and gave tlie 
tow n of Ephesus, which wtis lehuilt, the name of 
Ai smoe. Heraclea Poutica also had entered into a 
h mildly ielation, and served as a haven foi the kins’s 
ships, m consequence of the marriage of Lysimaclius 
wutli Amastns, the widow of the dynast Dionysius 
(+ 306). After the minder of Amastns (283)/ the 
towm was taken, and—together with the lieighbouiino 
towns of Amastns and Tmm—presented to Ammoe the 
fourth wife of Lysimaclms, and governed m hei name.

Greece , tom and distracted, stood for the most part in 
a relation of dependence to Antigonus. The tyrants of 
Sicyon, Argos, Plilius, Megalopolis, Elis, etc., placed them- 
selves under his protection, m other states the Macedomeo- 
anstocratic party exercised the government. Athens, after 
the termination of the Chremomdaean Mar of liberation 
(266—263), Mas hound more firmly than ever to Mace- 
d onia. Macedo man garrisons existed in Museion, Peiraeeus, 
Mimychia, Sunxum, Salamis, as Mell as in Megara, 
Troczen, Mantinea, and elseMhere. 

The political importance of Greece is noM concentrated 
in the Aetolian and Achaean Leagues. The latter, the 
beginnings of Minch belong to the year 280, under the 
command of Aratus, in 251, expelled the tyrant of Sicyon, 
and in 243 the Macedonian garrison out of Corinth, 
Minch to Mil ivas not re-delivered up to the Macedonians 
until 223, the time of Antigonus Doson In Sparta, 
about this time, attempts Mere made under King Agis IY. 
(244—243) as subsequently under Cleomenes, to revive 
the ancient Spartan spirit. 

Epirus— In Epirus, Pyrrhus (4-272) had extended 
his dominion by the conquest of Parauaea and Stym- 
phaea; yet these eastern provinces seem soon to have 
been united to Macedonia. The seat of the government 
Mas removed by Pyrrhus from Passaron to Ambracia. 
"When about 230 the royal house of the Aeaeidae became 
extmet in the grandsons of Pyrrhus, the monarchy Mas 
replaced by a confederation of the Molossians, Thespro- 
tians, Chaonians, and other communities, under separate 
chiefs, as, for instance, under that of the Athamamans 
near Mount Pindus. These republics remained m exist¬ 
ence till the time of the conquest of Macedonia by the 
Romans. Ambracia, however, fell to the Aetolians. 

Thracia —The Thracian kingdom came to an end with 
the death of Lysimaclms in the battle of Knrupedion m 
the Hellespontian Phrygia. In its place there was 
formed a kingdom of the Gauls, whose chief city was 
Tyle or Tylis, the site of which, near mount Haemus, 

.is not accurately known. The Greek towns on the 
western shores of the Pontus, as far north as Olbia, 
defended themselves against these Gauls as well as they 
could, or became tubutary to them. The only town that 
acquired reputation and power was Byzantium , which 
was supported by the Pontian Heraeleots and by 
Ptolemy II This city received from Ptolemy II. a 
district m Bithynia (probably on the Asiatic shores of 
the Bosporus), according to Dionvs.

Phihstaeisclie Kuste , p. 367—99). For a time Ptolemy 
also possessed Damascus (in the neighbourhood of which 
was a town called Arsinoe, ip AvXcort), which was recon¬ 
quered by Antiochus. He further possessed Phoenicia, 
with a town called Ptolemais, as far as the territory of 
Aradus (which belonged to Syria till the year 258, and 
from that year—with which the aera of the town begins 
—seem to have been free) ; then from tlie year 295 
Cyprus (with a town, Arsinoe), Cilicia (with the towns 
Berenice and Arsinoe), Pamphylia (with Ptolemais), 
Lyeia (where Patara received the name of Arsinoe), and 
Cana, besides the towns which the free Rhodians pos¬ 
sessed there. The town of Caunus, situated in the 
| Rhodian Peraea, which Philotas, one of Ptolemy II/s 
generals, had conquered, was rebought by the Rhodians, 
circa 2 65, for 200 talents. Of the Ionian towns m Asia 
Minor, which Antiochus had declared free, Ptolemy held 
Ephesus, where Antiochus I. had died in 262. To his 
dominion also belong Magnesia ad Maeandrum and the 
island of Samos, as well as the Cyclades. In Bithynia 
he owned the town of Tins, which for a time bore the 
name of Berenice. In Libya he extended his power by 
founding towns on the shores of Egypt and Aethiopia 
(Arsinoe, Philotera, and Ptolemais Epitheras) He must 
also have had possessions in the nearest parts of Arabia, 
as we infer partly from Theocritus, xvii. 80 ( oMorepp^raL 
’A ppafiias), partly from Josephus, Ant. JmL viii 6, § 4, 
who knows Aelana by the name of Berenice, and men¬ 
tions Ptolemy as having built ships at Eziongaber, in the 
neighbourhood of Aelana. 

In Cyrenaica, after the death of Magas (258), 
Demetrius KaAd*r, brother of Aii%onus, usurped the 
sovereignty. After his fall (250), Cyrenaiea again 
came into the possession of Egypt, by the marriage of 
Berenice (the daughter of Magas) witli Ptolemy III) 

In Aethiopia ., Ergamenes, a man of Greek culture, 
overthrew the sacerdotal monarchy of Meroe and estab¬ 
lished a military dominion (Diodor. iii. 6, § 3). 

. ^ fe kingdom of the Seleucidae was consideiably reduced 
m the reign of Antiochus II. Theos (261—246). The 
south coast of Thrace, which he had taken possession 
ot after the death of Lysimaehus, was acquired by the 
Lagidae at an uncertain date. In Asia Minor Antiochus 
possessed only Phryg ia and Lydia. In the east. Media 
Atiopatcne was already independent; Media Magna was, 
indeed, still dependent, but more so in name than in 
reality. Further east we meet with the beginning of the 
Parthian kingdom under Arsaces, who, about 250, came 
from the Oxus with the Daian tribe of the Parni and 
took possession of the district of Parthyaea. About the 
same time the Bactrian satrap Diodotus founded an 
independent kingdom; in Sogdiana Euthydemus revolted, 
and afterwards took possession of Bactnana. It is very 
probable that Margiana, at that time, likewise came 
under the dominion of the Bactrian ruler. According 
to Droysen’s conjecture, Ana, Persis, and Carmania 
were also independent at that time. 

India was governed by Asoca (263—226). 

As free towns and republics, we know of Miletus and 
other Ionian towns which are not specified; also Cyzieus 
Heraciea Sinope, Amisus, Trapezns, and the islands of 
Oiete, Rhodes, Chios, and Lesbos.

in 191 united the whole peninsula. ° 

In Asia, the kingdom of the Seleucidae, after the 
troubles under Seleucus II. Oallinicus and Seleucus 
III. Cerannus, again attains a position of considerable 
power, under Antiochus III, sumnmed the Great 
(223—187); hut ho also was induced by the Aetolians— 
who were dissatisfied with the Romans—to engage in 
a war with Rome, which, owing to his defeats at 
Thermopylae (191), at Chios and Myonnesus, and at 
Magnesia ad Sipylum (190), ruined the power of the 
SGeueidae for ever. According to the conditions of 
the peace (lo9), Antiochus retained in Asia Minor 
only Cilicia. The Hellenic towns which had been 
tributary to the king were declared free, and those 
which were already free at the time of the battle at 
Magnesia, had their freedom confirmed. Hence the 
towns now free were:—Ilion, Dardanus, Smyrna 
Erythrae, Miletus, Phocaea, Cumae, Ckzomenac’ 
Colophon Magnesia ad Sipylum, Mylasa, Heraclea ad 
Latmum, Chios, and others. 

Coclesyria, Samaria, Judaea and Phoenicia, which 
Antiochus had taken from the Lagidae in the victory 
at Pane as, belonged to the Seleucidae till the year 169. 

Eumenes II. (197—161) received in Europe the 
Thiaeiau Chersonesus with Lysimaehia; in Asia, besides 
Mysia, which already belonged to him, Phrygia on the 
Hellespont, Lydia, with Ephesus, and Sardes the 
northern portion of Curia as far as the Maeander, 
with Tralles and Magnesia, Phrygia Magna, Lycaonia, 
Pisidia, Milyas, and the Lycian town of Telmissus as 
a port on the southern sea. Ho decision was at first 
made m regard to Pamphylia, it therefore in the mean- 
time probably remained free. 

Ehodus received Lveia, excepting the town of Tel- 
missus, and southern Caria, as far as the Maeander. 
ihe latter, after the war with Perseus (168), was 
again taken from the Rhodians and declared free. 

Ariarathes of Cappadocia, Prusias in Bithynia, and 
the Galatians retained their dominions. Armenia was 
divided between two former satraps of Antiochus—

The kingdom of Badna after 20o had been governed 
by Demetrius, son of Euthydemus, after whom Eucratidas 
(before IbO) usurped the sovereignty. It probably ex¬ 
tended over Sogdiana, the country of the Paropamisadae, 
Ana, Araehosia (with a town called Demetnas), and 
temporarily also beyond the Indus, as Demetrius is 
called by Justinus, xh. 6, rex Indorum; and Euthy- 
demla on tho Hydaspes, seems to have been founded 
by this same Demetrius, the sou of Euthydemus.

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PHOENICIAN AND GREEK COLONIES. 


PHOENICIAN COLONIES. 

The following works form the basis of our remarks 
on the Phoenician colonies:—Movers, Das PJwnizische 
Alterthum (Berlin, 1850), the second part of which is 
devoted to the history of the colonies; Kenrick, Phoenicia 
(London, 1855); Ohlsharisen, Ucbcr Phocnizische Ortsna- 
men amserhalb ties Scmitischen Sprachgchiefs im Rheinischm 
Museum fur Philologie , tom. viii., iasc. 3, p. 321—340 
(Bonn, 1*852). 

“ Coloniae Tyri,” says Curtius (iv. 4), “ paene toto orhe 
diffusae sunt.” And in Strabo (xvii. p. 832) we read: 
rijs Evpcougs hi vvv ri]v apiaTijv vepovTai <$oivik€S Kara rpv 
i}TT€ipov Kal ras TTpocr^eis vprovs, ri'jv re Aifivgv /carc- 
KTi]cravro tt aarav, ocrov pi} vofAabiK&s olov r 5 yv oIkziv. This 
is, however, saying too much; and what Eratosthenes 
relates about the Tyrians having nearly 300 settlements 
on the west coast of Libya, is probably just as much 
exaggerated. Moreover, it must be remembered that 
most of those numerous colonies were only small trading 
stations and factories, and that Carian, Ionian, and Libyan 
tribes also took part in founding them. These settlements 
in the Acgacan disappeared when Greek tribes occupied 
the islands and shores of Thrace and Asia Minor. From 
tlie commencement of the eighth century the Greek 
colonists also drove the Phoenicians from most of tlie 
places which they possessed on the Gallic and Iberian 
shores of the Mediterranean. 

The oldest colonies were founded by settlers from 
Byblus. Melos, which in fact is said to have been called 
Byblos, Paphos in Cyprus, Calliste or Them, and Thasos 
are mentioned as among them. Their establishment is 
assigned, in the Chromeon Hieronymi, to the year 1427 
b.c. After Byblus, Sidon stands at the head of the 
Phoenician towns. As colonies of this metropolis we 
know of Lais ( Laish , Leshcm), at the sources of the 
Jordan, which was subsequently occupied by the Danites,* 
and received the name of Dan; Cam be or Caeca be, on 
the site of the subsequent Tyrian Carthago; Ilippo (Hip- 
puacm, Hippagrefa , Hippo Zanjtus) ; Citium in Cyprus; 
Tgrits, Lepfis magna , Oliaros. From Sidon, towards the 
end of the twelfth century, the hegemony passed over 
to Tyrus, the most important colonies of which are Utica, 
founded a few years before Gades, Gades , founded about 
1100, and Carthago about 814. The date of the estab¬ 
lishment of tlie others can only rarely be determined. 
We therefore enumerate the Phoenician colonies in their 
geographical succession. 

On the commercial routes to the countries about the 
Euphrates were : 1. The already mentioned town of Lais; 
2. Eddana on the Euphrates (Steph. Byz.), probably the 
same which in Ptolemy’s best manuscripts, v. 19, § 3, 
cd.^Nobbe, (v. 18, p. 380, ed. Wilbg.) is called ’'Ebbapa 
or v A odapa. Movers also considers the following as Phoe¬ 
nician colonies:—3. Hamat (afterwards Epiphania on 
the Orontes), because Hamat in Genesis x. 18 is called 
brother of Sidon and soil of Canaan; 4. Thapsacus ( Tipsah , 
Old Testament), whose Phoenician name means Trajcctus. 

Joppa , on the coast of Palestine, according to Pliny, 
v. § 08, is a Phoenician town, and Ascalon, according to 
Scylax, a TroAiff Tvplcov. In any case both places were 
Phoenician trading settlements, which, in regard to As¬ 
calon, may in fact be inferred from Herodotus, i. 105, 
and from Pausanias, i. 14, § 1. 

In Egypt: 1. Tvpiojv aTparoiTebov in Memphis; 2. Lie- 
bris , Ah]j3pis (Hecataeus ap. St. B.), a town of unknown 
situation. According to Movers (p. 186), this Phoeni¬ 
cian name sounded li-cbri, i.e. (statio) ad Hcbraeos and 
the place would he identified with Vic as or Castra 
Jndacorum, on the road from Heroonpolis to Heliopolis 
(Itin. Anton., and Notit. Dign.). In addition to these 
the following were, in all probahilitiq also Phoenician 
settlements:—3. The Sanctuary of Jupiter on Mo ns 
Casius; 4. The former Emporium on the Herculean or 
Canobian mouth; 5. The town of Migdol (i.e. turns), 
called Magdolum by Herodotus; and 6. Baal Zephon, 
afterwards Heroonpolis. 

On the coast of Syria there was Heraclea —on the site 
where Daphne near Antioehia afterwards stood—which, 
to judge from the name was a Phoenician settlement. 
According to Movers, Thapsacus, the earlier name of the 
river Orontes, is also Phoenician. 

Cilicia , like Cyprus, received Ganaanite immigrants at 
an early date. The name of the country, KyrCs (Ptolem. 
v. 8, § 3), corresponds to Kilim, the Ganaanite name 
of Cyprus, which lies opposite. In tlie Greek mythology 
Cilix is a son of the Phoenician Agenor. The numerous 
Oilico-Phoenician coins which we possess—all of which 
belong to tlie 4th century b.c. —proved that up to this 
time the Phoenician language and writing predominated 
in Cilicia. Those places expressly mentioned as being 
Phoenician towns are: Tarsus (a colony of Aradus, 
according to Ghrysostomus, tom. ii. p. 20, ed. Reiske), 
and Myriandm (Xenophon, Anal), i. 4, § 6 ; Scylax). 
Besides these the names and forms of worship in Rhosus, 
Aegae or Aegaeae , Mallos, Soli , Nagidus , and Gelenderis 
betray their Phoenician origin. Cyprus was peopled at 
a very early time by the Canaanite tribes of the Citians 
and Hamatites, from whom Citium and Amathus received 
their names. At that time the separate larger towns of 
the island formed as many centres of small kingdoms. 
Later they all became subject to Continental Phoenicia, 
and the whole of Cyprus was in turn ruled over by the 
Byblians, Sidonians, and Tyrians. The mythical repre¬ 
sentative of the Byblians is Cinyras, the supposed founder 
of Paphos; that of the Sidonians is Belus, who is said to 
have founded Citium and Lapathos; the Tyrians lastly 
are represented by Pygmalion, who, among other towns, 
founded Carpasia. Even at this period of Phoenician 
dominion, Greeks had settled in Cyprus, and according 
to tradition are said to have come there from Athens 
under Akamas, from Lacedaemon under Praxander, also 
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from Argos, Sicyon, Arcadia, and from the island of 
Siphnus. The Carians, who were usually confederates 
of the Phoenicians, possessed at that time the district 
of Curium. But it was not until the Egyptian king 
Amasis had put an end to the Tyrian dominion m Cyprus 
(c. 569), that the Greek element acquired any influence, 
and that Salamis became the centre of a mighty state. 

On the coast of Pamphylia and Lycia we And no town 
expressly mentioned by the ancients as a Phoenician 
settlement, yet according to Moyers the names Cibyra , 
Masura , Rascopus, Syllcion , Mygdale, and PJiasehs are 
evidently Semitic. It must also he observed that south 
of Phaselis there was a town called Phoenix or Phoenicia, 
and that in the same district were the Solymi mountains 
(26kvfxa o pr}) 3 the inhabitants of which, according to 
Choenlus (ap. Joseph., c . Apion. i. 22), spoke the 
Phoenician language. 

In the island of Rhodus, the Phoenicians lived mixed 
with the native population in the towns of Lindas, lalysus, 
and Camir us, till they were driven out by the Dorians. 

Garia, where there was a mountain and fortress called 
Phoenix, is named ^Pqlviktj m the poems of Bacchylides 
and Conrna (Athen iv p. 174), which, however, pro¬ 
bably only inhcated the Semitic origin of the inhabitants. 
There are in Cana no Phoenician colonies expressly 
mentioned as such, unless we consider the otherwise un¬ 
known Astyra as one, which, according to Stephanus Byz, 
was irokts <&<uviKris (cPowtKcov ?) Kara 'Pobov, iv f] ercfiaro 
7) *AOrjva ’AcrTvpts. But it may be questioued whether we 
should not here read /car’ v A pabov instead of Kara f Pd5oi>, 
although we as little know of an Astyra in Phoenicia 
Proper as in Caria. However, the name of the town, 
which must be derived from the worship of the Phoe¬ 
nician Astarte, is met with in many districts, especially 
hi those where mines existed. Thus there was an Astyra 
with the worship of Minerva Astyrena on the Adramyt- 
tenian bay (Strabo, xiii. p 606, 613), and further inland, 
in the same district, tjiere were silver mines; a third 
Astyra with gold mines at one time existed in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of Abydos (Strabo, xiii. p. 591), a fourth was 
situated opposite the island of Lesbos in the territory of 
the town of Atarneus (Pausan. iv 35, § 6), where like¬ 
wise gold mines existed (Strabo, xiv. p. 680), a fifth 
Astyra. is mentioned in Boeota, near Thebes (Steph, 
Byz.), in a district also rich in Phoenician traditions. 

In Crete , Itanos^ where purple was obtained, is de¬ 
scribed as a Phoenician settlement by Steph. Byz. Other 
places,, the names and myths of which betray their 
Phoenician origin, are: Leben, Araden, Phoenix, Phoenicia 
port us with an adjacent island called Aradus, Gortyn 
Phaestus, and others. 

. Tii e Cyclades, as Thucydides (i 8) says, were at one 
time inhabited mostly by Carians and Phoenicians. 
Among this group and the neighbouring islands we must 
mention: Them sive Calhste, Anaphe olim Membliarus, 
Melos ohm Membhs , and Byllos, Ohants, Cytherci (where 
there, were purple-fisheries and the worship of Yenus 
Urania), los olim Phoe nice, Syros, Huyros ohm Porphyris, 
Siphuos (with mines), Ceos, whose town Carthaea has a 
Phoenician name, and where, as in Amorgos, fine woven 
textures were manufactured. 

. The shores of the Hermionian bay and those of the 
island of Cranae in the Laconian hay, which were rich 
m purple snails, were doubtless, like those of Cythera 
also visited and ransacked by the Phoenicians. Ihe 
presence of the Phoenicians in Elis, Patrae, Ae»ira 
Corinth, and other places, is likewise indicated, partly by 
the cultivation of byssus and the manufacture of fine 
woven textures, partly by the worship of Yenus Urania 
and partly by the Phoenician names of the ri\er Jar- 
danm, of cape Pirn (i.e. Angulus), of the Messennm 
port town Phoemcus, and of the town of Tunis on the 
east coast oi Laconia. 

On the Thracian coast we know the Phoenician settle¬ 
ments on the island of Thasos, rich m gold, with which 
island we may probably connect the towns on the 
opposite continent, Oesyme olim Bibline, Stnjmr, and 
Galepsos, as well as the mines of Pangacon. To them 
also belong the town of Abeleva, which Hercules is said 
to have founded, and which hears the same name as the 
Phoenician colony of Abdcra in the south of Spain 
Torone on the Chaleidian peninsula may also he men¬ 
tioned here, inasmuch as, according to tho legend flm 
mother of the founder is called Phoenice. ° ’ 

In Tenedos the Phoenician Melcart was worshipped •

Phoenician word Tamanmim. In like manner, Solusapre 
{i.e. aKrrj KaXij), which in the Itin., p. 92, is mentioned 
together with Oalaete, is the Phoenician name of the 
same place. In a similar manner on p. 88 the name of 
a station ad flurium Lanarium 10 m. pass, from Mazara, 
is given instead of ad flimiim site Lanar (i.e. acl aquam). 
Mazara itself is a Phoenician word and signifies castellum. 
Elements of Semitic worship are found in Leontuii, Catana 
and Syracuse. Among the nearest islands the Phoenicians 
possessed—even before the supremacy of Carthage—the 
Ac gales, Mehta, Gaulos or Gaudos, Cassava, and Lampusa. 

On the shores of Lower Italy, Temcsa or Tempsci — 
in the neighbourhood of which copper mines existed— 
seems to have originally been a Phoenician settlement. 
Other towns there, the names of which have a Semitic 
physiognomy are. Hippo (Yibo), Medma, and Malaca. 
The rivers Sybaris and Crathis are met with again in 
the Subur and Crathis, on the west coast of Africa. 

In Lahum, after the treaty in the year 501, the Car¬ 
thaginians were not allowed to build any fortified place. 
If this had been tho ease m earlier times, we might 
venture—to judge from tho situation and name—to con¬ 
jecture that Astura was some such place. 

On the Etruscan coast we find not far from Caere the 
coast-town of Punicum. The ancient name of Caere, 
Agylla (i e. rotunda), is also Phoenician, and agrees with 
the position of the town which was built round a hill. 

. G)n the Ligurian coast we have the ancient name of the 
Sidonian Carthago in Heraclea Caccaburut. In tlie vicinity 
of this place we must look for the islands of Sturium 
(’kvTvpwv?) and Phoenice mentioned by Pliny (iii. § 79). 
Besides these, the names of the following places suggest 
their Phoenician origin : Portus Hercuhs Monoed, Hem- 
cleci, which lay somewhere at the mouth of the Rhone ; 
Portus Hercuhs, near Cosa and the IVIons Argentanus; 
Heracleum (Heiculanum), on the gulf of Naples; and 
Portus Hercuhs, in Oenotria. 

In Corsica, we know of no Phoenician settlements, 
although the island is called 4>oiW<ra Kvpvos by Calli¬ 
machus (Hymn, m Lei. 19), and Cyrnos, according to 
Servius (on Yirgil, Eel is. 30), is a son of Hercules. 
At the southern extremity of Sardinia, which lay on the 
sea-route to Spain, the Tyrians founded the town of 
Caralis (Claudian. Le bello Gild. v. 20); Nora—whose 
mythical founder, Norax of Tartessus, was son of 
Mercury and Erythia—was probably a colony of the 
Phoenicians in Gades. Between 580 and 480* b.c. the 
whole island came into the possession of the Cartha¬ 
ginians. According to Stephanus Byz. they founded 
Sulci and Charmis; hut the name of the latter Xappts is 
probably but a corruption of IictpaXis. IYe pass over 
the names of the other Punic towns on tho island ; 
thej were inhabited mostly by Liby-Phoenioians. 

Between Sardinia and Spain the Phoenicians occupied 
sea P or ^ s 0; f the Paleares or Gymnesiae, and 
ot the Pityussae ot Ebusim (i e. insulae pmearum), pos¬ 
sessing good harbours. In Spain they, even at an early 
date, took possession of a large portion of what was 
afterwards called Baetica, the territory of the Turti or 
iurdetam, that which was called Tartessis by the Greeks. 
Ihe chief town there was Gades, founded c. tlOO b.c. by 
the Tynans, ra Tabecpa, in Punic Gadxr or Agadir. The 
most important towns to be named after this, are Carteia 
f tx > and Abdera. The coins of all these towns 

have Li by-Phoenician inscriptions. To the north of 
Turdetama the chief stations of the Phoenicians are 
Earuno, Carta/ias, and Carthago vetus, so called to 
distinguish it from Carthago nova founded by Hasdrubal 
in /42; bagunUim which, according to tradition, was 

founded by Hercules, is probably likewise of Phoenician 
origin. 

On the North Coast of Africa, the Sidonian colonies of 
Cambe or Caccabe (old Carthage), Hippo, and Leptis- 
mcigrn, are expressly mentioned as being Phoenician 
settlements ; further Utica and Carthago (Carthcula Punic,

GREEK COLONIES. 

A—AEOLJAW COLONIES. 

Bv what is called the Aeolian migration, the Achaeans 
of Peloponnesus and the Aeohans of Boetia, Thessaly 
and Locns colonised the islands of Lesbos, Tenedol 
Hccatonnesi, and a portion of tho opposite shores of Asia 
Minor. Ihe principal settlements were Mytilene on 
.Lesbos, and on the continent, according to Herodnt 
(i. 149), the following twelve townstoerodot. 

1. Cyme Phrycoms ; 2. Larissa, 3. Neonteiclios; 
4. Temnos ; d. Cilia; 6. Notmm; 7. Aegiroesm (No 5—7 
of uncertain site); 8.

Ionians from Colophon, and destroyed in 627 by Alyattes). 

Of these, Mytilene and Cyme became the mother cities 
oi most of the other Aeolian colonies. 

As continental Colonies of Mytilene, the following are 
mentioned :-l Assus, in Troas, which colonised 
Gargants. 2. Arisbe, whose colony Tiitaea, in Troas 
is of unknown situation; Arisbe seems to have subse¬ 
quently received new colonists from the Ionian Miletus 
for Anaximenes, in Strabo, p. 635, calls it a Milesian 
colony. 3, 4. Achilleum and Sigeum, which the Athenians 
took from the Methymnaeans. 5, 6. Madytus and Sestus, 
m the Thracian Chersonesus. 7. Aenos, in Thrace, first 
colonised by Alopeconnesus, an Aeolian town in the 
ihraeian. Chersonesus, and perhaps likewise a colony of 
Mytilene, afterwards received colonists from Mytilene 
and Cyme. 8. ITermona&sa in the neighbourhood of the 
Cimmerian Bosporus.

vVe hear nothing of the founding of the other towns 
belonging to the Asiatic Aeolis in Troas, such as 
Antandrus, Colonae, Larissa, Hamaxitus, Lamponiu, 
Neandna, Pityia.

1. Cnidos, whose colonies are: Syme ins*# colonised by 
Cnidians, Rhodians, and others; Lipara, 579 b c., lie- 
wise by Cnidians and Rhodians; Corcyra Nigra, in the 
Adriatic Sea. 

2 Thera, under the guidance of the Agid Theras, was 
colonised by Dorians, Minyans, and Achaeans. Its 
colony was: Cyrene (631) in Cyrenaica, which became 
the mother city of Apollonia , Teuchira, Barce (about 
554), Hespendes or Euespendes. 

3. Anaphe ins. 4. JPhokgandrus ins. 5. Melos (1116 
according to Thueyd.); Melos sent a colony to Cry a or 
Cry ass us in Caria.

by Rhodians and inhabitants of the island of Telos and 
some Cretans); Lipara Ins. (579 b.c., by Rhodians and 
Cnidians); Rhode in Iberia, afterwards taken possession 
of by the Massaliots. Possibly Rhode or Rhodamisia, at 
the months of the Rhone, was also founded by Rhodians, 
and only later re-colonised by Massaliots. 

[In addition, mythical tradition says that Rhodians 
peopled the Balearae after the Trojan war, and founded 
Sybaris on the Traeis fl.; Sms, in conjunction with the 
Trojans, and Elpia with Coeans. Lastly the Rhodian 
Elpias is said to have been the founder of Salapia, as 
Philoctetes is said to have been the founder of Crimisa, of 
Malaca, and of Thurii; Diomedes of Arpi, of Canusium, 
and Lucena 5 Menestheus of Scylletium 5 the piratical 
companions of Nestor the founders of Pisae in Etruria.]

7. In Crete, Althaemenes, grandson of Temenos, 
colonised several towns—tbe names of which are not 
enumerated—-with Dorians and Achaeans from Argos 
and Megara. It is probable that the towns of Mycenae, 
Pergamum , Tegea , and Lappa or Lampa, whose origin 
is traced to the Argive Agamemnon or Talthybius, are 
among them. 

[The greater number of the colonies which proceeded 
from Crete belong to the pre-historic epoch of the so- 
called Thalassocraty of Minos, who, according to Thueyd. 
i 4, governed and colonised most of the islands of the 
Hellenic Sea. Belos, Andros , Paros , Naxos , Cythnos , 
Siphnos, Amorgos, Swinos, Chios , Lemnos , and Pepare - 
thos, according to the statements of the ancients, were 
peopled from Crete, and preserved traces of Cretan 
influence. The following places on the mainland may 
he mentioned in the same category :—Maronea in Thrace, 
the Bottiaeans of Macedonia, Troas, where the Teucri 
and the worship of Apollo Smintheus had been introduced 
from Crete; further in Ionia, the district of Erythfae and 
Colophon; in Caria, Miletus and Caunus, in Lycia (where 
the Tremili are said to have immigrated from Crete), the 
towns of Xanthos and Patara; in Pisidia, Cretopohs , in 
Rhodos, Cretima; in Sicily, Mmoa and Engyimn; in 
Italy, Hyria, Brentesium , Hydnis , Castrum Mmervae 
Salentum . Even Vienna in Gaul is said to*have been 
by Cretans, and Tarrha and Asterusia near 
the Caucasus, to have been called after towns of the 
same name, in Crete. At the time of the Aeolian migra¬ 
tion some Magnetos went to Crete, and thence to Asia 


Minor, where they founded Magnesia ad Maeandrum. In 
histone times the Cretans united with the Rhodians who 
founded Gela in Sicily.] _ , , r 

8 * The Hellenisation of the towns m Lycia, Pampnyiia, 
and Cilicia, is partly traced back to Argive settlements 
of very remote times, belonging more to mythology than 
to history. Thus Tarsus is said to have been founded by 
Triptolemus while searching for lo. Rhodia, Lymessus, 
Phaselis, in Lycia; Mallus, Mopsuestia, and Mopsuerene 
in Cilicia ; Posidonium on the coast of Syria, are settle¬ 
ments of the Argive soothsayers, Mopsus and Ampln- 
lochus; Pamphylia has its name from a daughter ot 
Mopsus. Tradition also says that the followers of Tup* 
tolemus founded a town on the Orontes, on the site 
where Antiochia afterwards stood.

II. Syracusae (757 Marmor Parium, 733 vel 734 
Euseb.). The colonies of this town are: Casmenae and 
Enna (70 years after the foundation of Syracuse), Acrae 
(90 years after Syracuse), Camarina (135 years after 
Syracuse), Aetna (475). Exiled Syracusans took part 
in founding Himera. The Syracusan tyrant Dionysius 
colonised Tyndaris with Methymnaeans and Messenians 
(395 ),Missus and Phams (387) and Issus, whence colon¬ 
ists proceeded to the island of Tragxirium. According to 
the Etymologieum Magnum, Ancona would be a colony 
led out by Dionysius. 


In the Map, which gives a survey of the colonies 
established up to the time of the Peloponesian war, many 
of the above-mentioned colonies could not be entered; 
they must therefore be looked for m the special maps 
relating to them. 


Map of Bosporus Cimmerius, 

On the east side of the Bosporus the positions of 
Stratoclia, Cepi, Oorocondame, Corocondamitis palus, 
Ilermonassa, Sinde or Sindicus portus, are difficult to 
determine, and are given differently, in different maps. 
On these we make the following remarks. 

Among the testimonies of the ancients in regard to 
them, the verses of the so-called Scymnus Chius (886 
sqq.) are of no value, as the towns mentioned there are 
enumerated evidently without any geographical order. 
On the other hand Scylax, § 72; Mela, i. 19, § 12 ; 
Plin. vi § 18, and the Tabula Peutingeriana agree in 
the succession of the towns which each mentions, and 
this succession of the coast towns is from Phanagona 
southwards: Stratoclia, Cepi, Hermonassa, Sindice, or 
Sindicus portus. Hence it is inadmissible to place Cepi 
north-east of Phanagoria in the neighbourhood of the 
modem lake Aftarns, as in the Bid. Geogr. (s.v. Cepi) and 
by Neumann (Bie Hellenen im Scythenlande, Berlin, 
1855), or like Kiepert to place it in the north-eastern 
corner of the Liman of Taman , and to place Stratoclia 
on the Kubanskoi Liman . Retaining the succession given 
by the best authorities, we identity Cepi (i.e. Gardens) 
with the modern Taman, as the latter stands on the site 
of an ancient town, and has in its vicinity hills rich in 
springs. According to Kiepert’s latest map, Taman 
would correspond _ to the village of Coroeondame, the 
lake Corocondamitis, however, to the modem lake Aftanis, 
a supposition not based upon any ancient testimony, and 
which is very improbable on account of the great distance 
of the village from the lake of the same name. The 
Lake Aftanis, lying near Phanagoria, corresponds to the 
Lacus Salinarum of the Tabula Peut. In regard to the 
position of the village of Coroeondame, we seem to have 
the most accurate accounts in Strabo, p. 494, according 
to which the tillage lies at the mouth of the Bosporus, 70 
stadia from the European promontory Acra, 130 stadia 
froin Patraeus, 180 stadia from the town and port of 
Sindice, and 10 stadia from the entrance of lake Corocon- 
damitis. These measurements can be made to agree only 
by placing—-as is done in our map—Coroeondame near 
cape Tilda, identifying the lake with the modern Liman 
of Taman, and by placing the Sindicus portus in the 
modern Juibanskoi Liman, and consequently Hermonassa 


somewhere between this lake and the village of Corocon- 
dame. That, however, Strabo was very badlv informed 
about the configuration of these coasts, is evident from 
his further description, according to which, if we sailed 
into the Corocondamitis lake we should find Phanagoria 
and Cepi on the left or northern shore, and Hermonassa 
and Apaturon, the sanctuary ol Yenus, on the right or 
southern shore, beyond the mouth of ^ the Hypanis, 
which flows into the lake in the district of Sindice. 
Hence it is very possible that the situation of Coro con- 
dame also is not correctly indicated; and that this is 
actually the case is evident from the Anonymous Periplus 
of this coast which was first published after the engraving 
of our map, from a codex in the British Museum, in the 
Eragmenta Historicum Gr. vol. v., p. 182 sqq. (Paris, 
1870), to which we must refer the reader for further 
details. This Periplus, which is very well informed about 
that district, gives the following account. 

The place 'Livha or 2 u/(Hk?) K&prj (now Anapa) is not 
different from the 2 n> 8 tKo? (as in Strabo, p. 496, 

StKos* koc TroAt? is conceived as one and the same 
place); the distinction hitherto made between the two 
names, rests essentially upon Ptolemy's faulty maps. 
Coroeondame, according to the Periplus, lay on a narrow 
isthmus between the sea and the Corocondamitis palus, 
the circumference of which is computed at 620 stadia. 
On the shore of this lake, 440 stadia from the Sindicus 
portus and 515 stadia from the Achilleum, stood the town 
of Hermonassa, from which the Sindica regio extended 
as far as the Sindicus portus. According to this, there¬ 
fore, Coroeondame must be placed on the narrow tongue 
of land, at the narrow entrance of the Kuban lake , which 
corresponds to the KopoKovbafiTLs kipviq of the ancients. 
The distance between it and the Sindicus portus {Anapa) on 
our map amounts to about 200 stadia, which corresponds 
to the 180 stadia in Strabo. From Acra as far as Coroeon¬ 
dame there would be about 170 stadia, instead of the 70 
stadia given in onr manuscripts of Strabo. The distance 
of 440 stadia, between Sindicus portus and Hermonassa, 
assigned by the Periplus, agrees with the distance which 
Ptolemy gives between Sinda vicus and Hermonassa. 
The error in Ptolemy lies in the fact that a Sindus portus 
is given midway between Sinda vicus and Hermonassa, 
on a spot where, according to the distance, Coroeondame 
must have stood. The town of Hermonassa, according 
to the measurements of the periplus, lies on the north 
coast of the lake Kabanskoi, beyond the mouth of the 
Hypanis. This situation beyond the Hypanis is also 
correctly given in Strabo; otherwise he ought to have 
said that Phanagoria and Cepi were situated on the 
north side, Hermonassa and Apaturon, on the south side 
(not of lake Corocondamitis, but) of the peninsula ex¬ 
tending between this lake and the Bosphorus. The 
position assigned in our map to Apaturon, or the 
sanctuary of Yenus Apaturos, where some ruins exist, is 
conjectural; the site on lake Corocondamitis is inferred 
from Strabo; Ptolemy on the other hand places it on 
the Maeotis, westward of Cimmerium. Pliny, vi. § 18, 
names Apaturon between Phanagoria and the Cim¬ 
merium, which he places near the mouth of the Bosporus. 
(Kiepert, in his latest atlas of Hellas, places it 250 stadia 
east of Cimmerium, contrary to all ancient statements). 

From what has been said, the positions of Coroeondame, 
Corocondamitis palus, Hermonassa, and Smdicus portus, 
must be altered thus :

This, m a reduced scale, is taken from the woik Anti- 
chit d della Sicilia e&poste ed illustrate per Domenico Lo 
Faso Pietrasanta, Duca di Serroclifalca (Palermo, 1836), 
tom. iii., pi. 1 , except that the line of the sea-coast is 
modified according to W. Henry Smyth’s The Hydro¬ 
graphy of Sicily (London, 1823), pi. 24. We now possess 
a more accurate chart of the territory, on the large scale 
of 1 : 10 , 000 , made hy the Royal Italian staff ( Girgenti 
e suoz templi ), -which forms the basis of the plan in Jul. 
Sehubring’s^ Ilistonschc Topograplue von Acra gas (Leipzig, 
1870), and in the Gescliichte Sicdiens of A. Holm (Leipzig,' 
1870). The principal deviation of the more modern 
drawing consists in the western end of the castle, with 
the sanctuary of Jupiter Polieus, lying a little more to 
the west than the ruins of the so-called temple of Vulcan, 
and hgnee the western wall of the town runs almost 
direct from north to south.

campaigns of Agricola are treated by Tacitus, like those 
of Cu'-ar by himself, rather from a milit iry than a geo- 
giaplneal point of view; but the modern cuticism of them, 


The object aimed at in this map is to represent the 
geographical state of Britain from the tune -ft hen the 
island became known to the ancient world, down to the 
epoch of its abandonment bv the Unmans. It contains 
the few native names that can be identified, the Latin 
names of the tubes and localities, and the divisions, roads, 
nnd towns, that weie the mentions of the Homan Empire. 
To add to the historical value of the map, the names 
winch the English conqueiois gave to the chief Bom an 
towns are added m Gothu ehaia<teis, with the distinctive 
abbreviation (Ang.). The native Biitish names, in thin 
letters, maiked {Brit ), are those med by native wntei s, 
(such as Nennius and utbeis), who lived after the 
English conquest. They must not, therefore, be assumed 
to lepicsent the original native names, nor must it e\en 
be supposed that, m all such ea-es, a British settlement 
pieceded the Roman station. The mfoi motion of the 
eailust classical authors about the native geogiaphy is sr, 
scanty, that our only satisfactory guide to the oaily 
British settlements is archaeological roseaich, the labour 
of the spade, and inferences from the hrn s of the Butish 
trackways, and fiom the manifestly Celtic elements em¬ 
bodied m the Roman names 

The Butish Isles became first known to the civilized 
nations of the ancient world by the commercial quert for 
tin, whether earned on by the dnect voyages of the 
Phtemcians or Carthaginians (a question Mill m dispute), 
or by the oveiland mute through Gaul, with the aid of 
its gieat livens, to Ma^alia and other Greek colonies oil 
the Meditenauean, which is fully described by Diodoius 
Siculus and Strabo From the fbimer source, Herodotus 
(m 115), m the fifth century n r , mav have derived 
Ins mfoimation about the iriands m the extreme west of 
Europe, called Carter ids {Kocrcrirtpibes), “ whence tin 
(6 KO(T(TLTepos) is brought to us ” The British tin wa> 
obtained fiom the Burn noman (Devonian) peninsula, 
fiom the mines of Dartmoor, well as those of Corn¬ 
wall ; and traders appioachmg those lofty locky shores, 
indented with bays and estuanes would naturally regaid 
the land as a gioup of islands Our map, tlieiefiuc, 
extends the name of CassiUndcs over the whole coast, 
fiom the Land's End to the Start The Sally Isle*, to 
which tin 1 name was restricted when the natuie of the 
land became better known, yield no tin, and never can 
have yielded it. The Tin islands " seem to have been 
long icgarded as distinct fiom the "Ouih-earterii legion, 
which became known by dnect intercourse across 
the Channel, and tins distinction may explain 
some of the disciepancies m the earliest notices 
of Britain. 

It was doubtless from the Gieeks of southern 
Gaul, that Aristotle (he Mvndo 3) in the 5th 
century b c , derived Ins vague knowledge of 
two very large islands m the Ocean outside the 
Pillars of Hercules, and beyond the Celtce, called 
the Bietauic Islands (BperartKcu), Albion and 
le) no ( }/ AX(3lqv koI T ipvrj )— the eaihert mention 
of these names, wdnch aie unquestionably Celtic, 
wdietber used by the natives or by the Gauls, 
or, as is piobable, by both (The name Albion 
is also given by Plmv and Ptolemy) The 
name of Britain is henceforth med bUlie Gicek 
and Latin wntei s in a gieat vanety of firms, 
with e or ?, (1 or !,) with t or ft } and with or 
without the syllable cui y and (m the Byzantine 
wiiters) with P for B. Lucretius (vi HOG), the 
earliest Roman wntei who names Britain, uses 
the form “ Biltanms " But, besides the meie 
names mentioned by Aiistotle, we have evidence 
of a considerable knowledge of Britain by the 
Gallic Greeks of the 4th centuiy, fiom the 
vo}age of P\theas of Ma^salia as far math as 
Thule, which is lecoided and ciiticized by Stiabo (i. 
P 92) 

The accounts given by Strabo himself, and by Diodoius 
Siculus (i 4), of the tiade between Gaul and Biitam, 
refer evidently to a clo^e intercourse winch had been 
established before the invasion of Caspar By that time, 
as Caesar himself tcdls us, the Belgians of northern Gaul 
had invaded and taken possession of the south-eastern 
paits of Biitam , thcae wvis a constant mantnne traffic 
between the Gallic slioies and the legion of Cantunn 
(Kent, one of tlie Butish names which have suivived all 
changes), and the Yeneti of Aimonca sought aid iiom 
Biitam in theii naval w r ar with Cresar. Cic>ai s de- 
scnption of the island {B. G. v. 12-14), though aided 
by his peisonal obsoivation, gives a measuie of the 
scanty knowledge of it whicli had been hithcitu acquued. 
One cmious eiroi, winch he shares with Strabo and 
other waiters down to Plmy, is that regarding the 
relative positions of its sides to the opposite slimes of 
Europe Them dimensions (800, 500, and TOO Roman 
miles) are not far wrong, but the whole triangle l 5 * 
pivoted round (so to speak) on the North Foi eland 
(Cant nun Prom ), so that the S. coast, looking tow aids 
Celt tea, is made the Eastern, the E coast ^ is turned 
to the JST, and the W coast is made to face Spam, with 
Mona (Man) half way between them. The error arose 
m pait fiom a wrong position of the coast of Gaul, 
winch wns made to tiend nearly N and 8 , and m part, 
pi nimbly, fiom an indefinite prolongation of the N. siioie 
of Kent, the estuary of the Thames being regarded as the 
open ocean. Fiom the statements of Bede, and other 
tally English wnteis, who generally follow Latin au- 
tliunties, it appeals that the channel (called Wanfsunm) y 
winch cuts off the Isle of Thanet, was often regarded as 
the i eal outlet of the Thames, its mouth being placed at 
Potapov ( Pudiborough ). Among tlie wuiteis of tbe fir-t 



j m comparison w ith the fui mation of the land, and w ith the 

existing remains of loads and camps, has (blown much 
light on the geography of northern Biitam Taatus 
records the confirmation by Agricola’s fieet of the fact, 
wall known hefoie Canai *s time, that Biitam \va> an 
i-laiid, but some objectors still disputed this, till tlie 
truth was ogam established by the campaigns of Seveius 
at the beginning of the 3ul centuiy.

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It is oxtiemely difficult to construct an accurate and 
tolerably complete map of ancient Spam, for the topn- 
gi ipliicnl statements of 8tiabo and Mela aie geneially 
confined to the coart districts; Plmy gives statistical 
surveys and m part alphabetical lists of towns lather 
tlnai topographically airanged matenals Ptoleim's 
map, on the other hand, is evidently full of great errors, 
so that those places which are based on its autliouty 
alone must always he veiy uncertain. We are, therefoie, 
litre more than elsewlieie dependent upon the Itmeianes, 
tlie rums, and the niseilptions As far as this material, 

winch unfortunately is frequently distorted by foiged 
inscilptions, has been winked out by earlier Spanish 
scholar*?, it has been made use of m the first volume of 
Ekertis Geography, in the articles m the Dichonai y of 
Grul and Poman Geogiaphy referring to Spain, and m 
Spi liner’s Atlas, wliose map of Spam m the new r edition 
of Menke is repeated almost without alteration. A new 
stage of progiess has been opened up by Emil IIuhneris 
collection and sifting of all the Latin inscriptions in 
Spam; this work was commenced m 1858, and was 
published m 1869, as the second volume of the new 
Corpus Inscrigitwnum Latinanim. As this splendid work 
appeared after our Map had been engraved, we have 
not been able to make use of it, except in so far as 
Hubner had already communicated the mam lesults of 
Ins investigations in the Monatsbenehten der Berliner 
Alademie of 1860 and 1861 The now r completed collec¬ 
tion, m which Hubner himself has modified some of 
his former opinion 5 ?, will, later on, after haring been * 
thoiuughly tested, doubtless give us an opportunity of 
here and there collecting or completing our map * for 
the present w T e shall confine oui selves to giving a list of 
those towns, whose site, by means of inscriptions, is 
either accurately or at least very appi oximately deter¬ 
mined, and the ensemble of which, therefoie, forms the 
secure foundation, or the solid ftamewoik of the map. 
The other places marked in our map, if they are situated 
upon the roads mentioned m the Itineraries, are deter¬ 
mined as much as possible according to stated distances, 
hut m all other cases either according to the identity or 
the resemblance of the ancient and modem names, or 
according to the succession of names m the descriptions 
of the coast, or lastly, m the interior, according to the 
positions mentioned by Ptolemy. We must aho remaik 
that the recent maps of modem Spam are not altogether 
to be depended upon, that they fiequently differ from 
one another, and that the maps of Portugal, which aie 
now being made by royal command, as w r ell as Coello’s 
maps of Spam, aie not yet completed. 

In the following list w r e shall follow the order of the 
Co i pus Inst npt ion urn, in which Hubner lias first en¬ 
deavoured to class them aecoidmg to their respecti' e 
Content ns jundicu The geographical boundaiy of these 
convent us is, however, often veiy problematical, and even 
the anaiigement of tlie Baetici Conventus, adopted by 
llubnei is impiobahle, as has been justly pointed out by 
Detlefsen {l)u Geographic der Procinz Baetieci bei Phiuus, 
m the P/nlologhs , vol. xxx , p 265-310) ; however, this 
Is of no consequence to us, for, m our map, the jundicai 
di virion of the country is not taken into consideration. 
We further take no notice of those localities where the 
dneuveiy of nuns and msenptions betray the former 
existence of ancient towns, for which, however, no ancient 
narne^ can he dwmeied.

Siarum.—In our map this place is given with a query 
beside the modern town of Utrera (G g); but it ought to 
be placed three leugae to the south of Utrera, according 
to two inscriptions (1276, 1277) which were found in the 
cortijo de Gomez Cardegna , not far from Torres de Alocaz, 
about 5 m. pass, to the east of Cabezas de S. Juan in our 
map. In the vicinity of this farm (cortijo) there are 
other two farms, Sarro de mano derecha and Sarro de 
mano isqnierda. Salpesa, or Salpensa municipium Flavium, 
was situated in the neighbourhood of Utrera, probably 
somewhat more south of this town, in the now desolate 
locality of an ancient town which is called Fazialcasar .

tulo and Mentesa is only 22 m.p , which would carry us 
to the latitude of Mancha Real, for which reason the 
Spanish scholars, Beltram and Mazas, with great proba¬ 
bility also refer the inscription 3349, preserved in 
Mancha Real, to Mentesa. Other inscriptions (3,377, 
3,380) which speak of Mentesa, are preserved in Jaen, 
which town some Spanish scholars likewise consider to 
he Mentesa, whereas the majority of the inscriptions 
found there prove rather that it corresponds with the 
ancient Aurgi. The inscription 3,378, therefore, seems 
to prove as little about the site of Mentesa as the 
inscriptions 3,377 and 3,380.]

On the south coast of Lusitania, and on the site of 
modern Si lies, we have marked an ancient town of the 
same name Silbis (D g ), whether tins is correct is 
doubtful, for the msenption upon the authonty of winch 
the addition is made, is m all probability a forgery 
(See Corp, Inscr. No 2 of the mscriptioiies fulsae, and 
Hubner on the same.) To the west of the island of 
Heraclea, which lies opposite the town of Onoba in the 
Aestuarium of the Luxia (no Tinlo ), which we know of 
from Strabo and Stephanus Byz, oui map gives the 
Caitaie insula mentioned by Avion us (Ora Mant., 255 0 
However, we now do not consider this island to he dif¬ 
ferent horn Ileraclea, for it seems probable that Caitaie 
vas situated m the Aestuarium of the Luxia from the 
fact that the corrupt woids of our text, Eamique Ge. 
Cart a ren insulam), prulcm influxc satis est Jides Tenuere 
Cempsi , are most readily conected into; Eamque pridem 
in Lucia (s at is est Jides) Tenuere Cempsi The fuller 
name of the island may have been Heraclea Cartana, in 
the same way as there was an Heraclea Caccahana oil 
the coast of Gaul. Loth Caitaie and Caccabe are men¬ 
tioned as being the more ancient names of Carthago, and 
Oartaic m addition is spoken of as the mother of Her¬ 
cules (Ampeluih lih. mem c 3, Mover’s Ebon. Alh rth. 
n p luS). After the island of Carfare there follows, 
in A\ minis, lions Cusius to the east, -which nnmt c<re¬ 
spond with the Arena monies of Pliny, the modern 
Arenas yoidas Tins is the lesb to he doubled as the 
same name of Casius Mens is also given to the sand- 
downs of the Egyptian coast 

The western mouth ot the Ilaetis given in the map, 
is puielv hypothetical, for the piesent liver, as we know", 
lias ouly one mouth, whereas the ancients speak ot two, 
between which lay an island, the bieadth of which at 
the coast, accoidmg to Stiabo, was 100 stadia. This 
island is doubtless the piesent Is la mayor . It at one 
time either extended fuither south, or, what is moie 
probable, the sea here foinicd a deep hay, so that the 
coast-lme hum Anas to Cades, winch now measuies 
about 80 m pass in length, was formeily 102 stadia, as 
stated by Yaiio (m Pliny, iv § 110). The opinion 
of 1J AnviJle and Gobelin, wdncli lias lecently again been 
maintained by Mullenhof (A mods oia mantima in the 
Jhutvhe Alta thiuna , i p 126 sqq 1870;, and accent¬ 
ing to ^ Inch the eastern arm of the Laetis is represented 
bv the nvei (Jtiadaleh , which empties itself opposite tlxe 
town of Hades, and which at a later time was connected 
with the UuodaUqunu by a canal, seems to us untenable. 
Stiabo, in p. 108, does indeed ray that Gad is is situated 
not far from the mouth of the Pattis (V//? ekfSokPj? rod 
Bair ids irk rjatov), but that this elastic expression cannot 
he understood m the way m which Mullenhof interprets 
it, is clear from Strabo's piecedmg description of the coast, 
in p. 140, as w'ell as fiom Mela, m, 1, 5, and fium 
the map of Ptolemy. 

To the west ot Ca&tulo, between the last-mentioned 
town and Linares , and in the vicinity of the rnina Jfeti 
Baca , the tombstone of one Bulbus Egelestamis has been 
discovered (See Corp. laser., p. 710, N. 5091). If we 
connect this with the fact that, accoidmg to Pliny, xxxi, 
$ 80, there were salt mines near Egelestae, then we 
piobably cannot doubt that this town was situated in 
the neighbourhood of those min a Men Baca . But it 
cannot be identical with the Egelasta mentioned by 
Strabo, in. p. 100, which Spanish scholars have hypo¬ 
thetically classed together with the modern Linda (Le), 
and which accoidmg to Stiabo s woids mu-t, m any 
case, have been situated upon a road leading from the 
east or noith-east to\vaids Custulo. It is not a rare 
occunenee to find different towns m Spam with the 
same name A thud Egelestae is probably the 3 Eri- 
Xeora (lead ’Eyikeara) which Ptolemy (n 5, p. 126, ed. 
Wilbei g) gives not fax fiom the Burius m the coimtiy 
of the Caipctannms.

The smaller map, which gives a survey of the cam- 
pamns of Caesar and his geneials, is taken on a reduced 
scale from the Carte de le Gaulc sous Ic piocomulat de 
Cesar, dressee par la commission speuale wstituee an 
muusfhc de VDistinction puhhquc cl dcs cultes deques Its 
ouhes de EM Vemporeur , 1861 (Eehelle de 1,600,000 ) 
The objections made against some points of theTieneh 
map, by Boulez, Boiguet, and Wauters {Ilappoi t sou in is 
d Vacademic dr Bawdies par hois de ses numhns ), by 
Grand^agnage ( Dissertation sur Admit uta ), and Hcllei 
(m the Fhilologus , 1862), have been submitted to a 
thorough examination by General Creuly (Carte de la 
Gaulc sous le proeomulat de Cesar Era men des obsc na¬ 
tions critiques aurequelles cettc cai te a donne lieu cn Belgique 
€ t en Allemagne , in the Heine archeolgique> 1863, Jinn ct 
Julhct ), accoidmg to which most of the objections are 
not well founded, and the doubtful points are opposed by 
conjectuies as doubtful. Yet he recognises it as correct

{Special remarks.—The road, leading from Aquae 
Tarbellicae (Gi) to Pompelo m Spam, is drawn m our 
map m such a manner that, m accoi dance with D’Aimlle, 
Lapie, Walckenaer and the Fiench commission, the 
station Caiasa, situated on this load, corresponds with 
the modem Gants. But according to this supposition 
all the distances given m the best codices of the Itine¬ 
raries p 455, would bo erroneous. Hence the direction 
of tins road, given m the later map of 8pam, is more 
likely to be correct; it is adopted b}" Ukert, Mamiert, 
and lieicliardt. 

The Lemanus lacus has received a second name m our 
map, the Accion L, It is taken fiom Avienus {Ora 
Mat it, 673), and is based upon the supposition that the 
shores of the lake w^ere peopled by a tribe called the 
Accu, vdio may perhaps be identical with the Acitavoues 
mentioned by Pliny, m. § 137, as living beside the 
kalas^ians. We now consider this conjecture to he 
improbable, and should like to remove the name of 
Accion L., and also that of the Acitavoues, the position 
of wdncli cannot be determined. In the Fhilologus,

and dedicated to the finibus et genio loci. Yid. F, W. 
Schmidt m the Annalen des Naussauischen Vereins, 
vol. vi, Heft i, p. 115—202, and Freudenherg, Epigra- 
phiwhe Anahiten m the Jalu buchern dcs Veteins ion 
Alterthumsf) eunden im Rhcinlandc , vol xxix., p. 89. 

The road leading fiom Ymdomssa (R e) to Augusta 
Ymdelicorum (T d) and to the Limes Ti ansdanubianus, is 
in our map drawn in such a manner that the station 
Suinloeenins of the Tabula Peutmg. is identified writh the 
modern Ebingcn, according to the opinion of Lapies in 
the Itineraries. Still, however much the opinions of 
scholars may differ ra regard to the details of these roads, 
this much seems to be settled by recent investigations, 
that Sumlocennae must be the modern Rotcnbnrg, and 
the road has been indicated m this sense in the map of 
Rhaetia.

The details of the larger map of Germania are founded 
| upon Pliny and Tacitus; the smaller map gives the exact 


nomenclature of Ptolemy's geography, wdiich appears to 
have been compiled from various sources This conse¬ 
quently renders the explanation extremely difficult ( vide 
MulleuhofF’b essay m HaupPs Zeitbchnft, vol ix , p 231 
sqq.), and has given rise to the disparaging criticism wdncli 
"Wieterslieim has written upon it m the Abhandlungen der 
Komgl -sae/mschen Gesellschaft der JVissenschafien, vol. ix., 
p 112 sqq. (Leipzig. 1857.) 

Our Ptolemaic map gives the Fimu as the inhabitants 
of the northern portion of the island of Scandia, a peojile 
we do not find mentioned in any previous editions of 
Ptolemy. Theie is a gap in the Greek text, wdncli is 
filled up by the excellent codex Vatican us, 191, according 
to which the passage has to he read as follows: Kareyorirt 
avrys (se rys X/vaz bias) ra per hvTikoNatb€iroi,ra b 7 drarokika 
fyavOiCU fcal lUpatcrot, ra b 7 [apKTLka lEz’roi, ra 5e] 
ftpna Toirai rdi AovKioves. The words wdthra the 
brackets aie supplemented from the codex Yat. This 
proves that Fuaesi is by no means a corrupt form of the 
name, as Zeuss (Die Deutschen, p. 504) believes, and that 
it corresponds to the Fmnmthae ra Jordanes (De Get . 
c. 3), but that the Fimiaithae, Feroir, and Gauthigoth, 
whom Jordanes names together are the Finni, Firaesi 
and Gutac ot Ptolemy. The name Firaesi signifies the 
same as Fiisi It may be concluded that at one time 
Fnsi also inhabited Norway, wdiere, from Saxo and fium 
Adam von Bremen, w"e know of a district Fnmia, the 
inhabitants of wdiich are called Franenses orFmwedi, and 
from the fact that the mythical Ring Finn is mentioned 

the ruler of the Frisians and Jutes both ra Beowulf 
and ra the Anglo-Saxon ballad Traveller's Song (vide 
C Yolckmar,Ziir Sagengeschwhte der Fnesen 

und Chance u . p. 27, Aurich, 1S67.) 

From the Codex Yaticanus, Burguntae iswuitten m place 
of the vulgate Buguutae, and Osanda in place of the 
vulgate Asauca, because both of these towns are situated 
in the distiict, in which, according to Tacitus (Germ , 
28, 43) the Oi lived, and Osanda perhaps corresponds to 
the modern Sanduk. It is probable also that the form 
of the name Busacteri, m place of Bructeri, usually 
employed by otliei authors, is founded on a clerical crioi, 
for the codex Yat instead of B ovtrakrepoi has in one 
passage Bovk-repoi, and m another ’Afipovkrepoi. 

Among the authorities made use of for our map, w^e 
must mention, in addition to the Dictionary, s.v. Ger¬ 
manici, F. A. Ukert, Germania nach den Ansichten der 
Grwchen und Romer , 'Weimar, 1843. E Giefera, 
Romer-spnnn an der Lippe , Paderborn, 1868. P. 
Widicenus, Die Geschichte der Elhgcrmoncn tor der 
Volkn-uotuhrung, Halle, 1868 M. E. Essellen, Zur 
Gcbchwhie do Kuege zuischen den Romern und 
Deutschen, 1868. The latter, m a recently published 
tieatise, Das Voncnusche Schlachtfeld im Erase Bochum, 
Beihn, 1874, which is well deserving of perusal, en¬ 
deavours to prove that Aliso is not the modem Risen at 
the sources of the Lqype, hut that it must he looked for 
lime German miles further w~est, near Hamm , where the 
Ahse flows into the Lqpc, and that the Roman camp is 
still to be found in the forest of Hat wbrock , two-thirds of a 
mile south of Beth urn, and hence that the saltus Teuto- 
hurgiensis is not the modern Osning or the southern 
poition of it, hut the hilly district near Bechum 

In regard to Rhaetia, we must mention: E. Rocking, 
in the Commentar. to the Not dm Digmtatum , vol n., 
p 75S, foil., Bonn, 1853 Graf von Hundt, Uebcr 
die Romer-strasse aes Imhen Donou-ufers in the Sitzungs- 
bcrichfen der Eon baytnschen Ahademw der Wisscnschaften 
zu Minuhen, 1861 (i., p 421-437). E. Paulus, Er- 
UarungderFeutingenschea Tafel nut besonderer Anuendung 
dcrsclben anf die Romer-strasscn ion Winthsch (Vindonissa) 
nath Regensburg (. Rcginum ), und ion Ffin (Ad Fines) 
nach Augsburg (Augusta Vindehcorum), Stuttgart, 1866. 
W. Christ, Das milittu isehe Mihtardiplom i on Weissenburg y 
Munelien, 1868, in. winch there arc several w'ell founded 
objections to the explanations of Paulus. P. E. Planta, 
Das alte Rhaetien, Berlin, 1872, where, on pages 73-95, 
he gives a survey of the ancient roads. But what is far 
more important for the ancient geography of Rhaetia 
and Norieum aie the inscriptions of these countries ra 
the third volume of the Corpus Inscriptwmim LaUnarum 
(Beiohiii, 1873), commented upon by Th. Mommsen, which, 
however, unfortunately could not he made use of. 

The load leading from Juliurn Carnicum (Li), by 
Lonciuni and Aguntum, to Sebatum (I i) in our map, is 
drawm m such a manner that, according to the general 
opinion, Lonciuni corresponds to the modem Licnz, 
and Sebatum to the modern Seben, ra doing which 
it has indeed to be assumed that the distances given m 
the Itra Anton., p 279, are partially erroneous. The 
distance between Juhum Carnicum and Lonciuni, which, 
according to the Itin., amounts only to 22 m.p, had to 
he twuee as great. We now r conjecture that an inter¬ 
mediate station has been omitted, winch w T as situated 
near the modern Maui hen, on the river Gail; for that 
there existed an ancient town and custom-station ra that 
place, is proved by an inscription found there. Mommsen, 
however, considers the numbers stated in the Itineraries 
to be coirect, and draws the road m the following way, 
wdncli differs from our opinion ;—

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and belonging to tbe same road, the number of mites is 
yt.ttt. The AB AG is supposed to mean Ab Aguonto or 
‘Aaunto. If this is the ease, then Aguntum cannot 
certainly have been Inniehen, which is only 23 m.p. from 
Loremen; but as little can it be identified mth Liens, 
which is only 46, and not 56 m.p. distant; for it can 
hardly he supposed that those colossal milestones can now 
be 10 miles distant from their original position. Hence 
we presume that the a g refers to the unknown name 
of the frontier town which corresponds to the modern 
Mauthen, on the river Gail , and that a road proceeded 
direct from this station westwards through the valley ot 
the Gail to Inniehen, but that another road from the 
same Mauthen in a noithem direction led to Liens, and 
thence proceeded to Inniehen. This supposition is con¬ 
firmed by a milestone on the road from Mauthen to Liens, 
near Oberdrauberg, with the figure vni. which corresponds 
to the distance from Mauthen, and hence must have been 
calculated from that place, and not, as Mommsen thinks, 
from Liens (Mommsen’s Aguntum), which is at least 
12 miles distant. In the same way the above-mentioned 
numbers of miles, 43 and 56, can be explained when they 
are referred to a road leading from Mauthen direct to 
Inniihen.

The recently published third volume of the Corp. 
Inscnptionum could also not be used for these countries. 
C. Allard, La Bulgaria orientate, Paiis, 1864, deserves 
credit for having more accurately determined the site 
of Tomi (. Kostendje ) and some of the neighbouring towns 
in Lower Moesia. In regard to tbe site of Troesmis 
(lylitza), now ascertained through inscriptions, vide Bute 
letino clelV institato di comspondenza areheologica , 1864, 
p. 193, 260, and L. Renter, Inscriptions de Troesmis , 
1865. Of the province of Dacia, which was first esta¬ 
blished by Trajan (107 a.d.), and given up under Gal- 
lienus (256 a.d.), we know very little. The first division 
of *the province into Dacia superior and Dacia inferior 
found in two inscriptions cannot be more accurately 
ascertained ; we can only conjecture that here, as in the 
case of Moesia, an eastern and a western portion was 
distinguished. As little can we accurately determine the 
subsequent three divisions of the country, which are like¬ 
wise known only from inscriptions, viz : Dacia Dorolis - 
sensis (the chief town of which is Porolissus, Parolissus, 
Paralissus), Dacia Apulensis (with the chief city of Apu- 
lum), and D. Maluensis (so-called from a colony Mahi- 
ensis, of unknown situation, mentioned in a diploma of 
the year 230). Of the roads given in the Tabula 
Peutingeriana, we can, with some degree of certainty, 
determine the direction of those leading from Yimina- 
cium ( Kostolatz ), and Tierna ( Orsom ) to Tibiscus (near 
Karansebes ), Sarmizegetusa ( Varhely or Gradistie) and 
Apulum (. Karlsbarg ). Much less certain is the recon¬ 
struction of the road from Drobeta to Romula, and 
thence to Cedoniae {Hermanstadt) and Apulum. From 
the specified distances we* conclude that, in all proba¬ 
bility, this road led through Amutrium (Motru) to the ford 
of the Danube, near Oescus, and thence northwards, 
along the Alula to Apulum. As regards the road from 
Apulum to Parolissus, this much hitherto appeared to 
be certain, that the town of Salmae was identical with 
the modem Tor da, where there are the most celebrated 
Salinae of Transylvania, and where was found an inscrip¬ 
tion (No. 658 in Aekner, and Muller, Die romischen 
Inschnften von Dacien , Wien, 1864) in which a Colle¬ 
gium Salinarium, is mentioned. As however, this place 
is about 40 mp. distant from Apulum, whereas the 
Tabula Peuting. only gives 24, it was supposed, either 
that the numbers were corrupt, or that an intermediate 
station (the town which Ptolemy places between Apulum 
and Salinae) had been lost. According to this, the town 
following upon Salinae, Patavissa or Potaissa, might with 
some degree of probability be referred only to Clausen - 
burg , and this again seemed to be confirmed by an in¬ 
scription (No. 724 in Aekner) said to have been found 
there, in which the letters C O I. P. are interpreted as 
signifying Colonia Patavissa . Napoea, the town follow¬ 
ing after a distance^ of 24 m.p., then falls upon the site 
of Szamosujvar , as is assumed in our map in accordance 
with Aekner, l c. Neither Aekner nor Miiller ventures 
upon determining the position of the following stations 
of Optiana (16 m.), Largiana (15 m.), Cersie (17 m.), 
and Parolissus. We have contented ourselves with 
marking two positions as likely for Parolissus, one of 
which lies to the north-east of Szamosujvar, near the 
modern Rodna , where there are ancient gold mines. 
The position indicated in the map of Ptolemy would, 
in so far, correspond to ours, as, in his, Parolissus stands 
to the north-east of Napoea. Moreover, there are traces 
of an ancient road in this direction, in the valley of 
the Szamos.. However, as far as we know, there have 
been no ruins of a larger town discovered as yet in 
that locality. On the other hand, such do exist in the 
second position conjectured as the site of Parolissus, to 
the north-west of Szamosujvar, to the west of the town 
of Zilah, in a place which is now called Moigrad, the 
length of the road to which place, in the valley of the 
river Zamos from Szamosujvar, would amount to about 
50 m.p. Theodor Mommsen likewise supposes this to be 
the site of the ancient Parolissus ( Corp Inscrip., vol. iii), 
and we can now scarcely doubt tbe correctness of this 
supposition after what Mommsen learned about those 


ruins from Carl Torma, an arcliceologtsfc, born in northern 

Dacia. Besides this, Mommsen constructs the Itmeiaiy 
differently from what we have done in our map, inas¬ 
much as he identifies the Salinae of Forda m h Patavissa, 
the Salinao of the Tab. Peuting. with another Salinae, 
situated near Felmncz, and declares the above-mentioned, 
inscription discovered in Forda to be a forgery. 1 e 
other inscription quoted above (No. / 24 Aekner), which 

to us appeals very suspicious, is not to be found m tie 
new Corp. Insenp. Mommsen’s arrangement is the

Although this arrangement may, in some cases, be 
doubtful, we consider the main points to be correct, for 
if we refer the Salinae to Felvmcz , _ and remove the 
former identification of the Salinae with Forda (“ quae 
per saeeula pro eertissimo antiquae Daciae choro- 
graphiae fundamento habit a earn tot am corrupit,” 
p 172) we are not obliged to assume greater errors in 
the Tabula Peut. In addition, we should like to draw 
attention to the following fact in favour of Mommsen’s 
interpretation, that mid-way between Forda and Clausen - 
burg, m the village of Alton, a milestone (1ST. 1,627, p. 
256, Mom m a.) was discovered, the last words upon which 
are * Fecit (sc. viam Trajanus an. 109 ad) per eoh. I 
FI. TTlp . j Kisp. mil c. R. eg.—A Potaissa Napocae M. p. X. 
If the word Napocae is here understood to mean, as 
Mommsen thinks, and we ourselves formerly thought, 
that Potaissa at that time belonged to tbe territory of 
the town of Napoea, it would not affect the site of 
Potaissa; for the X. m.p. might just as well be reckoned 
from Claasenburg as from Forda, for the stone is equi¬ 
distant from both places. However, this interpretation 
of the word Napocae appears to us inadmissible, for 
such statements are not found upon milestones; it is 
more likely to suppose that the unclassical stonemason 
wrote Napocae instead of Napocam , much in the same 
way as, for example, the following words are given upon 
two Sardinian milestones (v. La Marmora, Voy . en 
Sard . vol. ii., n. 21 and Angius, Bibl . Sard. fasc. 2, p. 43): 
viam, quae a Karalibus ducit Olbiae (sic), restituit. But 
in this case Potaissa can only have been Forda , and by 
no means Klausenburg , 

The town known from the tabulae ceratcie of the gold 
mines of the village of Verespatak , and which in our 
map, according to Aekner and Miiller, is called Alburnum 
majus (the Latin tables give Alburno majori), Momm¬ 
sen, probably more correctly, calls Alburnus major, as a 
table written in Greek has “els *Akj3ovpvov peyakgvf 
Alburnum minus, Abrud Banga , is entered in the map 
according to H. Eisig, Briefe aits Siebenburgen in the 
Ausland 1872, N. 7. The ancient name corresponding 
with the modern Zalathna or Goldmarkt , is, in our map, 
Ampeia, in Mommsen, Ampelum. It cannot be said 
which is right. In the inscription 1,303, which tells us 
of the place, it is doubtful whether we have to read ordo 
Ampele or Ampele. 


MAP 15. 

HISTORICAL MAPS OF ITALY. 
SARDINIA AND CORSICA. 

- * - 

The first map, Italy before the immigration of the 
Galli in the sixth century, b.c., gives the distribution of 
the tribes inhabiting the Italian peninsula at the most 
flourishing period of Magna Graecia and of the Etruscan 
power, when the name Italy was still limited to the 
southern point of the peninsula, or to the country which 
the Greeks called Oenotria. We have placed the 
north-west boundary of the territory ruled over by the 
Etruscans, near Antium or Antipolis, on the Varus fl. 
Eor the town of Antium, to which, according to Soylax 
(§ iv. p. 17), the Ligurians extended, is not Genua, as 
Letronne (fTouvnal de s Savants, 1826, p. 34) thinks, nor 
is it on the Arnus, as Cluver and Otfried Muller believe, 
nor is it to be looked for in Avenm, near Luna, as 
Menke has it in map x. of his atlas, hut as Holstenius 
(Annot. in Cluven Italiam, p. 2) and Ukert (Gallia p. 22) 
have already perceived, it is identical with Antipolis, 
which Scymnus Chins, v. 216 (from Ephorus) called the 
most eastern town of the Ligurians. The names “Avnov 
and ’Am'woAtj could he employed together, as the Mas- 
saliot colony Athenopolis (Plin. iii., § 35; Mela ii. 5) 
is also called Athenae (Varro de Ling. Lat. vii. 18; Steph 
Byz. s.v.). Eurther, the length of the coast-line from 
Antium to Rome, which Scylax states to he four days’ 
and aigW voyage, or 4,000 stadia, corresponds with 
that of Phny (iii. § 50, 51), who reckons the distance 
from the Yarus to the Tiber to be 495 m.p. or 3,960 


stadia Moreover, the coast from the Yarus as far as the 
Arno, and still further, may at that time have been in¬ 
habited by Ligurians, subject to Etruscan dominion, in the 
same manner as Umbrians inhabited^ southern Etruria. 

Yetus Latium.—T he determination of the boun¬ 
daries of ancient Latium is based upon the conclusion 
of the Latin confederacy about the year 384 b.c. fC As 
the law had hitherto stood (says Mommsen, KisL of 
Rome, Dickson’s translation, lib. ii., e. 5, p. 358) every 
sovereign city founded by Rome and Latium took its 
place among the communes entitled to participate in the 
federal festival and diet, while on the other hand, every 
community incorporated with another, and thereby po¬ 
litically annihilated, was erased from the ranks of the 
members of the league. At the same time, however, 
according to Latin use and wont, the number once fixed 
of thirty federate communities was so adhered to, that 
of the participating cities never more and never less 
than thirty were entitled to vote, and a number of the 
communities that were later in entering, or were dis¬ 
qualified for their trifling importance or for the crimes 
they had committed, were without the right of voting.’ 1 
The list of the 30 confederate towns is given by Diony¬ 
sius Hal. when speaking of Latium’s declaration of war 
against Rome in the year 498 b c.; it appears, how¬ 
ever, from reasons stated by Mommsen, that it is a list 
of those towns, which were subsequently regarded as the 
regular members of the Latin confederacy, but not as 
having formed their original numbers. These are: 1. 
Nomentum, 2. Tibur, 3. Gabii, 4. Scaptia, 5. Labici, 6. 
Pedum, 7. Praeneste, 8. Gorbio, 9. Tusculum, 10. Bovil- 
lae, 11. Aricia, 12. Lanuvium, 13. Laurentum, 14. La- 
vxniurn, 15. Ardea in the Territory of the Rutuli, and 
afterwards in the country of the Yolsei; 16. Conoli, 
17. Yelitrae, 18. Latricum, 19. Cora, 20. Norba, 21. 
Setia, 22. Circeii. The other places of unknown site 
are: 23. Rubetani, 24. Carventani, 25. Cabani, 26. For- 
tinei, 27. Querquetulani, 28. Tellinci, 29. Tolerini^ 30. 
Tricrim (?). 

“Besides these thirty, seventeen other places, whose 
names are not known with certainty, had the privilege 
of participating in the Latin festival without the right 
of voting. The Latin confederacy continued henceforth 
unalterably fixed on this footing. The Latin commu¬ 
nities founded subsequently, such as Sutrium, Nepete, 
Gales, and Terracina, were not admitted into the con¬ 
federacy, nor were the Latin communities subsequently 
divested of their autonomy, such as Tusculum and Satri- 
cum, erased from the list. So long as the Latin con¬ 
federacy continued open, the bounds of Latium had 
advanced with the establishment of new federal cities; 
but as the later Latin colonies had no share, in the 
Alban festival, they were not regarded geographically, 
as part of Latium. For this reason Ardea and Circeii 
were reckoned as belonging to Latium, but not Sutrium 
or Tarracina. Within the Latin confederacy there was 
a separate league of five old Latin communities, Aricia, 
Tusculum, Tibur, Lanuvium, and Laurentum, and of 
three new Latin, Ardea, Suessa Pometia, and Cora, 
which grouped themselves round the shrine of the Arri 
cian Diana.” (Mommsen, lib. ii., c. 5, p. 359.) 

We have no remark to make in regard to the other 
general maps of Italy. The Military Map of Italy , 
about 150 b.c., is borrowed from that of Mommsen. 

Sardinia.—O ur first and more accurate knowledge of 
the topography of ancient Sardinia is derived from De 
la Marmora’s excellent work, Voyage en Sardaigne, 2 
vols., Paris 1838, upon which E. H. Bunbury’s Sardinia 
in the Dictionary is based. In De la Marmora’s later 
work, Itmeraire de Vile de Sardaigne, 2 vols., Turin 1860, 
the author has modified his former opinions in some 
points; ancient places whose site he previously did not 
venture upon determining, he now assigns to definite 
positions by the help of some more recently published 
documents from supposed codici cartacei d'Arborea (1856), 
which give very minute accounts of the early history of 
Sardinia from the mythical period of Iolaus. All this 
we have left unnoticed, as these newly revealed autho¬ 
rities are known to be a very modern fabrication. The 
work of H. von Maltzan, Raise auf der Inset Sardinian, 
does not contain anything new in regard to ancient 
geography. Our map differs in some points from that 
given by De la Marmora. The Itinerarium Anton., our 
main source, gives on p. 78 a road a porta Tibulas 
Caralis, and on p. 81 two other routes; a Tibulas 
Caralis and item a Tibulas Sulcis. The point where both 
commence was the northern corner of the island, where 
Sardo lungo now is. If this Tibula or Tibulae is iden¬ 
tical with the portus Tibulas, on p. 78, whence there is 
a road of 79 m.p. leading through Turullo minore, 
Elephantaria and Longone to Olbia, then the Itinera¬ 
rium either gives wrong distances or, as De la Mar¬ 
mora thinks, it has arisen from a confusion of two 
different Itineraries referring to the same road. But 
in addition to this, Ptolemy also must have been mis¬ 
taken, for he gives a Tibula about 20 m.p. to the east 
of Turris Libisonis (porto Torre). This, however, is not 
very probable; a more likely conclusion, from the Iti¬ 
nerarium Ant. and from Ptolemy, is that in Sardinia 
there were not only two Viniolas, two Turublums, two 
Gurulis, two Sulci, and two Nuras, but also two Tibulae, 
one of which was situated near Castett Sardo , the other 
however, near Sardo lungo , identical with the Longone 
of the Itiner. p. 79, 3, and that to distinguish it, 
it possessed the fuller name of Tibula Longone, or 
Tibulae Longones. The towns of Adselona (now Arsa- 
chena) and Heraeum, which in our map are given on the 
road leading from this Tibula, are based on Ptolemy, 
who places an "Hpcuop to the north of Olbia, and on tbe 
Geogr. Raven, p. 4ll, 15 ed. Parthey, where we find: 
Adselona , Sacerei (which has probably originated out of 
Sac. erei, i.e. lepov *H paCov), Vivio (i.e. Llbio, Olbia). 
From the lists of the Geographus Ravennas, which De 
la Marmora has not used, we have adopted several other 
names which can easily be identified with modern lo¬ 
calities, such as the following places which are named 
together on p. 412, 10, as situated upon the road leading 
in a direct northern direction from Caralis: Seria (Sern) 
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and Assinarium ( Ussana ), and on p 412, 5, Castra 
Felicia ( Castro ) and Eton (Bin). The vdara *T xjnrard, 
whicli Ptolemy, ixi. 3, p. 192, cd. Wilberg, places live 
mmutes further north than the estuaiy of the Thyrsus 
(30° 40' long 37° 1 5' 3ai) are evidently the thermal 
springs near Fordu ngianus or the Forum Trajani of 
the Itineraiium, in the distiict where the Cclsitam of 
Ptolemy, who m Greek might he called the *T \jnravot fir 
'T^iorarot But on the other hand, the position of the 
town of Lesa (31° 3CK long, 36° 25' lat.) and that of 
the Aquae Lesitanae (31° 30', 30 c 45') is doubtful. A^ 
there aie no springs to ho found in the distiict assigned 
to them by Ptolemy, those aquae hate been classed 
together, hap-hazaid, witli the vuiy distant ba<?m near 
Benedetti , m the distiict of the souices of the Thyrsus. 
We conjecture that Lesa is the nioie ancient name of 
the Forum Trajani which Ptolemy does not name, and 
that the aquae Lesitanae aie not distinct from the aquae 
Hypsitanae called after a tube, hut that the diffexence 
of the names and of the positions is to he explained by 
Ptolemy having taken his statements from two different 
sources, of which that from which the positions of the 
aquae Lesitanae, of the town of Yalentia, and of the 
aquae Neapolitanae have Leon taken, leekon the dis¬ 
tances of these places from Cmalis. For the aquae 
Lesitanae, according to Ptolemy, are situated about 25 
m.p to the north-west of Yalentia ; this is, however, the 
approximate distance between the baths, near Forum 
Trajani, and Yalentia {in parte Valeri za). Yalcncia 
itself, Ptolemy in so far places correctly as, according to 
the codex Yat ,it is 40 in p distant from Oaralis; the aquae 
Neapolitanae ( bagni di Sardara) (31° 45' lat, 30° 10' lat ) 
are likewise placed correctly, inasmuch as they are 60 
mp from Caialis But as the south-east coa^t of 
Sardinia is erroneously drawn by Ptolemy, m such a 
mannei that Caialis is not 60 hut nearly 160 m.p. 
distant from the aquae Hypsitanae near Fomin Trajani, 
the consequence is that all those positions correctly 
measured from Carahs are totally wrong when taken 
from a town on the west coast On the east coast, 
according to our editions of Ptolemv, the island of Her- 
maea 140° lat) would have to he placed where our map 
gives Fieana (41° lat) Oui ti an ^position is based on 
the authority of the codex Yaticanus, which confirms 
the modern name of Fiyarello for Ficaiia Aeeoidmg 
to the same codex, on the west coast beside Othaca as our 
map gives the Ptolemaic foim of the name, Othaea in¬ 
stead of the vulgate Osca. The Tab. Peutmg. has Utica, 
The island of Enosmi, which according to PI my, m., 
§ 84, lay opposite the south-western comer of Sardinia, 
we have identified with the Aecipitrum insula, the 
itpatca)V id]eras of Ptolemy, as nez m Hehiew signifies 
tepaf, hence ai-nezim would he the Pume name for 
vijaros UpaKCov 

We do not possess the necessary material for a more 
accurate topogiaphy of Cornea A road along the eoa^t 
from Manana to as far as Pall a, m the Ilm. Anton., 
p. 85, and the Ptolemaic list of tubes and names of towns 
are all that we possess A few ancient coast towns, the 
names of which can be recognised m those of model n 
times, must serve as staitmg points, for detei mining the 
approximate site of the other localities handed down to 
us by tradition. 


MAPS 16, 17. 

ITALIA SUPERIOR, ITALIA INFERIOR. 
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We do not as yet pos^s any woik in which tlie 
ancient geography of Italy is tieated in a more 
thorough manner than by E H Banbury, in his 
articles m the Dietioncivi/ of Greek and Roman Gcogr. 
refemng to Italy They therefore have been of 
the fiisfc impoitance for the construction of the maps. 
Of the works published subsequently and u«ed by us 
the most important is the collection of the Inset iptw /as 
latinac regm Neapolitans by Th Mommsen, which are oi 
oieat value for the explanation of the ancient Itinerant's; 
then the Altlatimsche Gliorograpluc mid btadte-gewhiehtc, 
by Albert Borman (Halle, 1832), and the Esvu sm■ la 
topograpine du Latium, by Desjardins (Pans 18o4) 

On the whole, it may be said that the position of nil 
the places m Italy of any importance is sufficiently u ell- 
known, and that the unceitamty is confined to smaller 
towns, which are known only from caiher Homan 
history, and which no longer existed at the time of 
Strabo and Pliny; for instance, m Latium where the 
endeavouis of Nibby, Westphal, Gcll, Lormann, an< 
others to identify those ancient towns with modem places 
or nuns aie more or less arbitrary. To discuss these 
disputed points here would exceed the limits ot this 

commentary Wo shall only remark that, m the 
map of Italia Superior, Forum Clodn is ideulihed 
with the modem Onuolo s Ono/o, and Sabate, nitli 
B> acciano, wheieas m the map of the Environs of Home 
(Map 19), drawn afterwards, both places aie marked 
close together, and are referied to the rums near 
the chuich dei 8.S. Maico, Marciano e Libeiato. Tor 
that Forum Clodn should correspond with the modem 
Onuolo, as Holstemus, Bciehard, Manneit, V> estphal, 
Kramer, Katausich, Spmner, and Kiepcrt believed, is 
impiobable, because there aie no traces of an ancient 
town m Onuolo, and because the distance com Hleia 
(Bieda) to Foium Clodii mentioned in the Tab Peutiug 
as 16 m p. would bo too great, and might lead us to infer 
a more southern position of the Forum. We obtain this 
distance near the above-mentioned church, wheie even 
Holstemus {ad Chnen Italian mil p 44) speaks of anti- 
aiutatis mo,mm,nta, which, however, were first moiecaie- 
fully investigated in the year 1859, by E (Be- 


couverte de la position drs Titles de Salute> du Forum Clodii, 
etc.) in the Annuli delV Indituto Arch. 1859, p. 55 full) 
and proved to belong to a not unimportant ancient city. 
That this town was Forum Clodn, as Desjardins correctly 
supposed, was subsequently confirmed by an inscription 
found there, which mentions the or do Forododiensium 
(Y. Nissgii and Zangemeister in the Bulletino delP In - 
Unto At eh , 1864, p 99). The town of Sabate, Des¬ 
jardins seeks in the modern Trengnano , a town on the 
north side of the lago di Bracewno, about 0 m.p. from 
S. Liberate* We cannot agree with him either in this or 
in several other points of Ins explanation of this pait 
of the Tabula Pouting Mure correctly Holstemus, 
Westphal, and Henzen fm the Bulletino , 1856, p 83) have 
claimed the site of S Liberate for Sabate, inasmuch as 
Sahate must have been situated m the closest vicinity of 
Forum Clodii, and as it is only mentioned m the Tabula 
Bout., and by no other ancient geogiapher, it may have 
become one town with Forum Clodn after the construc¬ 
tion of the via Clodm This is evident from the Tabula 
P giving no number of miles between Forum Clodn 
and Sabate, but simply the letters co , wheieas in other 
pissages we also findu). Desjaidms (Commentary to 
the Tab F., p 98) thinks this an utteily impiobable 
abbreviation of compendium , refemng to “ Its etnbranche- 
nients directs sans issue et qui avaient pour point (Tenet 
la localite quhls des servaient ou hien sur les segments de 
voies qui abiegeaient les distances ” It is more coneetto 
suppose that the cd is wmtten where two localities are 
situated so close to each other, that there seemed no 
mcesnty for stating the distance, and that it is an 
abbievL.ition of cominus fas cmiaus, on the other hand, is 
employed for stating distances, as for instance m the case 
of Ascomus Pedianus m Cicero, Vtrr Or m.: Emiuus 
cst Vulturous Capua tnn milha) Co is used m this 
sense between Roma and ad S Petr uni between Cosa 
and SuLcosa on the via Aurelia, between Tabellaria and 
Gravucae on the coast of Etruna, between Confiuentes 
and Singidunum at the confluence of the Dravus and the 
Danube in Moesia Su]>enor, between Puteoli* and Invi- 
mas m Campania, and between Ncapolis and Fons on 
the coast of Thrace. We conclude that even Holstemus 
undeistood the cd m tins sense Horn his own words (ad 
Cluv Ital, p 47): Sahuten et Forum Clodn Tabula con - 
jvnda fame docet. The fact of Holstemus nevertheless 
looking for Foium Clodn in Ouoh, arises fiom his be¬ 
lieving that Onolo was only two m p fiom S Liberato 
The opinion of Westphal also (m the Anndi dt IP Inst , 
1830, p. 32), that cd wa* equivalent to cum, although 
grammatically mcoiieef, is nevertheless m the mam 
identical with our own. 


MAP 18.

The drawing of the plan of Home is based upon the 
Plan de Home d Pechelle de 1.20,000, leve par les 
qfiieters d'etat major et pabhe au depot de la guerre (Paris, 

i 860 ). 

In so far as our maps indicate the sites and monu¬ 
ments of Home according to views not hitherto adopted 
by all aichmologists alike, we deem it necessary to explain 
the grounds, and refer to the au thou ties on which our 
com liisions are based, without in every instance totally 
rejecting the aiguments that maybe advanced on opposite 
sides. The woiks of excavation now m progress at Home, 
may bo expected to tlnow much more light at a future 
day on disputed questions of topography than has yet 
been obtainable At piesent w 7 e must be satisfied to 
benefit by the evidences that are before us. 

Determining the cincture of the Walls of the Kings, we 
place the Porta Triumph ads near the western angle of the 
Palatine Hill, and near to the site where some recently 
di-covexed remains of massive walls and square towers (m 
lithoid tufa of regular construction), below the church of 
S. Ana-tana, may now lie inspected by torchlight. These 
ruins which are sunounded by many others of different 
periods, some belonging to tho structures of the Circus 
Maximus, under the same church (see Parkeris Arclueo - 
logy of Rome , voL i. p 36), may be regarded as testi¬ 
mony to the fact that the ancient fortifications passed 
obliquely in a south-eastward dheetion fiom under 
the Taipeian Hock to a point below the western slopes 
of the Palatine A passage m the annals of Tacitus, 
mentioning the limitations of the primitive (Romu- 
lean) city and its encircling pomcermm, seems to favour 
our conclusion: “ Inde ceitis spatiis mterjecti lapides, 
per ima montis Palatini ad aram Consi, mox ad 
curias veteres—non a Homulo sed a T. Tatio additum 
(pomoenum) urbi credidere " [Ann xii. 24 ) 

Among the gates m the same cincture (the Walls of 
the Kings) we include two, the names of which are little 
known, at points where probability alone can he relied on 
m support of our supposition respecting them. At a 
south-western angle of thme walls we place the Porta 
Minvtia , so named eitherJifter the Mmutia “gens,” or 
after one of them in particular, Mmutius Augurinus, a 
tribune, to whom was erected, out of gratitude for his 
having reduced the price of gi am, a statue outside of the 
Porta*Trigemina (r. Pliny, xvni § 15, ed. Sillig). Due 
eastward we place the Poita PLetici) which is mentioned 
by Plautus alone among Latin authors (.Pseudolus , i. 3, 
97 ; Casina , i 6,2). 

In both our maps of the Forum (befoie and after the 
time of Julius Caesar) we place the Temple of Saturn 
close to the south-eastern fiont of the Tahulanum on the 
Capitohnc bill—therefoie considering it _ as identified 
with the extant rmus of a Corinthian peristyle on that 


hill-side (the Capitulme) —not until the ruins lower down 
westward, on the same declivity, of an Ionic peristyle in 
better preservation, which we designate as the Temple of 
Vespasian, or (more properly) of Yespasian and Titus. 
All ancient testimonies agree as to the connection be¬ 
tween the Temple of Saturn and the JEranum or the 
Treasury of State (i\ Plutarch, Public. 12). We con¬ 
clude that the chambeis containing the public money 
must have been numerous, and situated within the 
masMve buildings of the Tahulanum at the rear of that 
temple The former edifice is extant, still imposing 
and extensive, though incomplete and ruinous, on the 
Capitolme summit Seveial small daik chambers, long 
closed and disused, have been recently reopened and 
cleared of debris on the lower story of that ancient build¬ 
ing ; and the^e may have been entered from the eella of 
the Temple of Saturn, or from a vestibule communicating 
with it. The character of the LBrarium as a place of 
strength (not an isolated edifice as it would have been if 
connected with tho other, that which we designate as 
the Flavian temple dedicated by Domitian to his fathei 
and brother) L distinctly stated by Plutarch (deptf kcu 
Karaipovij k ai ourrem/SovAevToi’, Quaest Rom. 42 ) A 
lofty staircase with very steep steps of massive stonework 
under a st me vaulting/ leeently made permeable in the 
Tahularium, and descending from the highest to the 
lowest ytnry of that edifice, may be no other than the 
stun* of the Treasury alluded to'by Cicero m his “ Oratio 
pro M Fonteio ” “ Faeilius possit Alpcs, quam paueos 

JEi aril £iadus ascemlere ? ”* 

We place the Radi a Veteres , the site of which ha* 
been long disputed, near the south-eastern basement of 
the Capitolme lull, upon the Forum,—identifying them 
with the remains of a long rectilinear elevation of squaie- 
liew n stonework, m the i ear of which rises another . (a 
semicircular) elevation, m part bimed under earth, with 
vestiges of rich marble incrustation, this latter being 
called by some writers (as by Camna) the Rostra Foienses* 
by others (Bunsen and Platner m the Beschrcibung), 
Rod) a Capitolina The semicircular structure is probably 
a lesluiation by Scptimius Seveius of the Hostra of the 
imperial period, the lechlmear one being the moie ancient 
tribunal tor public oiatory, the Rostra, namely, removed 
by Julius C*csar from the original place where they stood 
near the Comitnim (Dion Cassius, xlm 49). There is a 
repi esentation in a small lehevo on tlie Arch of Constan¬ 
tine of the ancient Rostra as a rectilinear elevation, on 
vlneh that Emperor stands, while apparently addressing 
the people on the occasion of his triumph after the battle 
against Maxeiitiu*. (A drawing of this is given m the 
new edition of Fors\th\s Hortensius.) 

In our map of tile Forum before the time of Julius 
Caesar, we place the PEnuhan Basihca on the noith- 
eastern side of that aiea, almost the whole extent of which 
is occupied by the gieat edifice, most splendid among 
the basilicas of Republican Rome, winch w as founded by 
Lucius JEmilms Paullus, n c. 54 (r Cicero, ad Att. iv 
16; Plutarch, Caes 29). From the lines of Statius 
(Site. i. 1, 30) on the equestrian statue of Domitian, 
it is evident that this edifice stood opposite to the Julian 
Basilica, the extant rums of which are before us on 
the south-western side of the Forum That poet, deter¬ 
mining the situation of the above-named statue, informs 
ns that the two basilicas arose in its vicinity, one on 
each side of the imperial colossus, the platform supporting 
which has been recently found.—• 

Ad laterum passns hmc Julia tecta tuentur 

Dime belligei i &ublmiis Regia Paulh 

Between the two Basilicas (but, in our Map of the Forum 
before the time of Julius Caesar, between the ZEmilmn and 
the then existing Semproman, not the Julian, Basilica) 
passes, from noitli-east to south-'west, a rapidly flowing 
stream, recently brought to light after being long com¬ 
pletely concealed, and, as we now 7 see it, disappearing 
under the pavement of the Julian Basilica. ^ We 
designate this stream as the Lacus Semi tins mentioned 
by few 7 Latin waiters, and the site of winch lias hitherto 
been merely conjectural, no other w r ator, stagnant or 
flowing, having been found m this vicinity The only 
particular notice of this “ lacus ” by any ancient writer is 
the following in Fcstns, “De Yerborum Sigmficatione ” 
(p 290, ed. Muller): “ Servilius Lacus appellabatur eo, 
qui cum faciendum curaverat m prmcipio vici Jugan, 
cuntmens basilica* Julias, m quo loco fuit effigies hydiao 
posita a M Agrippa ”—which passage suffices to deter¬ 
mine its proximity to the Julian Basilica 

In both our Maps of the Foium we place the Conn- 
tium at the south-eastern side of that aiea, and near to 
it* extreme limit, determining its boundary, on the 
south-west, as formed by the Yia Sacra. Pliny (xxxiv. 
§ 12) tell* ns that the'Curia (or Senate House) com¬ 
menced by Sulla after the destruction of the earlier 
edifice by tire, bo 51, wns m the Comitium; also that 
the Curia founded hv Julius Caesar, finished in the 
reign of Augustus, and dedicated by him as Curia 
Julia, alike stood “in Conntiq” (xxxv § 27). There 
seems every reason for determining its site as adjacent 
to the rums of a Coimthian peristyle, commonly recog¬ 
nised as the Templum Castons, m the rear of which 
stand those other rums which w r e are induced to desig¬ 
nate as the Cuna Julia. Though w 7 e are informed by 
Dion of the transfer of the ancient Rostra, w T e find 
no mention of any removal of the Comitium from its 
original place. Near the south-western angle of 
the Comitium we place the Orcecostasis , originally an 
unroofed, though enclosed, area, w 7 here ambassadors and 
envoys used to assemble before their reception m the 
Curia by the Senate. That roofless area w 7 as finally 
transformed into a hall wuth columns, as represented 
on one of the fragments of the _ antique marble 
map of Rome now m the Capitolme Museum 


* It is true that Cieeio lieie speaks of “few” (paycos) steps, wlieiea* 
those ot the aneieut stanca&e m question aie not only very steep and 
massive, but numeious—no leu ei than sixty-seven May we not assume 
that the oiatoi heie allows himself a eeitain license, exaggerating the 
Luntidst for the sake of tin argument >l 
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(engraved in Canina, “ Indicassione Topografiea di Roma 
Antica,” JEpoca Imperial', tav. xii.) Bay, mention¬ 
ing that Caius Flatus, Curule iEdile, erected a 
bronze sedieula to Concord in the Comitium, thus par¬ 
ticularizes the situation of the Greeeostasis : “ qu® tunc 
supra Comitium erat ” (xxxni. § 19). Tarro informs us 
tliat the Greeeostasis stood near the nostra and. the 
Comitium : “ Suh dextra hujus (Rostri) a Comitmlocus 

suhstructus, nbi nationum subsisterent legati, qui ad 
senatum e&sent missi. Is Greeeostasis appellatus a parte 
nt multa. Senaculum supra Grsecostasin, ubi cedes Oon- 
eordia et basilica Opimia,” (de Lingua Latina, y., § 

156, ed. Muller). This hall for ambassadors was re¬ 
built by Antoninus Pius, as Capitolinus (Anton, Lius 8) 


informs us. 

Some ruins recently brought to light near the cnurcn ox 
S. Maria Liberatnce, below the north-eastern base of the 
Palatine hill, may, without any doubt, be identified as 
the Tcmplum Vesice, the site of which is determined by 
the above quoted lines of Statius, “ Equus Maximus 
Domitiani ” (Sib. i. 1, 1). The equestrian effigy of 
Domitian, as he describes, stood with its hack towards 
the Temples of Concord and of Vespasian, while its face 
looked on the Palatine buildings, on the temple of the 
Dioscuri (or Templum Gastons), and that of Vesta.

In the course of late works, and through the removal of 
accumulated soil near S. Maria Liberatrice, the remains 
of a circular edifice—now a confused mass of rubble with 
a few courses of stone masonry—have been discovered 
near the site on which were dug up, m the 16th century, 
twelve honorary inscriptions to individuals enrolled 
among the Vestal Virgins (Gruter, Insc. Rom, pp. 809, 
310, 311; JAldroandi, Raccolta delle Statue di Roma). 
Here we have, assuredly, the temple often destroyed, 
and as often restored, since the days of Knma, where the 
Vestal sisterhood (exploratas minis fras, as Statins calls 
them, referring to their many misfortunes and the vicis¬ 
situdes to which their sanctuary had been exposed) bad 
the guardianship of the sacred fire (Troicus ignis), also 
of the Palladium. 

Hear the south-western angle of the Forum, and 
immediately below the declivity of the Palatine hill, 
stands a conspicuous building in roofless ruin, an immense 
quadrangular hall in the best antique Roman brickwork 
intersected by large constructive arches (like those very 
strongly marked m the rotunda of the Pantheon), the 
firm masonry being similar to that of other edifices of the 
Augustan age. In this we recognise the Curia Julia, the 
imperial Senate House dedicated, by Augustus to his 
great uncle Julius Cmsar, and which probably occupied 
the place of the ancient Curia Hostilia burnt down, or 
at least ruined by fire, at the tumultuous funeral of 
Clodins, b c. 51 (Cicero, pro Milone, 38.) No other 
ruins, in the vicinity of the Forum Romanum, have 
alike with these the character of a great hall appro¬ 
priated for public assemblage. Some writers suppose 
that we see here the vestibule built by Caius Csesar for 
communication between bis palace and the Templum 
Castoris, where he used to seat himself, demanding wor¬ 
ship, between the statues of the Divine Tv?ins. The 
ruins seem to us too important and extensive for such 
origin or purpose to be supposable; and the short reign 
of Cains could hardly have allowed time for any great 
public buildings—still less for any such as were under¬ 
taken to gratify his private whims—to be completed. 

Returning to consider objects comprised within the 
comparatively narrow area of the Forum Romanum, we 
have to notice two buildings discovered in the course of 
recent excavations, and as to both of which the charac¬ 
ter and origin are self-evident: 1. The AEdes Gcesans or 
Templum Livi Juki, now reduced to little more than a 
formless pile of masonry with some few remnants of mas¬ 
sive walls in tufa stonework, and of a marble stylobate, 
though one distinctly discernible adjunct remains in form 
of a semi-circular tribune, or elevated platform on a 
stone basement, parallel to what must have been the 
facade of this temple, on the northern side. The fane 
was raised by Augustus, and dedicated to the “ Divus 
Julius,” b.c. 29, on the site where the body of the 
Dictator had been consumed, and where almost imme¬ 
diately afterwards had been placed an altar, and subse¬ 
quently a porphyry column with the epigraph “ Parenti 
Patriee.” The situation of this temple is determined by 
Ovid as looking (namely its facade) towards the Capitol, 
consequently across the intervening Forum, and as in 
the vicinity of the Templum Castoris : 


Eac jubar ut semper Capitoha nostra Forumqne 
Divus ab excelsa prospectet Julius sede, 

(Metwm, xv. 841 ) 

Eratnbus adsimilis, quos proxxma templa tenentes 
Diyus ab excelsa Julius aede videt. 

(ExPonto, li 2, 85.) 


Such precisely is the aspect of the ruinous building 
lately discovered—its facade, parallel with the rostra, 
being turned towards the Oapitoline hill; its flank, the 
south-westerly, almost opposite to the peristyle of the 
Dioscuri. Temple. The Rostra here before us were 
erected in front of the iEdes Csesaris by Augustus, and 
thence designated t£ Rostra Julii. ? ’ Here were subse¬ 
quently delivered the funeral orations over the bodies of 
emperors—first over that of Augustus—before the 
cremation on the pyre (Dion, Ivi. 34 ; Sueton. Oct. 101). 

2. The extensive ruins of the Julian Basilica, founded 
by Augustus, which occupy the greater part of the south¬ 
western side of the Forum, partially cleared from super¬ 
incumbent soil, and debris through labours undertaken 
under the Pontifical Government and directed by Canina, 
1853. They have been completely laid open since the 
change of government at Rome, and are now to the full 
extent visible. They consist principally of a wide plat¬ 
form with much of the rich inlaid pavement of coloured 


marbles, also a variety of marble fragments, sculptures, 
architectonic ornaments, epigraphs (Greek and Data), 
basements for statues, &e., and, at the north-western 
extremity, some lofty ruins of the arcades (brickwork) wit 
which the whole interior must have been surrounded 
its area being divided, like some of our cathedrals, into 
four aisles and a central nave. This basilica occupied 
the site of an earlier edifice, dedicated to similar uses, the 
Sempronian basilica founded, b.c. 163, by Sempromus 
Gracchus, father of the two distinguished but unlortunate 
Tribunes. In the 16th century an epigraph, or memorial 
inscription, was dug up on this spot, recording the erection 
of a statue of Julius Csesar within these walls, ana also a 
restoration of this basilica by a Prefect of the city, 

377. Anastasius, in the life of Pope Julius I. (33/-35^) 
mentions a church founded by that Roman bishop 
ee Juxta Forum,” and named, after him, “Basilica 
Julias.” The arcades near the . north-western angle of 
the antique (the Heathen) basilica are filled up with 
masonry such as indicates the period of decadence ; and 
it is probable that we have here before us the church 
built in the 4th century—now a ruin within ruins, the 
dedication of the imperial Court of Justice and that of the 
primitive Christian cathedral thus singularly accordant! 

The accompanying plan shows the most recent exca¬ 
vations in the Forum on a larger scale than was possible 
m our map. 
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We have alluded to the recently discovered basement 
of the equestrian statue of Domitian. It consists of a 
mass of rude stonework, once, we may suppose, clothed 
with marble, placed at the north-eastern side of the Forum 
—an important acquisition to the known range of 
antiquities upon this site, seeing how that imperial effigy 
serves, thanks to the descriptive lines of Statius, for 
determining the topography of the Forum Romanum. 

. In our map of the Fora under the Empire the latest 
discoveiies on the Palatine hill are particularized 
conformably with conclusions as to the origin, respec¬ 
tively, of the buildings on that mount, now generally ad¬ 
mitted by Roman and other archseologists. To a mass of 
ruins, conspicuous hut without any vestige of architectural 
design or adornment, on the north-eastern slope of the 
hill, we give the name of Templum Jovis Statons, 
assuming it. to he the fane originally vowed by Romu¬ 
lus (Liv. i. 12), but actually founded in a much 
later age (a.tj.c, 458) in conformity with a vow made, 
during the war against the Samnites, by the Consul 
Attilius Regulus (Liv. x. 36-37), To another elevated 
pile of masonry with remains of buttress walls on 
the perpendicular sides, and broken columns (of tufa 
fluted) now ranged along the summit—in fact, a stylo¬ 
bate with scarcely any ruins of the cella that stood upon 
it—we give the name Templum Jovis Victor is, recog¬ 
nising in this the temple founded, a.tj.c. 459, by Q. 
Fabius Rullianus in fulfilment of another vow made 
also during war with the Samnites (Liv. x. 29.). In 
this temple used to he hung, by victorious generals, the 
trophies and spoils taken in battle (Ovid, Fasti, iv.). The 
better preserved remains of buildings, an extensive suite 
of halls and porticos, &c., containing many remnants 
of marble decoration, fragmentary sculptures, rich pave¬ 
ments, cornices and friezes, on the terrace-ground further 
southward, we designate as the Lomus Flavii, commenced 
by Vespasian, and . finished, with great splendour, by 
Domitian. The ruins (less spared by time) extending 
along the western declivities of the hill, and in sncli 
still compact .masonry (brickwork with large tiles) as we 
usually find in Roman structures of the first century of 
our era, we assume to be the Lomus Tiberiana, added 
to the other buildings for imperial residence by 
Tiberias, which same house is known to have been in¬ 
habited by Antoninus Pius and Marcus Aurelius. It is 
perhaps impossible to determine the precise date of the 


halls opening on an hypsetheal court (on a north-western 
terrace of this hill) in which are seen numerous paintings, 
executed on intonaco and still almost perfectly preserved, 
of singular beauty and grace, design and finish being alike 
admirable. Some Roman archseologists suppose that the 
mansion in question was a residence of Germanicus, 
father of the Emperor Gains. We conclude that those 
valuable paintings on its inner walls cannot be more 
ancient than the period of the Antonine Emperors.

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G R EECE IN THE HEROIC AGE. 
GREECE AFTER th* DORIC MIGRATION. 


A. 

In regard to the development of the ethnographical 
relations of Greece in the earliest times, there are no 
traditions so consistent, safe and complete as to guide 
us and enable us to dispense with all hypotheses. Hence 
even modem scholars conceive the prehistoric conditions 
of the countries under discussion in very different ways. 
The conception, upon which our map is based, is briefly 
the following :— 

In the most ancient times, as far back as our know¬ 
ledge and conjectures can carry ns, we distinguish two 
great congeries of nations, the Leleges and the Pelas- 
gians. Both belong to the same race which once 
occupied the whole of Asia Minor, before the continuity 
of the settlements and the purity of the blood were 
disturbed by the advance of the Semitic tribes, and 
before a portion of the inhabitants of western Asia 
Minor proceeded to Europe by various migrations. 

The Leleges had their original seats in south-western 
Asia Minor, where they amalgamated with the Semitic 
Carians. We also find them in southern Troas, upon 
the adjacent islands of Samos, Chios, Cos, Syme, Nisyros, 
Calydna, and further upon the Cyclades, whence they 
took possession of the valleys of the Eurotas and Pamisus, 
the whole of the west coast of Peloponnesus, the Oephal- 
lenian islands, and spread in Central Greece through 
Aearnania, Aetolia, Locris, partially in Phocis and 
Boeotia, and probably also in Thessaly. Further traces 
of countries once occupied by the Leleges may he found, 
if we consider the original forms of worship peculiar to 
the Leleges. (See Deluding, Lie Leleger, Leipzig, 1862). 

We understand the name of Pelasgians to include the 
earliest inhabitants of the rest of Greece, as well as of 
Epirus, Macedonia, and a part of Thrace, much in the 
same way as, in Aeschylus ( Suppl. 280), the empire of 
King Pelasgus extends in the north from the countries 
watered by the rivers Strymon and Axius, to the sea 
west of Dodona. Although some of the names of the 
tribes appertaining to this country, and to the earliest 
times, may belong to heterogeneous races, still these 
cannot be ascertained with any degree of certainty. 

The principal changes which occurred in regard to 
the seats of the individual tribes are briefly the follow¬ 
ing :— 

In the country afterwards called Thessaly, the Lapithae 
and the kindred tribe of the Phlegyae spread at the ex¬ 
pense of the Perrhaebi, the Centauri and the Aenianes. 
The Perrhaebi were driven back northwards from the 
country of the Peneus to Mount Olympus, some of them, 
migrated, and, under the name of Perrhaebi Metanastae, 
settled down beyond Mount Pindus in the vicinity of the 
Dolopes and the Athamanes. The semi-mythical Cen¬ 
tauri emigrated from Magnesia to the north-western 
corner of Thessaly, -which was inhabited by the Aethices. 
This district also became the home of a portion of the 
Aenianes, who were expelled from the Dotian plains, 
whereas another portion proceeded southwards and ac¬ 
quired a new territory in the valley of the Spereheus. 
We hear nothing of the subsequent history of the Lapi¬ 
thae, except that the Dorians, under Aegimius, earned 
on a successful war against them. 

The Minyans , a tribe related to the Phlegyae, appear 
at first to have lived in Northern Thessaly, on the subse¬ 
quent borders of Macedonia, for a town with the name 
of Minya,. and an Orchomenos are said to have existed 
there : history, however, only knows of this tribe in 
Thessaly as the inhabitants of the shores of the Pagasaean 
Gulf, in the vicinity of Ioleos, where they had for their 
eastern neighbours the Boeotians, in the towns of Arne, 
Iton and Thebes. These Boeotians (perhaps expelled by 
the Minyans), were, as it seems, driven from thence, and 
withdrew to the north-west, where they founded another 
Arne about the southern tributaries of the Peneus. 
A portion of the Minyans proceeded from Thessaly 
to Lemnos; others founded in what was subsequently 
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Boeotia, tlie kingdom of Orcfcomeno*, which, when at 
the height of its prosperity, extended over the territories 
Ooronea, Haliartus, Lehadea, Midea (afterwards 
Chaeronea), and over the whole of northern Boeotia. 
J-he Mmyans, when they migrated to Boeotia weie 
accompanied hy Phlegyae, who We founded the to™ 
or 1 anopens, in Phocis.

The Cadmeans appear m history first at the mouth of 
tlie Peneus, between Olympus aud Ossa, where there 
existed a town called Homolomm. They probably came 
ih )m iJ le co ™try about Pangaeon, which lies opposite to 
the Ihracian Thasos, and about the gold mines near 
Cremde^ where^ they came in contact with the Phoeni- 
™ s _’ ^eing diiven thence by the Paeomans, they, like 
the Thracian Ahantes, migrated partly to Greece and 
partly to Illyricum. In North Thessaly, as already said, 
they drove out the neighbouring Doimns. Thereupon 
they came to Boeotia, there humbled the kingdom of 
Orchomenos, and founded that of Thebes, which during 
the^war with the Epigom succumbed to the arms of a 
confederation of Peloponnesian chiefs Of the smaller 
tribes, which the Mmyans and the Cadmeans had found 
m Boeotia (Aones, in the plain of Thebes, Hyantes at 
Aleomenae and Onchestus, Ilectenes, Temmices), the 
dislodged Hyantes founded Hyampolis m Phocis, and 
seem to have also penetrated into Aetolia, if we may 
believe the statement that Aetolia was at one time called 
Hyantis 

We have m the next place to mention the successive 
advances, probably m different migrations of tribes from 
Asia Minor, which Herodotus, vn 20, mentions as the 
ante-Tiojan immigration of the Teucrians and Mysians, 
winch extended through the vhole of Thracia as far as 
the Ionian Sea, and southwards as far as the Peneus. 
Iran these Asiatics aie descended, m the north of 
ancient Thrace, the Mysi, or Moesi, and the Dai dam, m 
the south, the kingdom of the Paeones, whom Homer 
mentions among the confederates of Troy, and whose 
chief, Asterius, the son of Pelagors, resided at Arnydon 
on the Axios. Our map gives the approximate extent 
of this ancient Paeonia, which may ha\e been composed 
of many heterogeneous elements (ef B. Gieseke, 
Thrakisch-Pelasgische Slamme dev Balhimnsel mid litre 
Wanderungen in mythiseher Zed, Leipzig, 1858) It 
included the Syropaeones, Paeoplae, Doberes, Odo- 
mantes, Mygdones, Crusaei, Sithones, Edones, Agrianes 
and Laeaei, the Pelagones of the Lyncestis, the Biyges 
on the Bermius, and as Pliny, iv , § 35, says, the 
Eoidenses, the frlmopii and the Paroraei. Eustathius 
ad II xvi 233 (cf Aeschyl Sujtpl. 254) mentions the 
Paeones as neighbours of "the Selli and Dolopes Their 
extending southwards as far as the Peneus (Heiodot 1.1) is 
confirmed, as it seems, hy the fact that Strabo (vii. p 327) 
speaks of the already mentioned tnpolis m noitli Thessaly 
(Pythium, Doliehe and Azorus) as tripohtis Pelagoma.* 
Further, that some portions of those Asiatic immigrants 
are said to have advanced as far as the Ionian Sea, is 
found to be confirmed by the fact that we find Bryges 
or Brygae not only on the Bermius, hut also on the 
borders between Macedonia and Illyncum, and in the 
vicinity of Dyrrachium, and that the country south of the 
latter, on the Eordaicus fi , m the neighbourhood of the 
mountain wdiich is now (and probably also m antiquity 
was) called Begot ra, was inhabited by Eordi, whom we 
also hear of in Paeonia on Lake Begorntis 

In consequence of the Asiatic immigration, the earlier 
inhabitants of Pelasgian Thrace (to which Dionysos, 
Orpheus, and the worship of the Muses are assigned) 
were partly subjugated, partly driven back from the 
fruitful river valleys into the mountains, and partly 
compelled to emigrate The Thracians advanced through 
the Yale of Tempe and through Thessaly into Boeotia 
and Phocis, where they settled on the slopes of Mounts 
Parnassus and Helicon, m the towns of Daulis, Abae, 
Thraeis, Nysa, Ascra, Thespiae, Anthedon, and also in 
Eleusis The Ab antes are said to have proceeded to 
Euboea from the Phocian Abae. We find another branch 
of the Abantes about the Cerauman mountains, whither 
they had probably come direct from Thrace. Other 
Pelasgians from Thrace ( oi £k OpaKijs biafiavres 
IleAa <ryi&T<u, Scymn. Ch. 504) took possession of the 
islands of Sciathus and Skyros, the inhabitants of which, 
according to other authorities, were Dolopes, whom we 
also find in Southern Magnesia, m Northern Euboea, and 
about Mount Pindus. 

The advance of the Paeones probably also occasioned 
the movement which proceeded from Epirus. At the

time of Odvssens a war between the Epirot Thcsproftans 
and the Phrygians was mentioned m the Telegony of 
Eugamnion An eaihei collision of these hostile elements 
might, therefore, aLo have been the reason why the Selli 
(^eAAot) or Helli ( t EAAoi), the inhabitants of the country 
lound about Dodona, and about the sources of the Ache- 
lous, winch Hesiod calls 'EAAoTrfii, and Aristotle ancient 
Hellas ( c EAAa<r i] bpyaia , Meteor, i 14, 21 , ‘EAAa? ?) 
apxaiorarrj, Sehol IL xx 194), and in which even the 
existence of Achaeans (perhaps of Asiatic oiigm, like the 
Pclopidae) may also be assumed, crossed the Pmdus into 
the countiy of Phthia m South cm Thessaly. The name 
Hellas was transferred to these new settlements, and 
the Achaeans are fiist met with m history m this 
district, subsequently called Phthia, Achaia Phthiotis. 
An impenetrable obscurity envelopes tlie further diffusion 
of these Hellenic Achaeans m the Peloponnesus, and 
their connection with the mysterious Pelopidae. TTe 
shall confine ourselves to stating that the Achaeans under 
the dominion of the Pelopidan chiefs conquered the ter¬ 
ritories of Mycenae, Tiryns, Mideia and Argos, then 
extended their rule over the valleys of the Eurotas and 
Pamisus, and occupied the islands of Aegina and Salanns. 
At the same period the royal race of the Nelides, with 
their retinue, came from Thessaly to Peloponnesus, and 
there founded the kingdom of Pylos. 

These are the principal movements of the tribes in 
Greece up to the time of the Trojan war, which can he 
made out. The Map of Greece dux mg the Heroic Age 
gives a survey of the ethnographical relations at that 
period. 

B. 

As emly as sixty years after the Trojan war new com¬ 
motions commenced which considerably changed the map 
of Greece. The Thesproturn tribe of the Thessalians cross 
the Pindus, and in the first place take possession of the 
territory of the Aeolian Boeotians or Arnacans, which 
subsequently received the name of Thessaliotis when 
Thessaly was divided into four districts. The Boeotians 
withdraw to the country which they named Boeotia; 
other Thessalian Aeolians proceed to Aetolia, where the 
country round about Oalydon and Pleuron received tlie 
name of Aeohs; others, who remained in the country, 
became penestae subject to the conquerors; the Perr- 
haebi, the Magnetians, and the Achaean Phthiots 
preserved a certain political independence and, together 
vith Thessalians, were reckoned as members of the 
Amphictyonic league. 

In Boeotia the new comers founded a new Arne to the 
south of lake Copais, took possession of the town of 
Chaeronea, then, proceeding from this place, annihilated 
the kingdom of Orchomenos, and drove fiom the Plain 
of Thebes the Thracians, who withdrew to Mount 
Cithaeron, and the Tyrrhenian Pelasgians, who fled to 
Attica. 

About the same period another movement proceeded 
from the Dorian Tetrapolis. One portion of those 
Dorians, together with other fugitives from other dis¬ 
tricts, left the country, settled in Bulis, on the Bay of 
Oormth, and, m conjunction with the Aetolians, crossed 
the straits of Rhion into Peloponnesus. Here the 
Epeians surrendered themselves to the Aetolians, who 
weie a kindred race, and they were henceforth called 
Eleans, from Elis, the name of the chief city. Pisatis 
and Triphyha remained independent states, but recog¬ 
nised the supremacy of the Eleaus. Meanwhile the 
Dorians migrated, probably through the valley of the 
Alpheus, into the valleys of the Pamisus and Eurotas. 

In the former they established themselves m Stenyclarus, 
and then conquered the remaining portion of Messema, 
which the Nelides of Pylos had taken possession of after 
the death of Menelaus. 

The Dorians met with greater resistance in the valley 
of the Eurotas, where they, in the first place, only ad¬ 
vanced as far as Sparta. Amyelae, and the whole of the 
southern portion of Laconia, were not conquered until the 
reign of Ling Teleelos (b c, 827-788 F) and his successors. 

In the north the Dorians extended their rule at the 
expense of the Arcadians, but tins likewise took place 
but slowly. Aegyswas not annexed till shoitly before 
the time of Lycurgus Prom Laconia they took posses¬ 
sion of the town and territory of Argos ; but Tiryns, 
Mycenae and Mideia still remained Achaean for a long 
time; on the other hand, Corinth, Troezen, Sicyon, 
Epidaurus, Plilius, Cleonae, Megara, which at an earlier 
time belonged to Attica and Epidaurus, were Donamsed 
soon afterwards The Achaeans, who were expelled by 
the Doric invasion, occupied the Ionian Aegialea, which 
the new settlers named Achaia. The Iomans, whose 
earlier history is unknown to ns, proceeded to Attica 
The east coast of Peloponnesus, which extends south¬ 
wards from the Plains of Argolis to Malea, seems as if 
it ought to be regarded as belonging to Argos, although 
it does not actually do so, however, Oynuiia was con¬ 
quered hy the Lacedaemonians as eaily as the reigns of 
Echestratus and Eurypon (b c 1030-985 ?), but were at 
a later period recovered by the Argives, who retained it 
down to the year 547 b c 

From Attica, which was overflowing with fugitives 
from various countries during these commotions, the 
Tyrrhenian Pelasgians, vrho had fortified the citadel of 
Athens, proceeded to Lemnos (where they drove the 
Mmyans out of Myrrna), Imbros and Samothrace. From 
Lemnos they founded upon the peninsula of Mount 
Athos, the five towns of Cleonae, OLphyxos, Acrothoum, 
Dium, and Thyssus. Others settled m Cyzicus (whence 
they expelled the Pelasgians, who were the earlier 
inhabitants), and in Placia and Scj lace on the Propontis 
Tyrrhenian Pelasgians are also mentioned in Mctaon, m 
the island of Lesbos, in Termeia on the coast of Cana, 
and at Cape Malea. I 

The Mmyans, who were driven from Lemnos, settled | 
in Laconica, about Taenaron, among the Achaeans, and j 
from here they proceeded, partly by kind, to Tnphyha, j 

where Macistus, Lepreum, Plmxa, Nudiuni, Pyrgi and ' 

Aepeum are mentioned as towns belonging to the j 


Minyans, and partly in conjunction with Achaeans and 
some Dorians, under the leadoiMap of the Aegide Theias, 
to the island then called Oallistc, but subsequently Thera' 
Other Mmyans went to Melos and to Crete 
The same peiiod saw the establishment of the Aeolian 
colonies on the continent of Asia Minor and the adjacent 
islands, by Thessalian and Peloponnesian Achaeans, 
Boeotians and Locrians These were made hy several 
expeditions, Boeotian Aulis and the coast of Lochs being 
mentioned as the points from which they started. I he 
necessary remarks regarding these, as well as the Ionian 
and Donau colonies, ha\c already been made under 
Map 9.

Plain of Troy . 

The drawing of the Plain of Troy is borrowed from 
the Journal of the Royal Geographical Society oj London , 
vol xu (1842). The map there given bears the title of 
a Topographical Survey of the Plain of Troy , hy Captain 
Graves, T. A . B. Spratt, E*q , and other officers of the 
Royal JSfay, mth the ancient sites determined on the spot, 
by Bh\ P. W. Forchhammer. Brawn hy John At tow- 
smith. It is accompanied by a treatise by Forchhammer, 
On > the Topography of Troy. Among the lecent works 
which treat of the question about the site of ancient 
Ilion, we have made use of the following . H. W Akland, 
The Plains of Troy , illustrated hy a Panoramic Dialling 
talcen on spot, and a Map constructed after the latest Sunem 
Oxford, 1839.

We have been unable to make use of. J. G. von Hahn, 
Die Aiisgrabungen auf der homenschen Pergamos m zuei 
Sendschreiben an George Finlay, mit 4 lithograph trim 
Tafeln . Leipzig, 1865. (The author agrees with Welcker 
m all mam points), and Nicolaides, Topographie de IThade, 
Paris, 1867. 

According to the most widely spread opinion of the 
ancients, the Homeric Ilion stood upon the same spot 
where stood the Ilion of histone times, which, Strabo 
says, was founded in the days of Croesus, and which 
appears to have stood, down to the fourth century after 
Christ, where are the rums of what is now called IPs- 
sarhk. The recent excavations of Dr. Schliemann have 
most unquestionably proved that in remote times a town 
existed on this site of the historic Troy. 

The site proposed by Demetrius of Scepsis, and adopted 
by Strabo, was a place called the village of the Ilienses 
(?) TAieW Koynf) with no ancient rums whatever, near 
Ahs/n Kent. “It can scarcely be doubted,” says Leake 
{Asia Minor, p. 280), “that a person totally unacquainted 
with the Iliad, but accustomed to observe the positions of 
ancient towns, would fix on Bnnarbashi for the site of the 
chief city of the surrounding country.” The first who 
assigned this spot as the site of ancient Ilium was Che¬ 
valier (1785). He was succeeded hy Sibthrop and John 
Hawkins (1794), Mornt (1795), W. Gell and E. Dod- 
well (1801). There then appeared as opponents to this 
view, E. D. Clarke (1812), Pennell (1814), C. MacLaren 
(1822), and Barker Webb (1822). Thereupon it was 
again defended by W. M. Leake (first in his Researches 
in Greece, 1814, and then more fully m his Asia Minor , 
1824), Hamilton and Forster (1818), Joseph von Ham¬ 
mer, von Prokesch, H. W. Acland, Mauduit, Spiatt and 
Forchhammer, Welcker, von Hahn, and Nicolaides. 
These views, and especially the explanations given by 
Welcker, form tlie basis of our map, which was drawn 
long before Schliemann made any excavations. But the 
extensive remains found by Schliemann at Rissarlik now 
incline us to think that the latter was the site of the 
Trojan Ilium. We have given m a separate map (No. 43) 
a plan of the imns discovered by Schliemann at Ihs- 
sarhk. 

We observe here that to the north of the village of 
Bnnarbashi and to the east of the wells mentioned there 
is an isolated hill, only 15 feet high and of small cir¬ 
cumference, which is now called Garhk, and which von 
Hahn, 11, p 33, believes to he the hill which Homer 
(IL n. 813) calls Bcmeta The insignificant rums near 
Bnnarbashi are the remains of a citadel which can have 
belonged only to a small town. The place seems still 
to have been inhabited at the time of Demetiius Scepsis, 
for all the coins found there, according to the opinion of 
Baron von Prokesch, belong to the second and third cen¬ 
tury b c ( vid. Hahn, 11, p. 34). 

The former coast line formed a deep bay between 
Sigeum and Rhoeteum, as, according to Spratt, may be 
inferred from the piesent condition of the coast. It is 
drawn in our map according to the distance, mentioned 
by Pliny and Strabo, from Demetrius, between the town 
of Ilium and the portus Achaeorum. According to this 
the length of coast from Sigeum to Rhoeteum and Aean- 
tmm would have amounted to about CO stadia; wheieas 
the distance between the two extreme points m a direct 
line amounts only to 30 stadia. The latter measurement 
is given hy Pliny, v., § 125 “ Aeantium xxx. stadiorum

In regard to these maps, which show the political 
state of Greece at certain epochs of well-attested history, 
it is sufficient to refer the student to recent historical 
works. We shall confine ourselves to a few remarks. 

Elimeia, Orestis and Lynecstis had chiefs of their own 
at the time of the Persian wars, and continued to he 
so governed during the Peloponnesian war. It is un¬ 
certain whether at that time, as afterwards under Per- 
dieeas (Time. ii. 99), they recognised the supremacy of 
the Macedonian kings. It was not till after the Persian 
wars that the Grestonaeans and the Bisaltes came to 
Macedonia, which at the time of the Peloponnesian war 
extended as far as the lower Strymon.—The Paeonian 
tribes of the Paeoplae and Siropaeones were transported 
to Persia by Megabyzus (Herodot y. 15); their names 
are therefore given in parentheses in Map 22.—In 
Hellespontian Phrygia (Map 21, K b) the coast town 
at Dascylium (now Jaskili) has, by a mistake, been 
placed inland to the south of its position on the coast 
This coast town must be distinguished from the Dascy- 
lium, which is said to have stood on lake Dascylitis; 
and this lake can in no case have been situated near the 
above-mentioned coast town.—The position of the town 
of Hephaestia in the island of Lemnos, in Map 21, mnst 
be corrected from Map 27. 

The list of the towns tributary to the Athenians from 
the fragmentary tables found in Athens, is based upon 
tbe excellent work of Boeckh, the StaatshausJiaUimg der 
Athener, tom. ii. Since then some new fragments of 
those tables have been found, by means of which a few 
names have been added to the list of towns (Y. Monats- 
benchte der Berliner Akad. 1865, p. 209—219 and 
ibid., 1871, p. 217—219).— The Agraei, in Map 22 
(lit), ought to have been separated from the other 
Aetolians by a boundary line; for at the time of the 
Peloponnesian war they had a king of their own. 

The map of Greece, at the time of the Achaean 
League (Map 23) represents the period in which the 
HA eo^viKos wo'Aepos commenced. Up to that time the 
extension of the league had continued to increase without 
any relapse; thereupon the largest portion of the acquired 
territory was again lost, but was afterwards gradually 
reconquered, and by the addition of other territories was 
increased to such an extent that m the year 191 
the league included the whole of Peloponnesus and 
Megara. It is difficult to ascertain the exact chronology 
of these gradual extensions. The statements referring

The name Euristo (EvpurrcLv) is probably derived from 
the Greek ^Eptycor, as the letters o-r and t are very fre¬ 
quently confounded. 

In regard to the valley of the Strymon we must 
observe, where our map (Ka) gives a river flowing from 
the west into the Strymon to the south-west of Demir - 
Jimar, the new map of Turkey gives a small lake, which 
has only recently become known through surveys made 
by Russian officers. This lake, on the shores of which 
stands the village of Bukoro, Kiepert, m his new map of 
Hellas, regards as the lake Prasias of Herodotus: he places 
Heraelea Smtica on its shores and calls the mountains 
(Belesh Blamna ) situated to the north of the lake the 
Oeicine mons, whereas, like all other geographers, he 
places the Cercmitis lake on the lower Strymon. We 
cannot look upon these hypotheses as probable. The 
Cercme mountains are doubtless that chain which extends 
to tbe west of tbe Strymon and lake Oereimtis, and tie 
modern name Kurscha Balkan, which Kiepert’s latest 
map of Turkey has, might very well have some connection 
with the ancient name of Cercine. Whether lake Prasias, 
the inhabitants of the shores of which fetched their wood 
from the Orbelus (Herodot., v., 15 ff.), is identical with 
lake Cercmitis (Tachiyno lac.) of the lower Strymon as 
we have, assumed, with Leake, is certainly doubtful. 
Several scholars have inferred from Herodotus, v. 17, 
that lake Prasias must be looked for to the west of the 
btrymon, and hence that it is identical with the Bolbe 
lacus (Beshik lac.). In doing this it has certainly to be 
supposed that Herodotus extended the name of Orbelus 
to the mountains lying to the west of the Strvmon. If 
this be admitted, and it may be excused, considering the 
much greater error of Strabo, who in lib. Hi, frf 36 
himself speaks of the Rhopope mons as runnum- north¬ 
westwards from the lower Strymon, we should like to urge

importance can be set upon this, as there are many 
inaccuracies in his geography of' Macedonia. Pliny, iy 
§ 42, also favours a more eastern position, for he mentions 
Scotussa beside Philippi. 

The river Zygaetes, mentioned by Appian (B.C. fr 
105), in the neighbourhood of Philippi, is probably not 
the modern Munltza, as is assumed in our map, hut an 
unimportant rivulet to the south of Philippi, which flows 
from the west and falls into the Augites, and upon which 
in Kiepert’s latest map of Turkey, stands a Yillave with 
almost the same name, Zygactc, 5 m. p. HAY of J\ r ea- 
polis (Y. Perrot, Baton, Neapohs et la plaine de Bhilimes 
m the Berue Archaeol. 1860). 1 

On the west coast of Clialcidiee, where stood the coast- 
towns enumerated by Herodotus between Potidaea and 
Aenea, the situation of Smila is determined by the 
situation of the cape called Simla in the RnglLh mari¬ 
time charts.. The form Aesa, instead of the Lisae of 
Herodotus, is taken from the list of tributes. 

In Macedonia (H b), Kiepert places a Citarius M. 
(which is identified with the modem Turlo M.) to the 
north of Bermius M.; this he does m accordance with 
the editions of Ptolemy (iii. 12, p 222, ed. Wilberg), the 
inaccuracies of which, however, are perceptible even from 
the fact that, according to them, Mount Bermius would 
be situated in Thessaly, whereas the succession of names 
in Ptolemy surely demands that it must lie to the north 
of Citarius. Hence the statements in regard to lati¬ 
tude m our editions must be corrected by means of the 
Codex Yaticanus in such a manner that the Citarius comes 
to stand on the borders of Thessaly, and is not different 
from the Ttrdptoi> op os (connected with Mount Olympus) 
of Strabo vii. Frag. 14 ix. p. 441, where in several 
Mob. tiie iorm K trap top also exists. 

The river Astiaeus, which, according to Aelian, H A 
xv. 1, flows between Beroea and Thessalomca (Bepotas 
re Kai ©eo-o-aAouiKps pJaos pel), and whose course we have 
not defined, is in Kiepert’s map the river which flows 
north of Beroea, and falls into the Axius; we consider 
this to be very probable, as Honnus (xii. 214, vi. 102) 
mentions the Astraea as a nurse of the Syrian Beroea 
Tne positions of Alorus, Scydra, Mieza and Ielmae, 
as well as the drawing of the lower course of tbe 
Axins, are given according to Delacoulanehe, Mimoire 
sur le bereeau de la puissance Macedonienne des bonis de 
l Jdahacmon d ceux de VAxius, in the Revue des Socittes 
savantes , tom. iv. et v. (Pans, 1858). We have further 
to enter the town of Aeane, which is mentioned only by 
btephanus Byz., and tbe site of which has been dri- 
covered by Heuzey (La Vide d'Eane et son Sanctmire de 
rlutoa, na the Revue ArcMol, 1868, Jnillet, p. 18—28). 

It stands a httle to the west of the town Kalliam 160

does not further explain. 

In the country of the Cassopaeans we, with Leake and 
others, have referred the rums (the most impoitant ones 
m all Epirus) near the monastery of Zalonga , and the 
village of Kamanna, to Cassope. It is a very likely 
conjecture of Bursian’s (1.1.) that this town, which is first 
mentioned by Diodorus (xix 88 ad an. 312 me), was 
first made the chief city of the Cassopaeans by the 
Molosbian princes; yet we should not, oil this account, 
like to assume with the same scholar, that the ancient 
rums near Zalonga belong to the town of Pandosia 
(which cannot, unless arbitrarily, be lemoved far from the 
Acheron) or Elateia, and that Cassope has to be identi¬ 
fied with the modem Itogus (Charadra m our map), on 
the river Luro If these rums actually reveal the exis¬ 
tence of a town, which stood there as early as the fourth 
century b.c , it may be presumed that one of the lour 
eailier Eassopaean towns, Batiae or Elateia, stood here, 
which was enlarged by Synoecismus, and made the 
metropolis of the whole country under the name of 
Cassope, together with which name, perhaps, the former 
name continued, for Strabo, indeed, knows of Elatea and 
Batiae, hut curiously enough speaks of no Cassope (In 
Kiepert’s. latest atlas of Hellas, the town of Cassope is 
not mentioned at all, and no ancient town is identified 
with the ruins of Zalonga.) 

Ephyra and Pandosia, in our map, are given accord¬ 
ing to Leake; to the north of them are the rums of 
Paiamytlna , which may possibly belong to the town of 
Eurymenae, mentioned by Diodorus (xix. 88). Leake, 
and Kiepert with him, claim them for the town of 
Enroea, because Paramythia is also called Ai donat- 
lalessi after Saint Donatus (aytos Adraros); for Donatus 
was Bishop of Euroea. We, on the other hand, have 
identified Euroea with the ruins near GardiJJn (the 
ancient Passaron? m Kiepert’s map), not far from the 
north-western extremity of the lake of Janina. For, 
according to Procopius (deAedif iv. 1, p. 269, ed. Bonn ), 
Euroea stood not far from a lake with, an island ; and 
the only lake of this description in Epirus is that of 
Janina Iu accordance with tins, Euroea is men¬ 
tioned by Hierocles, p. 651, as being situated between 
Dodona and Adnanopolis on the Diyno It is fur¬ 
ther evident fiorn Procopius, 1. 1, that this town was 
not far from Photice; tradition, however, claims tins 
ancient name for the inhabitants of modern Vela, which 
lies to the north-west of lake Janina. Now, finally, it 
is also evident from Procopius (1.1 ; iv. p 279, 24 ed B ) 
that Saint Donatus had some places also in this district 
dedicated to him; for it is theie written that Justinian 
repaired two castles of Saint Donatus from the materials of 
Justmianopolis (previously called Adnanopolis) and fiom 
Photice Issona was a dependency of Euroea (Sozomenus, 
vn 26). We have identified tins place with the rums 
near Vehzista. The subterraneous outlet of lake Janma, 
which there hursts forth fiom the depths, is perhaps the 
mighty spring, the formation of which tradition describes 
as one of the miraculous woiks of Bishop Donatus. 

Dodona is given in our map m accordance with Leake’s 
determination, which, if not certain, appears, nevertheless, 
to be the most acceptable. Kiepeit assigns the same 
position to the Thesprotian (St Byz.), or Molossian (Liv.) 
town of Tecmon, about the site of which we know nothing. 
Dodona he places to the south-west of it, in a district 
full of small lakes, where, near the village of Bartsi , 
rums exist (to the east beside the Palaeo-kastron, to 
which we, m our map, have added the name of Passaron) ; 
he identifies Mount Tomaros, orTmaros, with M. Olytsika, 
which lies above it to the south. We do not find any 
decisive reasons stated for these suppositions The 
small lakes marked m Kiepert’s large map of Epirus^ 
might as well he identified with the plain of Dodona, if 
the sanctuary was situated where Leake looks for it. 
The chief argument adduced by Kiepert for the more 
southern position of Dodona is the following *—To this 
place alone, he says, can the statement of Hecataeus^be 
applied : MoXoo-o-Si/ tt pos ptcnipfiplris oikiovart Aabcnvaioi, 
and that m earlier times it belonged to Thesprotia; as 
Molottis in its eailier and narrower extent, before it 
reached to the gulf of Ambracia, must at least have 
included the whole connected table-land m the centre of 
the country, inasmuch as it was upon this foundation 
alone, and not in the narrow valleys of the highlands, 
that a conquering power could have been formed, which 
rose to the supremacy over Epirus. Our reply to this is, 
that we do not know of any such development of power 
on the part of the Molossians before the time of Philip, 
and that Scylax is the first who admits that their territory 
extended southwards as far as the Ambracian Gulf. 
TIow can it be inferred from this that the Molossians, as 
early as 150 years previously, in the days of Hecataens, 
held possession of the district in which, according to 
Leake, Dodona was situated?—Whether, with Leake, 
we have to refer the Tomaros, or Tmaros, near Dodona, 
to the high mountain chain of the Mitshileh, which runs 
along the eastern shore of the lake, or to the hill joining 
it on the south, because now, according to the I rencii 
map of Greece, the T opapox^pta are found here, is a 
question we do not venture to decide Moreover, 1 omaro 
is even now the name of a mountain, of 1660 nieties 
high, in Illyria, to the north of the nvcj Apsus (D ), 
"winch, name likewise certainly dates from antiquity — 
The Tnphylia Melotidos, mentioned by Livy, xxxn. l-->, 
where existed a town called Pyrrhi castra, we have 
placed m northern Molossis, on the supposition that the 
suspicious word Melotidos is a corruption of MoAorriSos. 
This can probably not he doubted, especially as Bursian, 
1. 1 ip. 25, observes that the codex Bambergensis 
has ’ Molotidos. The positions of the towns of Heca- 
tompedon, Omphalium and Elaeus, in northern Epirus, 
mentioned only by Ptolemy, cannot be definitely deter¬ 
mined. How'little we can depend upon the positions 
of the Ptolemaic map is evident, for instance, from 
the fact that Hecatompedon (which we have hazarded 
to place on the Axius) is marked not far from the 
northern borders of Epirus, being nothing else than 
the sanctuary of Dodona; for the excellent Codex 


Yaticaims, instead of simply giving 'EKardpirebov, gives 
the more complete form of 'EKaTopTrebov Aooboovai W. 
Dodona, therefore, not only had Its hundred springs 
(Theopomp. ap. Plm. iv. fc? 2, Callimachus, ap. schol. 
Horn. II. n. 254), hut a hundred-footed temple, like 
Athens, Thebes and S) racuse. 

Besides having made use of Leake’s most important 
works for our map of Thessaly, we have had before us 
Alfred Meziers’ Memotre stir le Pehon et l 3 Ossa (Pans, 
1853), and Heuzey’s Le mont 01 u nine et VAcanicune 
(Pans, I860). 

The division of Thessaly into fetrarchies is given 
according to the map of Otfned Mullet Our boundanes 
are only to he modified m so fax that Gyrton still belongs 
to Pelasgiotis, and Metropolis, according to Ptolemy’s 
statement, is allotted to Ilestiaeotis. Although Strabo, 
ix p 436, says that Thessaliotis extends as far as the 
borders of the Athamauians, yet he seems (p. 437) 
likewise to have assigned Metropolis to Hestiaeotis 
Ptolemy's isolated statement, according to which Pelas* 
giotis extended to the borders of Macedonia, forms the 
basis of Kieperi’s map, but we have left it out of 
consideration. 

Phthiotis — Cape Zelasium, which Livy, xli. 47, speaks 
of as at the entrance of the gulf of Pagasae, and which 
Kiepert places on the coast of Magnesia, was more likely 
situated near the opposite town of IlrcAea, as Leake 
supposes We have, therefore, corrected Pteleasium , as 
the adjective formed from nreAea is TTrekedcriov, accord¬ 
ing to Steph. Byz 

Thessaliotis .—In Thessaliotis the only certain positions 
are those of Pharsalus, Piresiae, Cierium and Metropolis; 
all the others are more or less conjectural. In regard to 
the distribution of the names of the rivers Empeus, 
Apidanus, Cuarius (Curalius), Pamisus, Phoenix, On- 
ehestus, Onoehonus, Letliaeus, Asopus and Melas, 
which are likewise uncertain, we have followed Leake. 

In Pelasgiotis the town of Metropolis, which is placed 
to the north-west of Larissa, is a not quite certain dis¬ 
covery of Leake’s, who, in a place called Kastri , found 
the following fragment of an inscription : ol veavlaKoi 
Ylerpcuov Qikol^zvibov M?7rpo7roAtr??i/ yvp,vacriapyr}(javra. 
He concludes from this “ that Kastri is the position of 
Metropolis, since it is not very likely that the gym- 
nasiarch should have been an alien” (IV”. Gr in. p. 371). 
What he adduces in support of his opinion, besides this 
one probability, does not appear to be tenable. It is 
true that the editions of Stephanus Byz mention among 
the ten towns that were called Metropolis, Ish^rpoirokiv 
OetriraXias as No. 4, and tt}$ area Qecro-akias as No 10 ; 
hut the last words do not exist in the host codex 
Bhedigeranus, which Leake did not know of; they were 
originally, doubtless, a marginal note to No. 4. The 
well-known Metropolis was situated m the south-east 
of Thessaly, on the slopes of Mount Pindus; and this 
part of Thessaly might have been called r\ arco G>ecrcra\ia, 
in the same way as the eastern and mountainous portion 
of Macedonia is called ?; arco Makebovia. Leake believes 
further, that the Metropolis discovered by him is men¬ 
tioned iu Livy, xxxvi. 10, where it is written: Inde 
Cypaeram et Metropolm et 11s circumjecta castella leeepit. 
However, as Oypaera, according to Livy, xxxvi. 13, 
and Ptolemy, m. 13, 45, was situated m south-eastern 
Thessaly, not far from the borders of Dolopia, the name 
Metropolis probably stands for the well-known town in 
the same district. 

Magnesia .—The town of Peha , marked on the west 
coast of Magnesia, is called in Strabo’s text Kolia (N??Aeia) 
We have altered tins name, because the river Crausmdon, 
which falls into the sea near this town, according to 
Dicaearchns, flows irapd to JJijkeias aAoros, and, more¬ 
over, because Stephanus Byz. speaks of n?]Ata as the 
name of a town m Thessaly. On the east coast, ac¬ 
cording to Meziers, the town of Castanaea corresponds 
with the Palaecastron near Karanudhi , the site of which 
Meziers does not accurately define; as we now perceive 
fiom more recent maps, it is not situated where we 
have placed it, hut 70 stadia to the north of Cape Poros . 

Ilestiaeotis. —Condylon, or Goiniocondylon, which 
Leake and others place north of Gonnos, we have marked 
opposite to Gonnos, on the right hank of the Peneus, 
and at the entrance of the vale of Ternpe. That this is 
the sense m which Livy’s words, Condylon ed ad Gon - 
num, are to he understood is evident, if another passage 
in Livy (xxxix. 25)— Gonnocondylon quod P/nhppus 
Olympiadem appellaierat ,—he compared with the Tabula 
Peutmgenana, which has hitherto remained unnoticed, 
and which mentions the station Olympium, 15 m p. from 
Larissa, on the road through the vale of Terope. 

In the north of Perrhaebia, Heuzey points out the 
village of Solos as the site of Pythrum As legards the 
other two towns of the tnpolis, Azorus and Doliehe, one 
of them, doubtless, was the Palaeocastron of Put ala W e, 
with Leake and Bursian, have taken this to he Azorus, 
because this town Ptolemy describes as the most western 
one of the tripolis. Leake refers Doliehe to the modern 
Dukhsta, which is only a few stadia from Pythium This 
is done evidently only on account of the similarity of the 
names, for, according to Heuzey, there is no trace of an 
ancient town having existed there. Heuzey himself, 
and Bursian with him, identify Doliehe with the ruins 
which, under the name of Kastri , lie to the north of 
Vavala. However, the town cannot have stood there. 
If Vutala is Azorus, Doliehe must have been situated 
to the east of it, and been one of the two Palaeo- 
castra which lie on the eastern boundary of the plain of 
Tripolis, so that between Azorus and Doliehe is that 
district where the three roads divide which lead from 
Thessaly to Macedonia, through the Yolustana pass of 
the Cambuman mountains, by Pythium and along lake 
Ascuns. This position is requisite for the account given 
by Livy, xliv. 2. TYhen the Homans, dux mg the war 
against Perseus, wished to proceed from Thessaly into 
Macedonia, and were uncertain which of the three roads 
they should take, they deferred their decision until they 
arrived m the district where the three roads branched off 
The decision came to he m favour of the road running 
along lake Ascuns, when they were as yet standing 


between Azorus and Doliehe, and here they again met 
for final deliberations 

Pelmna, or Pelmnaeum, as Strabo (ix. p. 437) ex¬ 
pressly says, was situated north of the Peneus. Kiepert 
places it on the south side of the river where our map 
gives Linmaea, this town, on the other hand, occupies 
the site of our Pelmna on the north side. He refers his 
readeis, m regard to these alterations, to a work of 
XJssmg, Kritisthe Bidrag tel Grahenlaiuls gamle Geo¬ 
graphic, Kjobcnhaven, 1868, which we have been unable 
to procure. 

In Acarnania and Amphilochia our map agrees with 
Leake’s statements regarding the following positions :

Crenae (Palaeoavh). 

Argos Amphilochicum (Kaenuno and Limha). 

Inaehus fi. (Potoho). 

Idomene minor (. Palaeokuha).

The more recent investigations of Heuzey (Le mont 
Olympe et VAcarnanie, Paris, 18GO) are our authority 
for the positions of: 

Rhynchos, ruins of Pelegnnitza. 

Metropolis (ruins near Rizam on the Achelous). 
Leake, who had not seen these rums, identifies the less 
important rums of Lyhovitzi , lying to the north-west of 
them, with the ancient Metropolis. Bursian, 1. 1., p 109, 
also still maintains the same opinion. 

Astacus, rums near D r ago most i. 

Sollium, rums on a height near Flag Ida. 

Palaeros, Palaeocastron Kekhropido. 

Heraclea, rums to the east of Yomtza. 

Thyamus mons, Kutupas. 

Olpae, Palaeokastron Mellenikokulidi. 

Aetoha .—The chief town of Aetolia, Thermum, is 
Identified by Leake with the rums near Vlacho , or 
Vlocho , to the north of lake Tnchonis, as these must at 
one time have belonged to an important town. This 
opinion cannot, however, he reconciled with the narra¬ 
tive m Polybius v. 7, and Leake finds himself obliged to 
declare it to he erroneous. We have strictly followed 
Polybius, according to whom Philip, on his march from 
the Ambracian gulf to Theimum, crosses the Achelous, 
leaves Stratus, Agrimum and Thestia on his left, Conope, 
Lysimachia, Trichonium and Photaeum on his right, and 
thus arrives at Metaba, a town lying close to the lake, 
and at the entrance to a defile 30 stadia in length. 
Philip passed through this defile by leaving the lake on 
his left. At the other end of it stood Pamphia, whence 
a difficult, mountainous road, of 30 stadia, led to 
Thermum. On arriving here he sent his soldiers to 
plunder the plain of the Thermians (to tcov Qepplan* 
Trehiov). This account agrees perfectly with the drawing 
of the territory in the large French map. The country 
boidermg upon the south side of the lake is a plain, 
except the eastern portion, where, for a distance of 30 
stadia, the hills extend down to the water. Thermum 
must therefore have been situated m a southern direction 
from the end of the defile, on the heights of Aracynthus 
(to which, therefore, the name ThuauTukLop opos must he 
referred), as was even assumed by Kruse and Otfned 
Muller. And, m fact, Kiepert’s map has rums marked 
in that place Kiepert himself, and Bursian, 1.1, p. 136, 
moreover, place Thermum on the north-eastern side of 
the lake, where, above the village of Uerpoxcopi, some 
unimportant rums still exist. But according to Kiepert’s 
map this town would not be 30, but about 75 stadia 
distant from the end of the defile. Besides this, the 
march from the defile would have proceeded across the 
plain at the east end of the lake (the 0ep/uW vedior), 
of which Polybius says nothing in his detailed account. 
(We may remark, in passing, that, according to a scholion 
Yatic. to Polybius to Qipjiov early 6 Adyyos 6 vvv 
kakovgepos. The word Ao'yyos, according to Leake, 
signifies “ wilderness of woods and marshes ”) 

As regards the towns on the south side of the lake, 
only the succession in which they stood can be deter¬ 
mined, also the site of Conope, which, being 20 stadia 
from the Achelous, corresponds with the modern village 
of Angelo-kastron The site of the village of Conope is 
said to have been afterwards occupied by the town of 
Arsinoe, as Strabo says. However, as Polybius frequently 
mentions both Conope and Arsinoe, it is probable that 
it will he safer to assume that the two places occupied 
neighbouring positions, rather than that they were abso¬ 
lutely identical. The liver Cyathus, which Polybius 
mentions m the neighbourhood of Arsinoe, is generally 
referred to the river which connects the lake with the 
Achelous. It may just as well he one of the small rivers 
which come from the south and fall into the lake. In 
fact, this is the more probable, because the river which 
runs out of lake Conope is more likely to be the Anapus, 
which is 80 stadia from Stratus (Thuc. n 82). 

The name Syria ("Y hpa in the MSS. of Strabo) lake is 
borrowed from Ovid Met. vn. 371. The more correct 
form, we think, is O vpia. This name, which we also assign 
to the lake on the sea shore of Aetolia, was derived from its 
inhabitants, the aquatic birds called ovplai. This is evident 
fiom Nieander (ap. Antonin Lib c. 12), according to whom 
the lake, which was formerly called Conope, had its name 
changed, after O vpig (Qvpti] codd) had thrown herself 
into it, and had become the bird of the same name. The 
name T pix^nh kCjxvij occurs in Polybius, v 7. It is ques¬ 
tionable whether this name is justly attributed to the two 
ha} s, which now, and probably more so m former times, 
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form but one lake during the rainy season, and are J e M- 
rillv included in the one name of lake Apokuro. n t»e 
S of L)~hia o» to bo tend n® the Tdageof 

Pappadates, as Leake, with great prpbabih^, tetanes, 
and are consequently m the neighbourhood of the lmye> 
basin, then Strabo, who regards the names of lakes 
and Lysimachia as identical, would have mdicated the 
same lake which Polybius named Tnchoms from another 
town. Hence we should only have different names foi 

one and the same lake. . , , 

The numerous ruins to the north of this lake ue aie 
unable to identify with names of ancient towns _ kauna, 
the name of which we have ascribed ^o the rums near 
Vlacho, is-mentioned by Diodor xix. Gi, 4, togethei wi 
Stratos and Agrinium. Some other names of towns 
belonging to this district, and which were hitherto utteily 
unknown (Phistyon, Baoatia, Eitea, Eoita), have become 
known through the discoveries of inscriptions (\ id. 
Bazin, Me,noire stir VEtohe in the Archives des Missions 
scienhfiques, 2 e sene, tom. i. 1864.) . 

In southern Aetolia the name of the mountain Lyron 
(Tvpov opos), near Calydon, is taken from Plutarch Be 
Fluv c. 21. It will be advisable to mark m its place 
the mountain Cunon {Kotlov <S p os), which Strabo men¬ 
tions in the same district, and the name of which, m 
Plutarch;, appears to have become corrupted into 1 vpov. 
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In Locris the Homo, one of the most important rivers 
of Hellas, which empties itself to the east of hTau- 
paetus, had in earlier maps either a wrong name or no 
name at all. Leake considered it to be tbe Hylaethus 
which Dionysius, v. 67 (v. Geogr. Min. i. p. 240), mentions 
between Orissa and Tolophon, and which, according to this 
author, is said to flow down from Aetolia. However, we 
have no reason to suppose any great mistake in Dionysius, 
as the sources of the river (the modern name of which is 
not specified in the French map, and which empties itself 
at the borders of Locris and Phocis) reach up at least as 
far as the borders of Aetolia. Hence this river is the 
ancient Hylaethus; the Morno , on the other hand, was 
called Daphnus, as we infer from Plutarch, Sept. Sap . 
Corn. c. 19, and as Bursian and Kiepert have likewise 
assumed. 

As regards the position of Oeneon, Eupalium and 
Erythrae, our map differs from the views of Leake, 
Bursian, and of Kiepert. According to us, Eupalium 
corresponds with the Palaeocastron near Omer-Effench 
(according to Leake, Bursian and Kiepert Oeneon stood 
here or near here), and the adjacent town of Erythrae, 
which probably served as a port-town, was situated near 
cape Kokhno (i.e. epvOpov) ; Oeneon, however, is the 
P. K. near cape Glisas , opposite the island of Trissonia, 
where Leake, Bursian and Kiepert look for Eupalium 
and Erythrae. Our arrangement of the relative positions 
of these places agrees upon the whole with the maps of 
Reiehard and of Otfried Muller. That Eupalium and 
Erythrae lay close upon the borders of Aetolia, we infer 
from Livy, xxviii. 8, and from Thue. iii. 95; further, 
that it lay to the west of Oeneon may he inferred from 
Thuc. iii. 102, where Oeneon is mentioned before Eu¬ 
palium during the expedition of Eurylochus. Eupalium 
and Naupactus are mentioned together by Strabo, x. 
p. 450. The proximity of these two towns is also hinted 
at "by Eratosthenes (in Certam. Horn, et Hes. } p. 42, m 
Biograph., ed. Westermann), according to whom the 
Naupactian murderers of Hesiod were put to death, iv 
E virdkio (ev rjirobto, codd.) The sanctuary of Zeus vipuos, 
according to Thuc. iii, 96, must have been situated pretty 
far to the west of Oeneon. From the various accounts 
about the murder of Hesiod, it appears to have been re¬ 
garded by some as belonging to the territory of Oeneon, 
by others to that of Naupactus. 

Leake, Bursian and Kiepert place the Locrian Anti- 
cyra, mentioned by Livy, xxvi. 26, opposite the island of 
Trissonia. However, we cannot determine the site of 
this town from Livy’s words: “ Sita Anticyra est in 
Locride. . . . Breve terra iter eo, brevis navigatio ab 
Naupaeto est.’’ It must also be observed that the Tab. 
Peuting. mentions an Anticirrha between Euantheia and 
Crisa, which must therefore have been situated opposite 
the town of Cirrha. If this be correct, then we should 
have to read Anticirra in Livy, and the <c brevis mavi- 
gatio ” would amount to half a day’s journey. 

The determination in regard to the boundaries of the 
Delphic territory has received a new light from an in¬ 
scription recently discovered, published and explained by 
C. Wescher. The northern portion of the western 
boundary given in our map must accordingly he removed 
somewhat further west, so that it forms a straight line 
with the southern portion. On this western boundary 
are situated Astrabas, Nateia and the spring Crateia; 
then follows in the north mount Tarmieion (M. Gerolcka 
in our map); on the east, Epakina, Mount Koion, Mount 
Katopureos, or Katopteuterius, Scidareon, Istephon, Hy- 
pophaus, and, to the south of the road leading to Daulis, 
Akra Meliu (on about the same latitude as Ambrysosj 
and Doliche (in the same latitude as Anticyra). 

In regard to the clemi of Attica, after the well-known 
works of Leakeftand Ross, we may mention the uncritical 
work of Henriot, Becherches sur la topographie des 
Bernes de VAtiique (1853), and the portion of Bursian’s 
Geographic Gnechenlands (vol. L, p, 300 sqq.) which 
discusses thc^ subject. Our topographical knowledge 
is not essentially enriched by these, and it will ever 
remain veiy defective if a good deal of new material is 


not presented to us in some unexpected manner.

The foundation of this map is based upon tbe classic 
work of E. Curtius ( Peloponnesus, 2 vols. Gotha, 1851-52), 
which has also been made use of m the respective arti¬ 
cles of the Geographical Dictionary. In what follows we 
shall not touch upon all, but only upon some of the more 
important points m which we differ from Curtius. 

As regards the coast of the Sinus Hermionieus, we have 
in Pausanias (ii. 34), a periplus from the. Scyllaeum pro- 
montorium to Hermione. The explanations with which 
Leake, and after him Cnrtius, have attempted to refer 
this account to the localities of the district which ex¬ 
tends from the modem cape Scyh as far as Hermione, 
are so overstrained that they cannot lay claim to any 
probability. On the other hand all difficulties vanish 
if (as we have already remarked in the Georg. Minor, 
vol. ii. p. 484) it be assumed that in this periplus the 
Scyllaeum prom, was not, as Pausanias himself believed, 
tbe modern cape Scyli at the east end of the Hermionian 
hay, but the modern cape Khelli, or Kelli, on the bay 
of Argolis. There is in itself nothing very remarkable 
in the existence of a second Scyllaeum prom, (although 
it has hitherto not been marked in any map), as there 
are also two Buccphalos on the coast of Argolis, and 
besides this its existence is as much attested as we 
could wish. For Mela, ii. 3, 8, mentions Hermione 
also among the towns situated ab Isthmo ad ScyUaeum y 
and then continues: Inter Scyllaeum et Maleam sinus 
Argohcus. Pliny, iv., § 17, does the same : Qui sequitur 
(sc. post Laconicum) sinus ad Scyllaeum Argohcus vocatur 
... A Scyllaeo ad 1sthmum clxxvu. m.p.; oppida Her - 
mione Troezen , etc. Further, Strabo, p. 316, 24 ed. Paris, 
says: 6 plv (ApyoXiKos ko/Vttos) rov 2)K-uAAatoa, . . . 
c O ’FippcoviKos ecu Owe* rep os tovtov. He afterwards says 
that the Hermionieus begins near the small town of 
Halia, which stands close to Cape Khelli. The same 
author, on p. 416,22, and on p. 321,13, calls the ScyHae- 
um an *FippioviKov aKpcorripLov. Lastly, Livy, xxxn, 44, 
says: Claws a Corcyraprofecta, Malea superata, circa Scyl¬ 
laeum agn Hermioma Attalo regi (who w r as at that time in 
Hermione) conjuncta est. All these passages, therefore, can 
only refer to a promontory at the extremity of the bay of 
Argolis. Seylax and Ptolemy are the only authors who 
mention the Troezoenian Scyllaeum {cape'fihjh), and of 
these two Ptolemy betrays the existence of another Scyl¬ 
laeum by an error, inasmuch as he describes the bay of Ar¬ 
golis as extending as far as this cape Skyh . H ow if we start 
from cape Khelli , then the promontory Bucephala men¬ 
tioned directly after Scyllaeum and the island of Ilaliussa 
correspond in the periplus of Pausamas with the promon¬ 
tory near the town of Halia, and with the adjacent small 
island of Shinitza. Then follow the islands of Pitvussa and 
Austerae, the former the modern Spetzia or JPetsci , the name 
of which, according to the opinion of a Greek quoted by 
Kiepert (Atoppoi; Kaptdjcou tt epl rrj? dp K atas ovopaertas 
IV s Hero-a*, Athens, 1866) is nothing but a corrup¬ 
tion oi the ancient name Thrvovcrcra. It is the same Pitvussa 
that Plrny (iv _§ 56) enumerates among tlie islands of 
the bay of Argolis. Ansterae (Aristcra. Pliny, 11.) i, the 
modern . Pulo-Petsa, winch, according to the above-men¬ 
tioned Greek also bears tbe vulgar name ‘Paorept'a, which 
is a corruption of ’Apicrrtpai, Then we find mentioned 
a.Kpa K cnkvepyia a^ x „vrr a « rfiy yirdpov, cape Mylonas, 
which runs far out into the sea; further, the island 
JpiKpava now Tniceri (m Pliny the codd. have Trim-

The Pyramia (rd Uvpapia), mentioned by Plutarch 
(Pyrrhus, 32), are placed by Curtius close to the Apo- 
bathmi, to the north of the Anigraea, hence in Argos; 
hut they are expressly called a portion of the Thyreati^ 
and we havo therefore assigned them to the fruitful corn- 
lands at the mouth of the Tanaos 

Starting from the narrow defile of the Anigraea, 
Pausanias (ii. 38, § 5) leaves the coast, and mentions, on 
his way into the interior, first Thyrea, then Anthene, 
Heris, Eua and the heights of Parnon, about the sources 
of the Tanaus, The positions of these townships cannot, 
indeed, he ascertained with perfect certainty, still we 
consider Leake’s opinion, according to which Thyrea 
corresponds with the rums of Lulu about 35 stadia from 
the coast, and Anthene, or Anthana, with the Palaeo¬ 
castron Hellcnicon , to be the most probable. It is true 
that this opinion does not coincide with the passage in 
Thucydides (iv. 57), according ^ to which Thyrea was 
only 10 stadia distant; however, it is more easy to believe 
in the corruption of a numerical figure in the text of 
Thucydides, than in a wrong account of Pausanias. If 
the number AE (35) was corrupted into AE, the senseless 
de might easily be changed into him. The opinion of 
Curtius that Thyrea was situated on the coast, and cor¬ 
responds with the P. K. Ilagios Andreas , is based upon 
interpretations of Pausanias ^ and Thucydides which we 
regard as impossible. Bursian, whom Kiepert follows, 
places Thyrea 10 stadia from the sea, on the salt lake of 
Mustos, where no rums exist, and considers Anthana to 
be the coast town of Hagios Andreas , by assuming that 
Pausanias did not leave the coast near the Anigraea, as 
he says, but near Anthana; for he thinks it is evident 
from Seylax (§ 46) that Anthana was a coast town. 
However the codex of the so-called Seylax has MiOava, 
and not 5 A vQdva. The latter is a mere conjecture, which 
we ourselves have unnecessarily adopted, by assuming an 
Anthana as the port of an inland town. Even if this 
conjecture were correct, it could not prove that Anthana 
was situated on the sea, and hence that Pausanias had 
made an error, for that periplus occasionally also 
mentions inland towns without designating them as such, 
if they are connected with the sea by a port-town; as, 
for instance, Thromiim (§ 25), 25 stadia from its port 
Lamium (§ 62), 80 stadia from the port of Phalara. 
However, there is no sufficient reason for supposing that 
the name MiOara must be corrupt, especially as we know 
nothing about tbe site of this place. We conjecture that 
beside and upon the rocky promontory of Astros, where 
cyclopian walls indicate the former existence of an ancient 
fort, there was a town called Methana or Methone (both 
names are used promiscuously), occupying a similar posi¬ 
tion to the Messenian Methone and the Troezenian 
Methana or Methone, and that the unintelligible gloss 
of Hesychiiis : 'MeQdnn) 7 iotas S>ecrcra\Cas kcu yaortjp, must 
be corrected into : M. ttoXis ©eo-craXias, [aKKr) rj ] kcu 
r/ A(TT7]p } so that V A <tty}p (mentioned by Eustathius, ad 
Odyss., p. 1967, 22, as the name of a town) is the subse¬ 
quent name, which occurs in Ptolemy in the form of 
v Acrrpov. For it is not probable, as Wilberg thinks, 

that in Ptolemy the mention of this town, which has 
been omitted m some manuscripts, is a later interpola¬ 
tion. 

In regard to the position of the Triphylian Pylos, 
the river Pamisus-Amatl 1 us, and the mountains Minthe 
and Lapitlnn, we differ considerably from Leake and 
Curtius, with whom Bursian and Kiepert agree except 
in one unimportant modification. According to them 
Pylos is situated not far to the north-west of Lepreon, 
near the modern Piseinij or in its neighbourhood; the 
river flowing thence in a south-western direction towards 
the sea is the Amathus, the mountain Minthe, the 
modem Alvena, and the mountain Lapithas, now M. 
Smerna. We, on the other hand, place Pylos rather 
more north than Samieum, cause the river to fall mto 
the Alpheus, and call Minthe the mountain which 
Curtius, etc., name Lapithas. Our reasons are the fol¬ 
lowing :— 

^ 1. Strabo, p. 801, 48 ed., Paris (p. 351, ed. Cas.), in 
his description of tho coast, after having mentioned 
Phaea and Ghalcis, says that then comes the Triphylian 
Pylos and Samieum n IIdXos 6 TpMpvkiciKos sal to 
lapiKov), Hence Pylos was either situated further north 
than Samieum or in the same latitude. 

2. Farther on (p. 302, 3) he says, in agreement with 
this, that the distance from the Messcriian Pylos to the 
Triphylian Pylos, and to the Samian Posideion, amounts 
to 400 stadia, and this distance is pretty correct. 

3. After having mentioned the temple of the Samian 
Poseidon, and that of the Scilluntian Artemis at Seillus, 
he adds (p. 295, 10) that Pylos was situated in the 
district where these temples stood, 30 stadia or rather 
more from the sea. Hence it must have stood between 
Samieum and Seillus in a district where several small 
rivers How northwards and having united at Seillus into 
one river, the Selinus 1L, frills into the Alpheus. This is 
confirmed by another passage, 

4. Where Strabo (p. 295,40) says that the river which 
flows northwards past Pylos was previously called the 
Amathus (and also Pamisus, p. 289, 17)/hut is now 
called Mam an s (rtapappiovros rrorapov irpos apKTov 
y Apd0ov mXovpii*Qv } os vvv Aldpaos KaXctreu). That this 
passage is not meant to be read irpos dpKrov , front the 
northi instead of irpos dpKrov, to the north, as has been 
proposed, is proved from Ptolemy, who describes the 
well-known Messenian Pamisus as coming from the 
Alpheus, an error, which has evidently originated fro 1 * 1 
the small river which flows to the Alpheus having been 
confounded with the Messenian Pamisus. 

5. It follows from this that the Mount Minthes 

rod FlvAov irkijariop ’XUvBys, p, 295, 10), in the vicinity ot 
Pylos, which was celebrated for its temple of Hades, ana 
from which the Acheron flowed into the Alpheus, must 
be the modern Smerna. 

fi. Lastly, Strabo says, nn p. 296, 8, that the small 
towns of Ilypana and Typuneao bordered in the norm 
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upon the territory of the town of Pylos (opopa fjv rw livkm 
bvo TToKelbia "Tirana ml Tviraviai). The approximate 
site of Tv-navicu may be inferred from that of the Tviralov 
opos, which stood between Scyllus and Olympia. The 
same district must also have contained Hypana (. Mun - 
dntza ?), and, in accordance with this position, Ptolemy 
places it on the same latitude as the Arcadian town of 
Heraea. 

The above quoted passages, which all agree perfectly 
with one another, are, however, contradicted by another, 
which has occasioned great confusion m regard to the 
topography of Triphylia. It is this, p. 299, 6 (p. 847 
ed. Cas ). A rro tov toTjtov ml tov A eirpeov rerpa-

If, however, this passage is not corrupt, it would not 
follow that Pylos was situated m the same district where 
in - reality Lepreon stood, but that Lepreon had been 
erroneously transposed into the district where, according 
to Strabo, Pylus was situated, for it is only in this way 
that it^ could be reckoned to be 400 stadia from the 
Messenian Pylos, a distance which he correctly gives in 
another passage between Samicum and Pylos; it is 
only thus that he could place Lepreon north of the 
river Acid on. It is, however, evident that Strabo did 
not err in the same manner as Ptolemy, who places 
Lepreon in the same latitude with the month of the 
Alpheus, from the fact that on p. 296, 22 (p. 341 Cas.) 
he computes the distance between Samicum to Lepreum, 
southwards, at 100 stadia. Hence there is nothing for it 
but to settle tbe contradiction of this passage by correcting 
it : instead of tovtov ml tov Aeirpiov it must he tovtov 
tov AeirpeariKov. It is a well known fact that Strabo 
distinguishes this Pylns from the other one by calling 
it TpKpvXuiKos, \ApKabitcos and AeirpeaTims. The last 
epithet does not refer to the neighbouring position of 
Pylos and Lepreum, hut probably to the fact that the 
Lepreates subjugated the Pylians by force of arms, and 
after the Messenian war transferred the inhabitants of 
Pylos to Lepreon (Stiabo, p. 305, 40) 

The town of Maeistus, or Macistum, which was deserted 
at Strabo's time, and was so probably even long before, 
is considered identical with Samicum by Curtius, Bursian 
and Kiepert. This cannot, however, he inferred from 
the fact that the Macistians at one time held possession 
of the Samian sanctuary of Neptune. The temple of 
Hades also on Mount Mmthe, and that of Hercules on 
the Akidon, are assigned by Strabo to the Macistians, who 
must at one time have played the same part in Triphylia, 
as the Lepreatae did in their day ; for ancient Macistia, 
according to Strabo, extended fiom the Alpheus as far 
as the Messenian Neda. Strabo does not know of Samicus 
as a second name of the town of Maeistus, but Platanistus, 
nAarai/iaroSs, and Stephanus Byz. (s. v. Mdruoros) ex¬ 
pressly say that Maeistus stood upon a high mountain 
t rpo? €co rrjs AeirpeariKijs —(to refer these words to the pre¬ 
ceding 7] $>pll;a Trokis, as Bursian, li. p. 283 does, is im¬ 
possible, since, as the same Stephanus (s. v. Tptfa) says, 
4>pt£a was 30 stadia from Olympia). In Strabo also (p. 
297, 41 Paris, p 346 Casaub.) Lepreon and Maeistus 
are mentioned together. But that Maeistus was situated 
further north than Lepreon may be inferred from Xeno¬ 
phon (Sell. in. 2, § 25). Boblaye identifies the town with 
the modern Mophtitsa , which stands to the north-east of 
the ruins of Lepreon, hut only five stadia from it, and not 
upon a high hill. We have identified it eonjecturally 
with the Palaeokastron Chrymh on mount Ahem . 

Our map has mount Typaeuin between Olympia and 
Scillus, according to Pansanias, v. 6, § 7 ; Cuitius and 
Kiepert give the same position to a mountain called 
Phellon (<beAAob) ; this is founded upon a by no means 
safe interpretation of a gloss inserted m the text of Strabo 
(p. 295, 49 Paris, p. 344 Cas.). 

The Peneus, according to Strabo and Ptolemy, flows 
into the sea north of the Chelonatas prom. Otfried 
Muller, Curtius, Bursian and Kiepert have therefore 
assumed that the river has considerably changed its 
course m later times. We should not care to place 
much weight m this agreement of Strabo and Ptolemy, 
because similar agreements are also met with in regard 
to many other evidently erroneous statements, from 
which we cannot but infer that both authors made 
use of the same defective maps. How badly informed 
Strabo was concerning the topography of this district is 
clear from the fact that he places the Pylos, which is 130 
stadia from the sea and at the confluence of the Selleis 
with the Peneus, on the coast, and causes the Selleies, 
as well as the Peneus, to flow into the sea, perhaps just 
where in reality the Peneus empties itself. 

We have given the position of Cyllene, with Curtius, 
according to the very reconcilable statements in regard 
to the distances of Strabo and tbe Tabula Peutingeriana. 
We cannot accept Kiepert's reasons for placing Cyllene 
where we have marked Hyrmine, near the promontory 
of Araxus, on the other side of the Elean borders. 

In Arcadia we have identified the town of Lycuria, on 
the borders between the Clitonans and the Pheneates, 
with the modem Ly curia, although the latter is only 20 
stadia, not 50, as in the text of Pansanias (vui 19, § 4) 
from the source of the Alpheus. ^ Curtins and Kiepert 
mark the ancient town on the plain of Pheneos according 
to the specified distance. But m such a position Lycuna 
could not have been a border town. It is therefore 
probable that the number N (50) is a corruption of K 
(20), and the same confusion of the two figures must also 
he assumed m Pausanias, vii 22, § 1, and vm. 44, § 7. 

In Messenia we have given the name of Hyamia to 
the mountain rising above Corone. In our Pausanias 
(iv. 34, § 4) we read that Corone is situated yiro r<3 opei rr/ 
Madia. * The unhellenic physiognomy of this name made 
us suppose that there is a corruption. In our opinion 
THIMA0IAI has originated out of TH IAMEIAI, rtj 

lapeta, more correctly, rf/ 'Yapeia. It is the mountain 
of the'district *Y ap^Trcs (lap tins var. lect. ap. Strabo) or 
‘Tapeia. 

According to Pausanias (viii. 34, § 2, 3) there was m 
the neighbourhood of Megalopolis, and close to the place 
called to. another sanctuaiy which had its name, 


which is now missing, from the fact that Orestes is said 
to have there shaved off his hair. The missing name 
was certainly not Kovpeiov, as Curtius conjectured, hut 
K opava, and hence the passage must be read thus : irpos 
de r<5 rots }/ Ak€cflv Depov €cm [K dpava] ovopa^opevov 

iepQV, gti 3 Qp£(TT7]$ ivTavOa emlpaTo ttjv mprjv . The 
word K opava might very easily have been omitted before 
the letters ovopa, and the correctness of the name is 
attested by the Comana in Asia Minor, which owed its 
name to the same circumstance (v. Etym. M., p. 526, 20; 
Strabo, p. 459, Paris, p. 536, Casaub.). 

Close to the Arcadian Methydnum (Paus.vin. 35, § 10), 
between it and Schoenus, and in a district sacred to all 
the Arcadians, was a town, the name of which we could 
not enter, because Curtius (i., p. 341) has only partially 
corrected the passage m Pausanias. This passage, as we 
subsequently perceived, has, without any doubt, to he 
changed into: e£fjs am v 'Opobo^ziov (zpol boK€?v is given 
in the codd.) m'kovpevov, ml iracrc rots 3 ApKacri avetpat rrjv 
X^pav cf)a<rlv kvravOa. This c O poboxetov was a place like 
the *0 papiov of the Achaeans, of the Italian Creeks 
and of the Thessalians, and like the e OpoXmov m 
Boeotia. 

In conclusion, we must observe that the statements of 
heights are given according to the French map, in metres , 
not in feet. 


MAP 27. 

COASTS AND ISLANDS OF THE 

AEGAEAN SEA. 

*-❖- 

The drawing of the map on Mercator's projection is 
taken from the general map of the Archipelago, pub¬ 
lished by the English Admiralty. In regard to the 
ancient geography of the islands, our chief authority is 
the work of L. Boss (Reiseu auf den griechischen Inseln., 

4 Bande, 1840-1852), and in regard to Crete, the 
important works of ft. Pashley, Travels m Crete , 2 vols., 
1837, and of Spratt, Travels and Researches in Crete , 
1867. The detailed English maritime charts have 
enabled ns to discover a certain number of ancient 
names of islands in the modem names. 

In the following remarks, we shall confine ourselves to 
making a few additions and corrections. 

In regard to Crete, by the discovery of a large inscrip¬ 
tion within the last few years, we have ascertained the 
position of the town of Dreros ( Apfjpos, irokts KpnrtKrj, 
Theognost, p. 69, 29). It stood 60 stadia to the south¬ 
east of Miletus (Gr in) on the eastern slopes of Mount 
Cadistus, upon a hill called Choras, with a church dedi¬ 
cated to Hagios Antonius (V. Dethier, Dreros und 
Cretische Stitdien in the Siizungsbenchte der Wiener 
Alademie , Band xxx., p 431, £f.). 

Lato and Camara (G m) are in our map given as two 
names of the same town, according to Stephanus Byz., 
who says : Kapdpa ijr is A area eAeyero. As, however, one 
inscription (Lebas, Discretions grecques et latmes , v. 74) 
has the words : Aar'mv t&v rrpbs Kapapq, the two names 
must probably be distinguished in such a manner that 
Camara, which Ptolemy mentions as a coast town, was 
the port of Lato, but that Lato must be identified with 
the ruins of Galas , which are situated directly to the 
west of it, and to which we have ascribed the name of 
Oleros (a town belonging to the territory of Hierapydna, 
hut of unknown site). Tbe coast town, a little further 
north, ought not to have been called Olontium, as Pashley 
has it, but Olus (’OAoSs). The name Setera on the east 
coast (M h) must be erased. The name Cyamum prom. 
(D m) is not well accredited. The best codices of Ptolemy 
have Cisamnm pr., and this is undoubtedly the correct 
form. The cape was so called after the town opposite 
to it. 

On the shores of Asia Minor we have entered the town 
of Temnos (K e) to the north of the Maeander without 
any definite position Since then the diiector of the 
railroad under construction in that part, has written to 
Kiepert informing Mm that the ruins of the town have 
been discovered about 40 stadia to the east of the town 
of Menima in our map. Temnos occupies this position 
in the map of Asia Minor. It might, however, still be 
doubted whether those ruins actually belong to the town 
of Temnos, for its position corresponds but little with the 
testimonies of ancient writers. For according to Pan¬ 
sanias (v. 13, § 7) the town did not stand further south, 
but further north than the Hermus ; according to Pliny 
(v. § 119), m ore Sermi fluvii , and according to the 
Tabula Peutingeriana on the road from Smyrna to Cyme. 
According to all these statements no one would look for 
the town where its ruins are said to exist. 

From the more accurate knowledge of the country 
which we owe to tbe reports of the road-engineer m the 
Turkish service which were communicated to Kiepert, 
we now know that the river district of the Caicus valley 
is completely separated by mountains from the plain of 
the town of Adramyttium. Hence it is impossible, as 
Strabo says, that the Adramyttians procured water for 
their town by an aqueduct fiom the Euenus which falls 
into the sea near Pitane. It is evident that Strabo con¬ 
founds this Euenus with another river of the same name 
in the territory of Adramyttium, to which Pliny's words 
(v., § 122) are to he referred fiumen Enenum , cujus in 
npis intercidere Lyrnesos , Miletos. Our map has there¬ 
fore to he corrected in accordance with this. We should 
also like to eiase the town of Miletus, which, m accord¬ 
ance with Pliny, has been placed on the Euenus without 


any definite position. For, if we are not mistaken, the 
words Lyrnesos Miletos have arisen from Lyrnesos 
Mynetos, Macros ; the town of Lyrnessus which, Strabo 
says, is 80 stadia from Adramyttium, is in Homer the 
city of Mynes, the leader of the Cilices.

We have no remarks to make upon these maps; it 
is sufficient to refer the reader to the most important 
historical works. 


MAP 29. 

ASIA MINOR. 

We do not possess any maps which can, in all cases, 
form a safe foundation for the ancient geography of this 
country. Even m regard to the best known western 
coast districts, our knowledge of tbe country is extremely 
defective, and in regard to the eastern inland districts 
it is frequently doubtful whether our modem maps have 
to be corrected from the distances mentioned in the 
ancient itineraries, or whether the latter have to be 
corrected by the former. Our map is based upon 
Kiepert’s map of Asia Minor (2 Blatter, 1854), which 
is constructed out of all the existing materials. Together 
with this we have in some cases made use of the map de 
VAsie Mineure by Tchihatchef, which is most unlike 
Kiepert's ; further, of Barth's Reise von Trapezunt durch 
die nordliche Salfte Klemasiens nach Skutan in Peter- 
mann's Geograplusche Hittheilungen (1860), and of 
Strecker's Beitragen zur geograplnschen Erklarung dcs 
Ruckzuges der Zehntausend durch das Armenische Sochland 
(Berlin, 1870). 

A list of the ancient cities, the positions of which can 
be safely determined, is given in the Memoir iiber die 
Construction der Karte von Klemasien und Turhisch- 
Armemen , in seeks Slattern , von Vmche, Fischer , v. Molthe 
and Kiepert (Berlin, 1854), p. 70—113. The towns 
lying between the fixed points have been all entered 
according to the ancient peripli, and the itineraries of 
the Tabula Peutingeriana. In so far as there is any 
doubt about fixing the course of the ancient roads, and 
the towns situated on them, we refer the reader, for the 
reasons of our opinion, to the commentary on the Tabula 
Peutingeriana, which will appear shortly. We have, of 
course, in all cases made use of the valuable, hut unfor¬ 
tunately not quite finished, work of C. Bitter on the 
peninsula of Asia Minor (vol. xviii. and xix. of the 
Erdkunde ). Less valuable information was obtained 
from the Beitrage zur vergleichenden GeographeKlemasiens , 
von Mordtmann, in the Sitzungsbenchte der Bayenschen 
Akademie der Wissenschaften , Band i. mid ii., 1861. 

We must, in passing, draw attention to the fact that 
Kiepert, in a recently published essay, Ueber die Lage 
von Tigranocerta m the Monatsberichte der Akademie 
der Wissenschaften zu Berlin , 1873, identifies this 
ancient royal residence with the ruins of Arsen described 
by consul Taylor. These ruins, which we did not know 
of, are only about 4 m. pass, further south than the spot 
where in our map (B e) Tigranocerta stands. 


MAP 30. 


ARABIA AND .ETHIOPIA. 


In this map we were, in most cases, obliged to confine 
ourselves to describing tbe coasts, as in tbe interior there 
are but few places which can be determined with any 
certainty The authorities which we have used are, 
besides Agafharchides, the anonymous author of the 
Periplus mans Erythraei, Strabo and Ptolemy, also 
Pliny. In regard to the last we must remark that 
the description of the coast (lib. vi, § 149—151) does 
not refer to tbe east coast of Arabia, as Pliny himself 
thought, hut to the west coast of the Arabian Gulf, as 
has been explained in the Geogr Minor , vol. i., p. 71. 

Among the more recent works we have only occasion¬ 
ally been able to make use of the Mistoncal Geography 
of Arabia , by Oh. Foister. The opinions propounded m 
it, however ingenious they may be, seem to us too unsafe 
to be adopted m our map. Besides tbe volumes (xii. et 
xiii) relating to Arabia in tbe Erdkunde , by C Bitter, we 
are greatly indebted to tbe dissertation of O. Blau: Bie 
Wanderung der Sabaeischen Volkerstamme im zweiten 
Jahrhundert nach CJmsh in the Zeitschnft der deutschen 
morgenlandischen Gesellschaft , Band xxil, p. 660-^74:. 
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(1) In preparing a map of India for an atlas of ancient 
geography, we find so many names of places claiming 
admittance, and such large differences of judgment as to 
the identity of many of them (whilst very few find any 
place in the standaid dictionaries of classical geography), 
that the compiler has been obliged to state his grounds 
of identification in more detail than the plan of this 
wort has usually admitted; and the more that he has been 
forced to deviate widely from the identifications of his 
predecessors in very numerous instances.* 

The Map of India must be chiefly an interpretation of 
Ptolemy’s data. 

The materials which Ptolemy used must have been 
tolerably copious. We seem to trace the following kinds : 

1. Coasting itineraries of seamen or merchants. 

2. Routes of foreign traders or travellers in the 
interior, mentioning the chief towns actually passed 
through, and sometimes (perhaps) the rivers crossed, 
but littie or nothing more. 

3. Lists of rivers, with the mountains in which they 
rise, similar probably to those published by Wilford 
(As. Res vol. vin.) and Wilson (Vishnu Furctncc) from 
the Puranas, and of which we have an imperfect sample 
in Arrian and Pliny, following Megasthenes. 

4. Partial lists of the nations of India, like those 
given by Wilford and Wilson, and recently by Dr. 
Kern,! but perhaps with more indication of relative 
position than those lists afford. Pliny gives such lists 
after Megasthenes. 

Ptolemy himself seems to have made no use of Megas¬ 
thenes, or of any of the writers concerning Alexander’s 
expedition. 

Possibly much of the material indicated was before 
Ptolemy only in the form of maps already compiled. 
His process seems to have been from these, and from 
the other data in his possession, to compile his own 
map, modified by his judgment and his theories; then 
to cover this with a graticule of meridians and parallels; 
and finally to draw up his tables, and the miscellaneous 
particulars embodied with his tables, directly from the 
map as it now lay before him $ An illustration of this 
process is seen in his anonymous tributaries of the 
Ganges and Indus, of which he assigns the exact sources 
and confluences, in latitude and longitude, whilst he can¬ 
not give their names. Plainly, he took these numerical 
indications from the map before him, and the streams 
themselves in the first instance from maps already com¬ 
piled or sketched by others. 

Valuable observations on Ptolemy's India abound in 
the Essays of IT. Vivien de St. Martin ; and General 
Cunningham's suggestions, in the Panjab especially, are 
often most valuable. Professor Lassen's is the most 
copious and systematic commentary on Ptolemy accessible 
to me, and his work generally is a precious mine of 
material for the study of the ancient geography of India, 
whether the student accept his views or dissent from 
them. I must respectfully dissent from a large part of 
them, as from his whole system of identification, very 
strongly. Practically, he deals with Ptolemy's compila¬ 
tion as if that geographer had possessed a collection of 
real Indian surveys, with the data vSystematically co¬ 
ordinated. The fact is, that if we should take one of 
the rude maps of India that appeared in the 16th cen¬ 
tury (e g. in Mercator or in Linschoten), draw lines of 
latitude and longitude, and then more Ptolemaico con¬ 
struct tables registering the co-ordinates of cities, sources 
and confluences, as they appeared in that map, this 
would be the sort of material we have to deal with in 
Ptolemy's India. 

Take the names subdividing India, as they appear in 
Ptolemy. These names are made by him to cover the 
whole field, from Kabul to the Gulf of Tongking. 
Lassen accepts them as doing so, and assigns them 
definite positions and precise identifications over that 
whole field. Pennell, even in India Proper, had con¬ 
siderable tracts of unexplored territory, But there is no 
unexplored territory in Lassen's Ptolemy. The first 

edition only of Lassen has been accessible to the writer.) 

Ptolemy's divisions do not really account for anything 
like the whole surface ^ of India. And they are hetero¬ 
geneous. Some are political; such as Fanchors Kingdom, 
and probably Larike and Ariake. Maesoha may be a 
foreigner’s handy generalization, like “the Carnatic;" 
Indo-Scythia may be either of these; a great part are 
ethnic, and seemingly derived from what we may call 
Pauranic lists, e.g. Fhylhtae , Ambcistae ; some from the 
same lists are no divisions at all, ethnic or otherwise, hut 
mere indications of peculiar communities such as Tabassi, 
Tapasas or Ascetics, in the woods of Khandesh, and

GhymwsopMstae ,*probably similar gatherings of eremites 

al The H endivour to make Ptolemy's, names cover the 
whole surface, produces great dmlocafaon of some ter - 
tories, and vast exaggeration of otheis Die s e o 
process has carried the Bhanlmgas ( Mlingae ) from 
the dry plains of Marwdr into Eastern Mahva, and 
the Pramars or Powers ( Poritari ) from Abu an 
Ujiain into Bundelkhand ; has transported Chanclra- 
vati ( SandrabaUs ) from the S.W. extremity of Raj put ana 
to the vicinity of Bahar; and has carried the Manclalae 
or people of Manfjala from the Upper Herbudda to 
the banks of the Ganges. 

Further, it seems to me clear that Ptolemy in com¬ 
bining the various classes of data which ^ we^ have in¬ 
dicated, had no means of properly co-ordinating them, 
so that, in printers' language, they do not register. And 
when the tables detail Cities that are m Prasicilce , Cities 
among the Pornari , and so on, we must not assume that 
the cities named were really in the territories named; 
whilst we see, as a sure fact, in various instances, that 
they were not . Thus the Manclalae , displaced as we 
have mentioned, embrace Pahbothva , which was notori¬ 
ously the city of tho Prasii; whilst Premake is shoved 
up-stream to make room for them. Lassen has so much 
faith in the uncorrected Ptolemy that he accepts this, 
and finds some reason why Prasutke is not the land of 
the Prasii , but something else. He also builds serious 
historical deductions on other peculiarities of Ptolemy's 
Map, which look like mere results of dislocation or defi¬ 
cient information. So again, the names of Sambalaka, 
Adisdara, and Kmcha, which appear under Prasiake , we 
can hardly doubt to be Sambhcil , Ahiclichhatra and Kant 
(now Shajahanpur), all three ancient towns of the territory 
now Rohilkhand, and all three probable stages on an 
itinerary through that territory, and remote from Prasiake 
eitherrin its genuine sense, or m Lassen's interpretation 
of it. For reasons not given, the latter makes these 
three names to stand for three utterly obscure places, 
called Amba, Kune and Bawari on the south of the damn a. 

We can scarcely doubt that the Adisathra of Ptolemy, 
near the heart of India, represents that other Ahich- 
ehhatra of which there are indications m Indian archaeo- 
logy,f and that it should belong to the country of 
the Acliscifhn, from which it is entirely disjoined. Pro¬ 
bably the latter name came from a Pauranic list of 
names in ethnic form, the city from a traveller’s route, 
and the two were laid down independently; so that the 
chances were greatly against their falling into proper 
relation to each other. 

Hear the coast, which forms a sort of universal base 
line, chances of accuracy were better. But how bad they 
could be near the coast also, when the reckoning teas not 
made from the coast , may be seen in the case of Tamahtis 
or Tamalipti, which appears in Ptolemy, not as a port 
of the Ganges Delta, hut as a town several hundred 
miles up the Ganges. 

So with India beyond the Ganges, still more strongly. 
Some names, like Kanogyza or Kanauj, belonging 
to this side Ganges, have been carried far beyond, 
and most of the really Transgangetie inland names 
have been carried vastly too far east. Some few 
"may perhaps belong to the Irawadi basin, hut the great 
majority belong in all probability to the Gangetic plain. 
Thus Randamarkotta , “ where is much spikenard," which 
Lassen carries east all the way to Tongking, is certainly 
not to be carried further east than Rangamah (Ban- 
gamritika); in Lower Asam, which may have been a 
mart for the spikenard of Bhot&n, sold recently at 
Rangpur. There we have placed it, though perhaps it 
should be earned further west to Yaisali, which might 
readily be the mart of the spikenard of Hepal, and where, 
as we know from Hwen T'sang, there was a famous 
locality called Markata-Hrada, “ Monkey's Lake " 
(2) Remarks on more important River Identifi¬ 
cations.—D islocation is very manifest as affecting 
Ptolemy's rivers. lie has made it his business to connect 
river-mouths appearing in marine logs (probably often 
without names) with those rivers whose sources or courses 
he had partially laid down from itineraries or Indian lists. 
But with his erroneous outline of the Peninsula this pro¬ 
cess was too hazardous, and the result often wrong. 

Thus we suppose he got from liis* Indian lists a river 
Nanciguna , rising in the Yindhya. He assigns to it three 
discharges into the sea of Western India, by what 
he took for so many Delta branches, which he calls, 
respectively, Goaris, Binda , and Kanaguna. This looked 
possible to Ptolemy on his map, with its excessive distor¬ 
tion of the western coast, and his entire displacement of 
the western Ghats. But when we identify these outlets 
we shall find that Goans and Binda are the two mouths 
of the strait that isolates Salsette and Bombay, whilst 
the Hanaguna mouth is certainly south of Goa ! I 
believe, with Mannert, the names Goaris and Binda 
really to stand for Godavari and Bhima, of which 
Ptolemy had got an inkling from some Deccan itinerary 
naming the riyers hut not their direction § * ’ 

Like misfits occur, I believe, in regard to the rivers of 
the Orissa coast, hut for these I must refer to the map 
with the remark that the true Adamas was in all 
pi oh ability the Sank branch of the Brahnnni, from which 
diamonds were got in the days of Mogul spiendour.il

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Tynna and Maesolus. These are usually ^ made in 
recent maps to he, respectively, the Rivers Krishna and 
Godavari, But I conceive (with some of the older com¬ 
mentators) that Tynna is the northern Finaka or Penn- 
ar, and Maesolus the Krishna. 

The only surviving trace of Maesolus and Maesolia or 
Masaha (Periplus), is apparently the name Masalipatam, 
a city belonging to the Delta of the Krishna, not of the 
Godavari. Kontcilossyla Empoi mm and Koddura belong 
in Ptolemy to the Maesolus , and these seem to me best 
identified with the barbarised Cunehe-Kacherla of our 
maps (probably the Kantakasthala of the lists, 
a south-eastern locality, see Kern , v. 83 ; As. Res. viii. 
338), and with Gudur, adjoining Masalipatam. 

The name Tynna , if applied to the Krishna, is un¬ 
accounted for. As identified with the Penn or Pmaka, 
ttnna is an easy error for iitnna. Lassen asks, why 
should the small Pennar appear, and the great Godavari 
be omitted? We cannot say why; but it is a curious 
fact that m many maps of the 16th, 17th, and even of 
the 18th century, the Godavari continues to he omitted 
altogether. A beautiful map in Valentyn (vol. v.) shows 
Goddvari only as a river of small moment, under a local 
name. 

Mcinaclas F. can scarcely he other than the Mahanadi 
(Lassen), though Ptolemy makes it rise in the Orudia , or 
(as we take it) VaicMrya, i.e., the Western Ghats. 
Error in this is not dependent however on our interpreta¬ 
tion of Orudia For Ptolemy makes Tynna , Maesolus, 
and Manadcis all rise in Orudia , a theory which cannot 
be true under any possible interpretation of those names. 
It is curious that Gapt. A. Hamilton, at the beginning 
of the 18th century, says that the springs of the Mahanadi 
are “ in the Ghats within 40 leagues of Goa," ie., in 
the Yaidurya or Orudia. 

(3) Remarks on identificaton of Mountain Ranges. 
—Ptolemy's notion of these seems chiefly derived front 
indigenous lists, though his seven internal ranges cor¬ 
respond only partially with the seven of the Pauranic lists 
as we now have them. An aid to their identification lies 
m the river-sources ascribed to each, which were almost 
certainly taken from the native lists, as we often find that 
particular stated, m those lists which have been translated. 

1. Bittigo. —The clues to this are the sources of the 
Bolen, the Pseudostomus and the Baris. The Solen is 
necessarily the Tamraparni,* the river of Korkhai or 
Kolchoi; the other two we shall find to be necessarily 
livers of southern Malabar. Hence Bittigo is the de¬ 
tached mass of the Ghats south of Coimbatore gap, 
apparently the true Malaya of the Pauranic lists. 
The most prominent mountain in this mass, which is the 
traditional abode of the sage Agastya, and is conspicuous 
from Kolchoi , is called in old Tamul Pothiga.f 

2. Adisathron. —The only river which Ptolemy gives 
as rising in this range is Ghciberis. Ho doubt his Indian 
lists showed him Kaveri rising in Sahyadri (as docs 
Wilford's list from Brahman da Pur ana, As. Res. viii. circa 
p. 335). He had no real clue to the locality of Sahyadri, 
but found what he took for the same name (Adisathra) 
applied to a city in the heart of India, and there he 
located the range. 

Sahyadri seems to be sometimes applied to the 
whole range of the Western Ghats; at other times the 
northern section, as far south as Gokarna, is called 
Yaidurya. Adisathron is the part south of this in 
which the Kaveri rises. 

3. Orudia (m ’OpouSia opr}) .—This we take to be the 
Vaidurya just mentioned as the northern section of the 
■western Ghats, though Ptolemy has entirely misconceived 
its position. 

We conceive that he found in the Indian lists that the 
great rivers of the eastern or Maesolian coast rose in the 
Yaidurya, and having no other clue he places the 
Orudia (which seems to be a mere metathesis of Odurya 
for Vaidurva) near and parallel to that coast. Hence 
Lassen and others (all, as far as is known) identify these 
Orudian mountains with those that actually exist above 
Kalinga. This corresponds better, no doubt, with the 
position which Ptolemy has assigned. But it is not our 
business to map Ptolemy's errors ; he has done that for 
himself; we have to show tho real meaning and applica¬ 
tion of the names which he used, whatever false views he 
may have had about them. 

His error about Adisathron compels the error about 
Yaidurya. Owing to his misplacement of Sahyadri, he 
could not carry tho rivers of the east coast to their 
true sources above the west coast, without making them 
traverse the course already assigned to the Kaveri. 

Regarding (4) Uxentus, (5) Vindius, (6) Apokope , and 
(7) Sardonyx ; we do not differ from the ordinary identi¬ 
fication. We remark only that Vindius, from the river- 
sources assigned to it, must embrace the mountains both 
north and south of the Herbudda; hut this is correct as 
regards Vinaliya. 

(4) Leading Points on West Coast. — Suppdra is, I 
believe, for the first time in an atlas of this kind, correctly 
placed. This is due to Mr. J. Burgess, of Bombay.! 
This determination gives a firm basis for other identifica¬ 
tions 

Further south we have an important group of places, 
regarding which the present map diverges widely from 
its predecessors, viz , the chief ports of Limynke , called 
Tyndis , Muziris, and Nelkynda. These were made by 
Dr. Yincent to be Barcelor, Mangalore, and Nilesh- 
waram near Mount d’Ely; and bis conclusions have been 
in substance adopted by Lassen, Muller and most others. 

An objection at once occurs that no one of these latter 
ports is in Malabar Proper, the special pepper region, 
and the resort of shipping throughout history.

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Another is their inconsistency with data in the Peri- 
plus. There it is stated that the whole navigation from 
Retry yaza (Baroeh) to Limyiike,—presumably to “ Naur a 
and Tyndis the first marts of Limy nice” —is 7000 stadia 
Now 7000 stadiafiomBaroeh (according to Dr. Mullers 
scale of 600 to 1°) will carry ns to a point halfway 
between Cananore and Calicut. Barcelore, Ymcent’s 
Tyndis , is little more than 5000 stadia from Baroeh; and 
Hunawar, Ins Naurct, is less. 

Putting together what we learn from the Periplus, 
Ptolemy, and Pliny, Tyndis and Muziris belonged to 
Kerobothras, i.e. the Keraputra, the King of Clhei,* 
whose capital was at Karur on the Kavene; whilst Nel- 
hjnda belonged to the Pandya King of Madura There 
seems to be no tiadition or record that the kingdom of the 
Pandyas ever extended to the northern part of Malabar, 
and the assumption dislocates the two kingdoms in an 
improbable manner. Por if Pandya held the whole coast- 
country up to Mount d’ Ely and beyond it, including the 
Coimbatere gap, it would have been hardly possible for 
the Chera King at Karur to hold Canara, in which lie 
Hunawar and Barcelore. 

Again the Peiiplus says that Muziris is distant from 
Tyndis bia rou Trora^ov nai bia OaXacraip, a by river and 
by sea,” 500 stadia. This seems often explained to 
mean by river and by sea iogeiher. But the following 
paragraph tells us that NeRynda is also 500 stadia from 
Muziris, oyocoos bid re TTorayov ko! tt eCv Kal bid Oakacrerris 
“ alike by river, by land , and by sea,” showing that the 
river and the sea in both cases are not cumulative but 
alternative. Now this statement is quite inapplicable to 
any ports except such as lie on the famous Malabar 
Backaaters, which extend from Bey pur, a little south of 
Calicut, to Quilon. The Arabian traveller Ibn Batuta, 
going from Calicut to Quilon, uses almost the expression 
of the Periplus. The distance, he says, was “ ten days 
journey whether by land or by the river.” Hence it may 
be laid down that the three ports of Limy rile , are to be 
sought here and here onfy, whatever difficulties may 
attend specific identifications. 

Muzms is the most important, and that which we can 
determine with most certainty. Muyiri-Koclu appears 
in one of the most ancient of Malabar inscriptions as the 
residence of tlie King of Kodangalor or Cranganore,! 
and is admitted to be practically identical with that now 
extinct city It is to Cranganore that all the Malabar 
traditions pointed as their oldest seaport of renown; to 
the Christians it was the landing-place of St. Thomas the 
Apostle. Here then we may with complete confidence 
establish Muziris. 

We have less confidence about Tyndis and NeRynda. 
500 stadia north from Cranganore brings us to Tanur. 
Tanur itself may be Tyndis ; it was an ancient city, the 
seat of a principality, and m the beginning of the 16th 
century had still much shipping and trade.. Perhaps, 
however, a more probable site is a few miles further 
noitb, KadalunJi, i e , Kadal-Tundi, “the raised ground 
b}^ the sea,” standing on an inlet three or four miles 
south of Beypur It is not now a port, hut persons on the 
spot seem to think that it must formerly have been a 
port, and m communication with the Backwater ± 

At an equal distance south of Cranganore, we are not 
able to point to a quite satisfactory NeRynda . The site 
which has been selected as the most probable, is nearly 
800 stadia south of Muziris. This is Kallada, on a river 
of the same name entering the Backwater, the only navi¬ 
gable river on this south-west coast, except the Pem-ar 
near Cranganore. The Kallada River is believed to be 
the Kauetti mentioned m the Keralolpatti legendary 
history of Malabar, and the town of Kallada to be tbe 
town of Kauetti It is now a great entrepot of Travan- 
eore pepper, which is sent from this to ports on the coast 
for shipment. § 

That NeRynda cannot have been far from this is clear 
from the vicinity of the Uvppov opos or Red-Mill of the 
Periplus There can be little doubt that this is the bar 
of red latente which a short distance south of Quilon, 
cuts short the backwater navigation,|| and is thence 
called tlie Warlalle Barrier. It forms abrupt cliffs on 
tbe sea, without beach, and these cliffs are still known 
to seamen as the Red CliffsN This is the only thing 
like a sea cliff from Mount d’Ely to Cape Comorm. 

From the Uvppov opos commenced according ^ ft) the 
Periplus, another region, called “ Paraha ” This is no 
doubt Purali, an old name of Travancore, from which 
the Raja has a title, Pin aliian , “ Lord of Purali ” But 
the “instinctive striving after meaning,” which so often 
modifies the form of words, converted this into the Greek 
YlapaXia, “the coast.” 

(5) Leading Points on Eastern Coast.— Kolchoi — 
Wilson refers twice to an ancient capital of the Pandya 
country as called Korkai or KurkhiU which he sup¬ 
poses to have been the classical Kolchoi, but he is 
inclined to identify it with the place now called Kilm- 
karai, on the north shore of the Sinus Kolclucus, , or Gulf 
of Manar. The true locality of Korkai, or Kolkax 
(for such was the more ancient form), the primitive 
capital of the Pandyas, at a site on the Tamraparni 
river, now called Maramangalam, was first indicated by 
Dr. Caldwell in a note that he was land enough to 
furnish for the recent edition of Marco Polo.fi'

Orthuva Regia Sornagos. This city is placed by Lassen 
at Wadiarpalham, some distance north of the Kaveri. 
But the true position of the ancient Chola capital 
TJreiyur was on the south of the Kaveri, close to 
TnchmopolW 

Palura. Just before Palura, we have in Ptolemy 
5 Acjnjrgptov rd>v els rgv Xpvo-gv ep.TrXeovrcov. I do not 
conceive this Aphetenon to he (as Lassen regards it, 
in 262) a harbour from which voyages to Cluyse , or 
what are now oar Burmese provinces, were habitually 
made, but that it was, as may be seen from the discus¬ 
sion in Ptolemy (i. 13), the point from which vessels 
bound to Chryse, after running up the coast, ventured 
to strike across the Bay, uearly m a parallel of latitude, 
to Sada m Arcjyre or Arakan. 

The account m the Periplus seems to make the navi¬ 
gator hound for the Ganges “cross the Gulf” when 
running from Maesoha to Besarcne. f This means, as I 
understand it, that the coasting vessels, on passing Point 
Godavari, struck straight for the vicinity of Ganjam, 
perhaps taking for their landmark Mount Mahendra, the 
highest mountain on the coast (lat. 19° 4', height 4,923 
feet). From this point ships hound for Chryse would 
take their fresh departure; those bound for Gauge would 
renew their coasting Just above this was Palura , which 
we still find—Paliir—in lat. 19° 27|', some five or six 
miles above Ganjam. Palur is mentioned by both de 
BarrosJ and Lmschoten § The latter has the sailing 
directions which I give (slightly condensed): “ In the 
August Monsoon, after leaving the Ceylon coast, the 
navigator will keep north to the cape called Pont a de 
Guadovarin (Point Godavari, probably Kalmgon Prom. 
of Pliny), m 17°. . . . He will then continue to 
run along the coast, taking care not to pass the 19^-° 
[it should be 19°] without sighting land, for here theie 
is the mouth of a river called Puacota, etc . . . All 

this coast from Point Guadovarin is high and moun¬ 
tainous, and easily seen from afar. From the river of 
Puacota to another called Paluor or Palura , a distance 
of 12 leagues, you run along the coast with a course 
from SAY. to E. Above this last river is a high moun¬ 
tain called the Berra de Palura , the highest mountain on 
the coast. This river is m 19 i°,” etc, and so on to 
“ Jorganatte.” The Palura R. m 19 Y must he the R. 
of Ganjam (19° 23'), and the R of Puacota must be that 
of Barwa (18° 54'), which is just 13 leagues down the 
coast. The latter, lying under Mahendragiri, seems to 
answer exactly to Ptolemy’s Aphetenon . 

(6) Leading Points on Coast op India beyond the 
Ganges — Ptolemy’s data here were very scanty, as we 
may see from the discussions in Book i. Moreover, a 
large part of his protraction of these data is vitiated by 
his theory that the Indian Sea was an enclosed basm. 
Hence the most various and inconsistent interpretations 
of his meaning; hence one and another has found his 
Sinae on the shores of Siam, of the Malay Peninsula, and 
even of Borneo. These conceptions we entirely reject. 
We can no more doubt that Ptolemy’s Yivai were Chinese 
than that his ’ApafiCa was what we call Arabia, or his 
’lvbot Hindus. Having made up his mind that the 
Indian Sea was land-locked, of course he must have con¬ 
ceived the terminus of eastern navigation as a coast 
running north and south; but it is in vam to seek for 
facts in accordance with such a theory. 

He would be a rash man who should dogmatize on 
the details of the transgangetie geography. But it seems 
to me that the safest guide to the true interpretation of 
Ptolemy’s data here (as in the search for Palura) lies in 
the probability that the nautical tradition teas never lost || 
We have m the particulars that Ptolemy has borrowed 
from Marmus a glimpse of the navigation to China in 
the first or second century of the Christian Era We 
have in the Arab Relations^ another glimpse of the 
same navigation in the ninth century. Let us compare 
them. 

The Arab of the latter date has grown bold. He 
no longer coasts up Kalmga to Mount Mahendra before 
striking across tbe bay. He crosses direct from Ceylon, 
where his Horkand appears to be Point de Galle, and 
preserves tlie Rhogand-am of Ptolemy; he sights the 
island of Eainni (Sumatra), then the Lanklia Balds 
(or Nicobars) with their naked population, barteimg 
cocoa-nuts and ambergris for iion ; beyond these, and 
out of the ordinary track, are the two islands of the 
sea of Andaman, inhabited by black and crisp-haired 
naked cannibals; and still farther m the same direction 
is a region of mountains containing Mines of Siher . 
Advancing from the Lanklia Balds the navigator 
arrives at Kalah, undoubtedly some port of the Malay 
Peninsula.^* Ten days more biing him to Toyiima 
(the island of Tiyuman east of Singapore, corruptly 
“Timoan”); thence to Kadranj, somewhere on the 
Gulf of Siam; from Kadranj he reaches Sanf, i.e , ac¬ 
cording to the limitations of Arabic spelling, Zampa or 
Champa. After this comes Bandar-Fulat (hoc! Pulo 
Condore, the Sondor and Condor of Marco Polo); one 
more sea is crossed, and Bin is reached. 

Ptolemy’s route to the same goal comes from the 
Ganges; the two converge at the Nicobars. This route 
first touches Argyre , “a land containing many siher 
mines,” and the Chersonesus Chryse , the Suvar\ia 
Blnimi or Golden Land of the old Indian Budd-

lusts, % e. Pegu. This last is not noticed by the 
Arabs Then we have the island ’A yaOov baiyoros, 
which it is no great stretch of fancy to regard as an 
endeavour to put a meaning on N?jo-os *Aybaiyoros , the 
Andaman; then the islands Barussae — Lankha-Balus 
or Nicobars; Kohs= Kalah. Tiyoman does not seem 
to be represented; but beyond it we have Ahadra — 
Kadranj, Zaba —Champa or Sanf A and finally Sinae 
= Bln. We see no means of determining Kattigara At 
this time Canton was probably not civilized enough for 
foreign trade. It may have been one of the ports of 
Fokien, or rather in the delta of the Yangtse. Ednsi has 
Katighora in his geography of China, but we imagine this 
to be merely a reminiscence of Ptolemy. The name seems 
Indian, like so many others on the route to the Sinae, 
c g. Sabana, Bag ram, R . Sobanus, Tiponobaste, Zaba, 
Tagora , Balonga , Simla, Aganagara, Brama, R. Ambus- 
tus , Rabona , R. Kothans , Kohkoranagara , etc. 

At first sight the identification of some of these names 
with names still adhering, or traditionally preserved, is 
apt to seem hazardous. But note that most of the names 
just recited are unquestionably Hindu. Hence it is a 
fact that Hindu names attached to places m Indo-China 
before the time of Ptolemy. It is another fact that 
many Hindu names attach now— e.g. Singapore, Patam, 
Ligor, Yuthia, Champa, Suphana, Chcuiiibon (probably). 
Why should not the same name in some cases have 
survived ? 

Taprobane (Ceylon). The number of names which 
Ptolemy gives us on this Island, including rivers and 
promontories, promises a facility of identification which 
is not realized. It seems difficult with such landmarks 
to go very far astray, yet thoroughly satisfactoiy identi¬ 
fications are very few. Even his Boreon Promontornim , 
that which he regarded as the northern extremity of the 
Island, is subject to doubt. It may be suspected that 
this arises from an unsuccessful attempt to combine 
data from different sources. Boreon Prom, is repre¬ 
sented by Ptolemy as directly opposite to Kory , and 
as lying to the west of Moduttu Emporium We cannot 
doubt that Moduttu is Mantotte (in the old Dutch maps 
Matotte, viz, Mahatotta, i e , Maliatlrtka, “ The 
Great Landing Place”), which was an habitual point of 
communication with the continent from very eaily 
times, t 

These two facts point to the promontory west of 
Mantotte, or to the extremity of Manar Island, as the 
true Boreon. But it is probable that Ptolemy has over- 
lapt this with another set of data in which Pt. Pedro 
or Palmyra, the real North Cape of Taprobane, was 
Boreon, and thence Gahba Prom., lying west of Boreon, 
is the western point of Jaffna, anciently Yalpanna, of 
winch Gahba may be a corruption. 

Our most important divergences from well-known 
identifications have been pointed out, with the reasons 
given as fully as our space admits. A few minor points 
may be noticed more concisely. 

(7) MINOR NOTES ON SUNDRY POINTS.— On 
Mountains. — Bepyrrhus Mons. Ptolemy shows no con¬ 
ception of the great Brahmaputra valley; his Bepyrrhus 
shuts in Bengal down to Maeandrus. The latter is the 
spinal range of Arakan (Yoma); Bepyrrhus, so far as it 
corresponds to facts, must include the Sikkim Himalya 
and the Garo Hills. The name is perhaps Vipula, 
“vast,” the name of one of the mythical cosmic Ranges, 
but also a specific title of the Himalya. t 

Bamasi Montes. The Bimasas are mentioned in a 
modern paper on Asam, § as a race driven down into 
that valley by the immigration of the Bhotias. This 
points to the Bhotan Himalya as Bamasi Montes 

On Rivers. —Among rivers, some of the most difficult 
names are in the list, which Pliny and Arrian have taken 
from Megasthenes, of affluents of the Ganges. This list 
was got apparently at Pahbotlira (Patna), and if streams 
in the vicinity of that city occupy an undue space m 
the list, this is natural. Thus Magona and Errhenysis,\\ 
Molmna and Niranjana, join to form the river flowing 
past Gaya, famous in Buddhist legend under the second 
name. The navigable Pnnas or Pumas is perhaps 
Punya, now Piiupun, one of the same cluster. Sonus, 
instead of being a duplicate of Erannoboas, may be a 
branch of the Gaya River, still called Bona. Ando- 
mat is flowing from the Macliandini, i e., “ Meridionales,” 
is perhaps the Andhela, one of the names of the 
Chandan R. of Bhagalpnr.il Kaianas, navigable, is not 
likely to be the Ken of Bundelkliand, the old form of which 
is Karnavatl; hut more probably the Kay an a or 
Kohana of Gorakhpur.^ It is now a tributary of the 
lower Gogra, but the lower course of that river has 
shifted much, and the map suggests that both Rapti 
(Solomatis of Lassen) and Kay ana may have entered the 
Ganges directly. 

Besynga .—The western or Bassein branch of the 
Irawadi. “ From Maeandrus descend all the rivers 
beyond Ganges, till you reach the Besynga” (Ptolemy). 
C/irysoana=ihe Rangun Branch. According to Dr. 

E. Mason, Hm4bi, immediately north of Rang tin, was 
anciently called Suvarna-Nadi, “Golden River” 
Donnas On the coast, probably the chief mouth of the 
Mekong. The real Doanas was probably the same as 
Oidanes , viz, the Hladini or Brahmaputra, but Ptolemy 
(as in cases already noticed) assumed the Mekong to be 
its month.

But though 
we have Pulindae Agriophagi , as a tribe of Piilindas, 
a name given in the Hindu books to a variety of the 
aboriginal races, it is not impossible that PhylMae ,, 
Lrillo-phylMae, also represent Pulinda through some 
other channel, f 

Ariake ■—The Mahratta country, or nearly so. The 
name is Indian, and occurs in Kern (v. 83). Limy r ike^: 
This name appears in the Peutinger tables as Scythia 
Limy rice, and in the Ravenna Geographer as^ India 
Limirica . Probably kiyvpm is right, and is, in fact, 
Damir- ike, the Tamir or Tamil-speaking country, t in 
contrast to Ariake, the Aryan-speaking country.§ Gon- 
dalae, or Kondalae . Lassen makes these the Gronds. 
But Kuntala-des and the Knntalas appear fre¬ 
quent^ m the lists and in inscriptions. The country 
was that of which Kalyan was in after-days the capital 
(see Sir W. Elliot i n J B A. S. iv. 3). Bittigi: I have * 
not ventured to locate these. Badagas > meaning “ nor¬ 
therners ” in Tamul, is applied too variously. And we 
have also Vitakas in Kern, hut nothing to indicate 
position. Losarene =Dasarna: Lassen sets the Dasarna 
of the Sanskrit poems in Bundelkhand. But it is clear 
that there was a Dasarna in the direction of Orissa from 
Kern’s lists, where the Das&rnas appear among the 
nations of the S.E. in juxtaposition with the Sabaras. 
Though the actual name Dasarna (“The Ten Forts”) 
does not survive, analogous nomenclature clings to Orissa. 
Thus the forest tract behind the Orissa Delta appears 
to be called in the grant of an Orissa king Navakota, 

“ Nine Forts.” The country round Samhhalpur on the 
Mahanadi was known recently as Ahtdragarh , “The 
“ Eighteen Forts,” and is still styled in barbarous official 
jargon Garhjat, “The Forts.” Further back we have 
the great district of Chattisgarh , “ The Thirty-six Forts.”|| 
Nangalogae , which Ptolemy correctly says signifies yvpvQv 
Koagos, Ndgas , of many tribes, still existing on the hills 
east and north-east of Silhet. The n has dropped out 
of the name now, hut it is written Nanga in the Mus¬ 
sulman history of the conquest of Asam.1T 

The absolute nakedness of both sexes continues in 
some tribes to this day.** Tiladae seu Besadae (PtoL), 
Sesadae (Perip.). The latter work mentions these in 
connexion with the curious story about procuring mala- 
bathrum. Tbe position “north of Mseandrusthe 
Mongoloid features ascribed by both authors; and the 
malabathrum, tamalapattra or tej-pat, all point to the 
hill-people in the vicinity of Silhet. At and about 
Silhet the plains break into an infinity of characteristic 
hillocks or hummocks, which are specially known as 
Tila. It is possible that the Tiladae occupied these 
Tilas; and also that the Ttladn hills which "Wilford 
cites ff from a Sanskrit Geography, as existing in this 
quarter, were the same tilas, Modogalingae (Pliny): 
Mfidu is a Dravidian word for Three , and Mudu- 
galinga is therefore “the Three Kalingas.”JJ This is a 
phrase which is found in inscriptions, though its meaning 
has not been very clearly explained.§ § That a Dravidian 
name should he obtained through navigators is not diffi¬ 
cult to understand, as the pilots might probably be from 
Maesolia or the Kaveri ports; indeed the Penplus in¬ 
timates that the trade with the Ganges and Chryse was 
carried on by the latter. But it is more perplexing to 
find this name in Pliny, whose information about India 
is so largely from Megasthenes. Chryse and Chalhtis 
correspond curiously, even m approximate position, with 
the Sonaparanta (“ Golden Frontier Land”) and 
Tampadipa (“ Copper Region ”), of Burmese State 
documents. 

On Places near the Cisgangetic Coast.— Minna - 
gam (Perip.), Bmagara (Ptol.). For this I follow Capt. 
Macmurdo, who twice indicates its approximate position. 
His indication of the neighbouring Brahman ab ad has 
been justified. 

Syrastra and Monoglosson , the (Muriate fSorath) andMan- 
galor of Barbosa in the early part of the 16th century; || [| 
the former as a town’s name I do not now find; the 
latter remains as “ Mangrol.” Astakampra , Astakapra . 
Though some considerations would lead us lo take this 
for Kambay, this forces too much the words of the 
Periplus. These compel us to regard it as some place 
near the Satrunjaya River; possibly sacred Palitana of 
the Jains, or, if that be not old enough, Talaja, where 
there are extensive Buddhist caves, and other indications 
of ancient importance.HIT 

Simylla Emporium— Chaul. Chaul was still a chief 
port of Western India when the Portuguese arrived. Its 
position seems to correspond precisely, both with Simylla , 
and with the §aimur or Jaimur (i.e. Chaimur, the 
Arabs having no eh) of the Arabian Geographers. In 
Al-Biruni, the coast cities run: Kambay at, Bahriij 
(Broeh), Sindan (Sanjan), Sufara (Supara), Tana

(near Bombay), “there you enter the country of L&rdn 
where is Jaimur.” Istakhrj inverts the position of 
Sindan and Subara, hut Saixnur is still furthest south * 
Kory : The extreme point of the Island of Rameshwaram, 
called by the natives Koti, “the how-tip.” The Bay 
(Sinus Kolchicus) is itself the Bow of Rama, of which the 
island forms the extremity.f Kalhgicim Prom. ; Ptolemy 
makes this and Kory the same; hut it is probable that 
he erred, and that Kalhgicim is Calimere. Otherwise 
he erred in having no Calimere. The latter name is 
Tamul, Kalli-medu = “Euphorbia eminence.” It 
seems likely that the Greek name was some variation of 

the same.f 

On Places near the Transgangetic Coast. — Sada. 
The position of this is the merest approximation. Ezata 
appears in Pegu legend as the name of a port between 
Pegu and Bengal, but we have no nearer guidance 
(J. A . S, B. xxviii. 476). Takola Emp . Rangun, or a 
port in that vicinity, best suits Ptolemy’s position with re¬ 
spect to rivers, &c.§ But there was, down to late medieval 
times, a place of note in this quarter called Takkhala, 
Tacola, or Tagala, the exact site of which I cannot 
trace, though it was apparently on the Martaban side 
of the Sitang estuary. It is mentioned by De Barros 
(Dec. I. ix. 1), by Mendez Pinto ( Cogan’s tram. p. 287), 
in Siamese legends collected by Bastian ( Beise , i. 226, 
239, 270), and appears in Linschoten’s and other maps 
of the 16th and 17th centuries. Sobana — Satung, or 
Thatung, west of Martaban, anciently called m Pali 
Sovanna Bhumi or “Golden Land,” mentioned as 
the object of a mission in the account of the Great 
Buddhist Council under Asoka.|| 

Maleu Kolon Prom. —Probably the Cape at Amherst. 
Mr. Crawfurd has noticed the singular circumstance that 
this name is pure Javanese, signifying “Western 
Malays.” Whether the name Malay can be so old is 
a question; but I observe that in Bastian’s Siamese 
Extracts lately quoted, the foundation of Takkbala is 
ascribed to tbe Malays. Kokkonagara , Pegu P It appears 
from Taran&tha’s history of Buddhism,U that the Indo- 
Chinese countries were in old times known collectively 
as KokL In a Ceylonese account of an expedition 
against Ramaniya, supposed to be Pegu, the army 
captures the city of Ukkaka, and in it the Lord of 
Ramaniya. Kokkoranagara , again, is perhaps the Kakula 
of Ibn Batuta, which was certainly a city on the Gulf of 
Siam, and probably an ancient foundation from Kalinga, 
called after Sri Kakola there. 

On Cities of the Interior —In the Panjab and Sind 
I have frequently adopted the conclusions of Gen. Cun¬ 
ningham, e.g. as regards Bukephala and Nikaea , Taxila , 
San gala, and the kingdom of Sopithes, Mallonm Urbs 
Maxima, and Alexandria apud Sogdas , the cities of Oxy- 
canus and of Masicamis. As regards the Brahman city, 
JParmatelia, I have adhered to Vivien de St. Martin in 
identifying it with Bela, if that be the Armabela of the 
old Arab writers. The direction at least seems right, 
though the distance from Indus is greater than we should 
expect. 

Astobalasara, in the map=:Thanesar (after Vivien de 
St. Martin). But this is very doubtful. Probably it 
should rather be on the ancient line of approach to Dehli 
from the S.W., between Bhatnir and JHLansi. Ardone 
may he Ahroni, destroyed by Timur on his march; 
and Laidala, Dudhal on the Kaghar R. west of Ahrom. 
Gagasmira is by Lassen.made to be Ajmir, hut this 
makes no account of the first syllable. Gegasms in 
Plutarch represents Yayati, the great ancestor of the 
Lunar Race.** Jajhpur in Orissa was (we are told) pro¬ 
perly Yayati-pnra, and possibly we have in Jajhar, 
near Dehli, Gagasmira. ff Erarasa Metropolis seems to 
he piriraja, “ Royal Hill.” This may be Goverdhan, 
which was so called, and was a capital m legendary 
times.JJ 

Minnagam (Ptolemy). This second Minnagara, (in 
the Penplus) apparently the residence of the Prince to 
whom Barygam was subject, and from which cotton came 
down to that port, is probably the Manekir of Mas’udi. 
This he. calls a city far inland and among mountains. 
Vallabhi (Lassen) does not answer to these conditions. 
Mandiigarh. (Elliot, i. 392) would agree with these 
and with Ptolemy’s position. I can find nothing as to 
its early history, except that Tod (an unsafe authority) 
seems to represent it as an early possession of the PrL 
mars. Bndama looks like Varddhamana. There was 
a place of this name in Malwa§§— perhaps Bardawad.j||| 
Tagabam or Stagabaza . BhojpurP This is a site of 
extreme antiquity, on the upper stream of the Betwa, 
where are remains of vast hydraulic works ascribed to a 
King Bhoja.lllf Qu. Tataka-Blioja, the « Tank or 
Lake of Bhoja” ? Bardaotis is evidently Bhadravati, 
a name famous in the epic legends, and claimed by many 
mties. Gen. Cunningham is disposed to identify with 
Bardaotis the remarkable remains (prse-Ptolemaic) which 
he has recently discovered at Bharaod, west of Rewa. 
It suits well. Sageda: Dr. F. Hall places the capital 

from the very first,” of the ancient and famous realm 
of Chedi at Tewar near Jabalpur, and shows good ground 
for its being the Chikito of Hwen T’sang.*** Lassen 
quotes Saktimati as the ancient capital of Chedi

Chikito. Kossa, nbi adamas : Probably near Wairagarh 
on the Godavari, where diamonds were formerly found. 
Pannata ubi beryllus : “ Mines of Beryl” appear among 
the southern localities in Kern’s lists.* Beryl-mines are 
worked at Paddiur in Coimbatore, and at Vanniambadi, 
at the north base of the Nilgiris {Neiobold). Karige: 
The situation points towards Kadapa, properly Karipa 
(for Kripa, “Pity”). KAPIIIH would easily become 
KAPira. 

Bat an-Kaissara is identified by V/de St. Martin wfth 
Bhat-Kashaur, the name of a Pargana of Saharanpur in 
the Am-z-Akban. But this name was properly Behat- 
Kanjawar (see Elhofs Glossary , by Beames, ii. 128), 
and is a modern combination. I have placed Batam 
Kaissara doubtingly at Kesarwa, east of the Jamna, where 
the position suits _ fairly. Kartinaga —Karnagar near 
Bh&galpur, an ancient site ? (J. P. A. S., xviii. 395J. 

Kartisyna— Karnasonag'arh, another ancient site* 
near Berhampur (J. A. S. B xxii. 281; J. R % A . S.[ 
n.s., vi. 248). 

On Islands. — Tabadiu and Sabadibae may very pos¬ 
sibly he duplicate entries for Java. There are several 
indications of overlapping duplicate itineraries in Ptolemy, 
and it is a common mishap with cartographers, of which 
various modem instances might be given. Maniolae: 
This name is, in the gossip of Palladius about India, 
applied to islands, about one thousand in number, that 
lay near Taprobane, and respecting which the story of 
the fatal magnetic rock was current; a tale which Pto¬ 
lemy also refers to the Maniolae, though he makes these 
only ten. The position assigned by Ptolemy is to the 
right of a vessel bound for the Sinae, i.e. a position which 
does apply to Ceylon and the Maldives, which latter 
seem to he meant by the thousand islands of Palladius. 
The name (from Mani, “a jewel”) also suggests a 
reference to Ceylon. But the name may, like the story, 
be fabulous. I have made no entry in the map.

NORTHERN AFRICA. 


The drawing of the western portion of this map is a 
reduction of the Carte generate de VAlgerie, in two 
sheets, published by the French Government; the 
eastern portion is founded npon the English maritime 
charts, the map of Beechey’s work, an Expedition to 
explore the northern coast of Africa from Tripoli eastwards 
(London, 1828), as well as npon that which Barth has 
in his Wander ungen durch die Kitstenlander des Mittel- 
meers. For the interior we have made nse of the maps 
to Barth’s Beise in Africa (Band i.), and those which 
Petermann has constructed for Beurmann’s Beise von 
Bengasi nach Mursuk (in the Geogr . Mvttheilungen, 1863). 

A very defective map of the ancient geography of the 
districts occupied by the French was published in 1843 
by the Depot de la guerre, under the title of: Essai 
sur VAlgerie pendant la domination romaine. Since then 
French officers and scholars have continued the inves¬ 
tigations with great zeal, and have published the results 
in the Bevae afrieaine, in the Akbar of Algiers, in the 
Annuaire de la Societe archeologique de Constantine , and 
in the Parisian Revue archeologique. The general 
inscriptions have been collected and arranged by Renier 
in the Inscriptions latines de VAlgerie. As regards 
the geography of Zeugitana and Byzacium, there are 
rich materials in the excellent work of Y. Guerin, 
Voyage archeologique dans la regence de Tunis (Paris, 
1852, 2 vols.). All these investigations have been 
classed together ehartographically in the Carte de 
VAfnque sous la domination des Bomains, dressee au 
depot de la guerre d’apres les travaux de M. Fr. Lacroix , 
par M. Nan de Champlains (Paris, 1864, 2 grandes 
feuilles), accompanied by a notice. Besides these we 
have to mention, A. Rabusson, La Geographic du Norcl de 
VAfrique pendant les penodes romaine ei arabe , Pans, 
1856, 2 vols.; N. Davis, Binned Cities within Numidian 
and Carthaginian territories , London, 1863; and Vivien 
de Saint-Martin, Le Nord de VAfrique dans Vantiquite 
grecque et romaine, Palis, 1863. We could not as yet 
make use of A. Daux, Recherches sur Vorigine et Vemplace¬ 
ment des Emporia phenwiens dans laZeugis et le Byzacium, 
Paris, 1869,—The plan of Carthage is given according 
to the investigations of Beule, in the Journal des Savants , 
1859 et 1860. 


MAP 38. 
AEOYPTUS. 


The greater part of the drawing of this map is taken 
from that map of Central Africa which Petermann has 
published in the Geogr . Miftheihmgen of the year 1863. 
—In the Delta, the positions of only a few towns can 
be safely determined; we have, therefore, not given 
many more than Lepsius in his large map to the first 
volume of the Lenhnaler von Aegypten. But we have 
entered all the Aegyptian towns in the valley of the 
Nile, the positions of which are hut rarely subject to 
any doubt. As regards the positions of the port-towns 
on the Red Sea, which are wrongly marked in m° s t 
maps, we refer the reader to the explanations in the 
Periplus of the Erythraeum mare, with all the mam 
points of which Vivien de Saint-Martin agrees in his 
already mentioned work, Le Nord de VAfnque.

books containing the successive history.

This map is to a scale of 13 inches to a mile (nearly), 
and embraces a space of half-a-mile on each side of the 
city, so as to include the Birket Mamilla on the one side, 
and the Church of the Ascension on the other. 

The map is based on the trigonometrical survey 
of the modern city made by the men of the Royal 
Engineers under the charge of Captain (now Major) 
C. V. Wilson, RE, at the expense of the Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts in 1864. This has been supplemented 
by the sketches and memoranda of Major Warren, R E , 
who had charge of the excavations and operations of the 
Palestine Exploration Fund at Jerusalem m 1867 and 8 ; 
by the models, MS. maps, and MS. notes of Mr Schick; 
by the works of Robinson, Williams, Catherwood, lobler, 
Pierotti, and many other travellers. The present map 
is more elaborate than that of the Ordnance Survey, both 
m detail and m execution. More precision has been 
given to the ground as defined by the contours; the 
public buildings—such as fortresses, mosques, and. 
chinches—are put m detail where the scale will admit 
and the information is possessed ; and the archaeological 
discoveries of the Palestine Exploration Fund are noted 

wherever possible. , 

With the map of the modern city an attempt lias 
been made to combine the ancient Jerusalem as far as 
our knowledge of the sites extends, and according to the 
most probable aiguments.

The sheet also contains enlarged plans of Wady Peiran 
and Jebel Serbal, and of Ras Sufsafeh and Jebel Musa— 
the latter to a scale of one inch to a mile. 

The basis of the map is formed on Moresby s Charts 
of the Red Sea and on the observations of Burckhardt,

Linant, and other travellers, especially ^ the carelnJ, 
accurate, and sensible notes of Dr. Robinson, which, 
here as in Palestine, are of enduring value. The desert 
plateau of Et Tib, the South Country, or Hegeb— 
which forms the bridge from the Desert to Palestine 
the Arabah and Mountains of Edom remain much as 
they were left after the labours of the distinguished 
savants and traveller just named, though some interest¬ 
ing additions to the two first of these three sections were 
made by the late Mr. Tyrwhitt Drake and Professor 
Palmer, all of which—including the excellent route- 
survey of the Tih by the former of these gentlemen - 
have been carefully incorporated m the present map. 
Much, however, remains to he done towards the ex¬ 
ploration of the country and the elucidation of toe route 
of the Israelites. Dr. Robinson made an important 
contribution to both, in ascertaining toe natural boun¬ 
dary between the open plains of the Tih Desert and 
the hills and vales of the habitable land, the Land oi 
Promise. A most important item in the route appears 
to he connected therewith. The Israelites having crossed 
the desert and quitted Hazeroth, reached the mot of 
the Hill Country, and encamped there; and sent for¬ 
ward a select bod} of men to examine the land and 
report upon it. The encampment was at Kadesh. It 
was near to the border of Edom (Numbers xx. 16), and 
in the Desert of Paran (Numbers xin. 26), at the foot 
of the hills, where a prominent rock was before the eyes 
of the people (Numbers xx. 8); that is, it was near the 
Arabah, or Wilderness of Zm, which borders Edom 
(Numbers xx. 1), and on the plateau of Et Tih. These 
circumstances would seem to point to the foot oi oebej 
Mukrah, where an ancient road descends from the Hill 
Country. Professor Palmer, however, following another 
eminent Cambridge scholar, has adhered to a site acci¬ 
dentally discovered by Air. Rowlands, at some distance 
north-westward; although it is neither m the Desert 
of Et Tih, nor near the Arabah, nor at the extremity 
I of the habitable Hill Country. . 

In the north-western portion of the map much infor¬ 
mation has been gamed in connection with the Suez 
Canal The new theory of the route of the Exodus, 
recently maintained with remarkable ingenuity and force 
by Professor Brugsch Bey, on his reading of Egyptian 
records, and supported by topographical indications, 
may here he clearly traced. 

In the Peninsula of Sinai much important information 
is introduced. The results of the scientific survey of the 
track from Suez by the wells of Moses and the Wady 
Feiran to Jebel Serbal and Jebel Musa, executed by the 
party of Royal Engineers under the orders of Captains 
Wilson and Palmer, are fully embodied; and every 
advantage has been taken of the admirable and accuiate 
observations on the topography of the same district, and 
especially of the country south of Jebel Musa, by the 
Rev. F. W. Holland in his Map of Sinai .
